PACKED  PROPRIETARIES. 


Mksshs.  Thompson,  Waltebs,  Hole  &  Co.  (Limited), 
of  Curtain  Road,  are  making  what  may  fairly  be  considered 
a  new  departure  for  a  sundries  house.  One  of  the  directors 
of  the  company  is  a  well-known  pharmacist  who  has  had 
large  experience  in  regard  to  the  preparation  and  packing  of 
medicinal  specialities,  and  under  his  direction  a  department 
has  been  added  to  the  business  for  the  manufacture  and 


putting-up  of  what  they  have  happily  called  "  packed  pro- 
prietaries." The  company  have  fitted  up  a  laboratory  on 
their  premises  for  preparing  the  compounded  specialities. 
So  far  a  start  has  been  made  with  a  few  dozen  of 
the  staple  articles,  including  such  simples  as  glycerine, 
petroleum  jelly,  castor  oil,  and  cod-liver  oil,  with  pomades, 
perfumes,  and  a  few  toilet  preparations  As  time  goes  on 
these  will  be  added  to.  Meanwhile  it  is  a  very  good  start 
they  have  made,  the  distinctive  feature  being  the  attractive 
appearance  and  descriptive  nature  of  the  labels.  On  the 
carbolic  acid  label,  for  instance,  we  note  this  paragraph 
amongst  others  : — 

When  coal  is  subjected  to  dry  distillation,  as  in  making  ordinary  illu- 
minating gas,  it  i*  split  up  into  the  following  bodies  :  Coke,  which  remains 
in  the  retort ;  coal-tar  oil  and  gas-liquor,  which  pass  over  into  the  receiver ; 
and  gas  collected  in  the  gasometers.  The  gas-liquor  is  one  of  the  great 
sources  of  ammonia.  The  carbolic  acid  is  contained,  among  many  other 
bodies,  in  the  coal-tar  oil,  from  which  it  is  removed  and  purified  for  use.

In  the  matter  of  labels,  there- 
fore, these  proprietaries  are  calculated  to  hold  their  own  as 
good  examples  of  the  lithographic  art,  and  we  may  note 
that  the  names  of  the  retailers  are  added  in  a  tasteful 
manner.  We  are  able  to  report  from  our  inspection  of  the 
goods  that,  in  quality  of  material,  as  well  as  in  style  of 
packing,  they  are  worthy  of  notice,  and  the  selection  now 
ready  includes  seasonable  and  saleable  articles.

Mr.  Watson  Will 
brought  the  matter  before  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Associa- 
tion hut  week. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Edin- 
burgh on  Wednesday  evening,  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott  contributed 
four  papers  which  raised  discussion  on  calamine  and  the 
action  of  castor  oil. 

Some  side-light  is  thrown  on  Russian  pharmacy  in  Mr. 
George  Kennan's  book,  from  which  we  give  extracts  in  this 
issue,  while  in  an  Editorial  note  the  position  of  pharmasists 
in  the  Great  Empire  is  adverted  to. 

The  dispute  in  respect  to  the  partnership  in  Bowie's 
Phosphate  Salt  Company  has  been  decided,  the  judge  hold- 
ing that  the  lawyer  who  advanced  200Z.  to  float  the  thing 
had  rendered  himself  legally  liable  as  a  partner. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Chemical  Society  last  week  the 
dh  covery  of  a  cellulose-dissolving  eDzyme  in  grain  was 
announced  by  Mr.  Horace  Brown,  and  Professor  Tilden  com- 
municated further  particulars  regarding  limettin. 

Under  the  heading  "  Provincial  Djings  "  we  give  abstracts 
of  papers  read  during  the  past  ten  days  before  provincial 
associations.  These  deal  with  the  accuracy  of  thermometers, 
coal  and  coal-gas,  B  P.  liquors  as  obtainable  from  shops,  the 
history  of  the  official  alkaloids,  &c. 

Ode  correspondence  columns  are  exceptionally  heavy  this 
week  owing  to  a  large  number  of  communications  on  matters 
of  trade  interest.  Dr.  du  Dois  Reymond  challenges  the  con- 
clusions arrived  at  in  this  country  regarding  Pictet's 
chloroform  ;  Mr.  Leeney  also  challenges  our  comments  on 
veterinary  titles ;  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  points  out  that  the  title  "dispensing 
chemist "  belongs,  in  Ireland,  exclusively  to  pharmaceutical 
chemists;  further  coriespondence  occurs  in  respect  to  the 
Dublin  representative  of  the  chemists  and  druggists  on  the 
Irish  Council;  and  the  question  of  ccpying  regular  and 
irregular  prescriptions  into  the  same  pressription-book  is 
further  dealt  with.

Kalodont.— The  SeifenfabriJiant  states  that  a  preparation 
resembling  and  in  no  way  inferior  to  the  popular  "  Kalodont" 
can  be  made  by  mixing  equal  parts  by  weight  of  powdered 
soap  (neutral),  chalk,  and  glycerine,  and  briDg  to  the  proper 
consistency  with  water.  Then  colour  with  solution  of 
carmine,  perfume  with  peppermint  oil,  warm  on  a  water- 
bath,  with  constant  stirring,  and  pour  into  suitable  tubes. 
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The  Sale  of  Vermin-killer. 

The  Bristol  City  Coroner  concluded  an  inquest  on 
February  16,  concerning'  the  death  of  Mrs.  Martha  Clarke, 
whose  death  it  appeared  from  the  evidence  of  Mr.  F.  W. 
Stoddart,  public  analyst,  bad  been  caused  by  taking  rat- 
poison.  A  police-constable  said  he  had  inquired  at  neigh- 
bouring chemists',  but  although  they  had  sold  rat-powder  they 
could  not  specify  to  whom. 

A  juryman  remarked  that  some  restriction  ought  to  be 
put  on  the  sale  of  rat- powder,  and  that  persons  ought  not  to 
be  able  to  obtain  strychnine  in  this  form  more  easily  than  if 
they  asked  for  strychnine  alone. 

The  Coroner  said  he  heartily  agreed  with  the  expressions 
made.  It  seemed  very  strange  to  bim  that  there  should  be 
some  kind  of  restriction  on  the  sale  of  strychnine,  and  yet 
that  a  person  should  be  able  to  buy  the  same  thing  in  the 
name  of  rat-poison  in  a  quantity  sufficient  to  destroy  human 
life.  In  reply  to  a  question  from  the  Coroner,  Mr.  Stoddari 
said  unfortunately  cases  of  this  kind  were  of  frequent! 
occurrence. 

Befasing  to  Sell  Poison. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Lincoln,  last  week,  on  a  young  man 
who  had  committed  suicide  by  placing  himself  in  front  of  a 
train  it  transpired  that  he  recently  endeavoured  to  obtain 
prussic  acid  at  the  shop  of  Mr.  Holland,  chemist,  stating  that 
he  wished  to  poison  a  dog,  but  that  Mr.  Holland  declined  to 
serve  him,  and  mentioned  the  circumstance  to  the  police. 
Dr.  Mitchinson,the  cororer,  said  it  was  very  much  to  Mr.  Hol- 
land's credit  that  he  declined  to  sell  it  to  him. 

The  Sale  of  Laudanum. 

Last  week  an  inquest  was  held  at  Bournemouth  respecting 
the  death  of  an  unmarried  laiy,  aged  35  years,  who  had  been 
found  dead  in  bed,  apparently  from  laudanum-poisoning.  A 
4-oz.  bottle  which  had  contained  the  poison  was  by  her  side. 
A  doctor's  opinion  was  to  the  effect  that  death  was  due  to 
laudanum-poisoning. 

The  foreman  of  the  jury  asked  if  it  was  not  a  large 
quantity  of  laudanum  for  a  chemist  to  supply  in  this  way. 

Dr.  Snow  said  that,  under  the  present  law,  laudanum 
might  be  obtained  in  almost  any  quantity.  Laudanum  was 
not  only  used  as  a  medicine,  but  was  also  largely  employed 
in  sprinkling  bandages,  and  so  on.  The  bottle  now  before 
them  contained  about  2  oz.,  so  that  about  half  the  quantity 
obtained  was  gone. 

An  attendant  of  the  deceased  deposed  to  having  bought 
the  laudanum,  and  the  foreman  of  the  jury  asked  :  Did  the 
chemist  who  supplied  you  with  the  laudanum  make  any 
remark  or  inquiry  when  you  asked  him  for  it  1 

Witness :  He  asked  me  what  it  was  going  to  be  used  for, 
and  I  told  him  as  deceased  had  told  me— that  it  was  to  rub 
a  painful  leg,  and  to  sprinkle  on  flannel. 

The  Foreman  :  Isn't  it  usual  to  sign  a  book,  or  somethirg 
of  that  kind,  when  laudanum  in  such  quantity  is  supplied  ? 

The  Coroner  said  it  was  not  necessary— not  compulsory. 

Witness  continued  that  she  did  not  pay  for  the  laudanum, 
but  it  was  put  down  to  the  lady's  account.  She  was  well 
known  to  the  chemist. 

Inquest  on  a  Chemist's  Daughter. 

The  Oxford  City  Coroner  held  an  inquest,  on  February  18, 
at  118  Cowley  Eoad,  on  the  body  of  Margaret  Ada  How, 
aged  16  years,  daughter  of  Councillor  R.  E.  How,  chemist 
and  dentist.  The  Coroner  said  the  inquest  was  held  as 
deceased  had  not  been  seen  by  a  doctor  for  four  or  five  years. 
It  was  found  that  she  died  of  dropsy  and  heart-disease. 

In  the  Shadow  of  the  Throne. 

On  Monday,  an  inquest  was  held  at  Osborne  on  the  body 
of  John  Robinson,  aged  38,  one  of  the  Queen's  servants,  who 
committed  suicide  on  Saturday  last  at,  Osborne  House  by 
drinking  spirits  of  ammonia.  He  had  been  in  low  spirits 
for  some  time. 


A  Million  a  Week. 

Fame  says  the  management  of  "  Mother  Seigel's  Syrup ' 
have  given  an  order  for  tif ty-two  millions  of  small  pamphlets, 
for  distribution  in  the  year  1892,  and,  as  a  fitting  sequel  to 
this,  it  is  also  said  that  an  order  has  been  placed  by  the 
same  house  for  labels  to  supply  three  million  bottles  of  the 
seductive  syrup. 

Brighton  Chemists  were  Gay. 

The  Brighton  Junior  Association  of  Pharmacy  held  its 
second  annual  ball  at  the  Royal  Pavilion  on  February  17. 
The  company  numbered  nearly  200,  but  the  Mayor  (Alder- 
man Ewart,  M.D  ),  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe  (President  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain),  and  Alderman  Cox 
— who  were  expected,  and  who  were  announced  as  patrons — 
were  all  prevented  from  being  present.  The  stewards  were 
Messrs-.

A.  P.  Nosworthy,  H.  W.  K.  Pears,  Stanley  J.  Smith,  Stanley 
Smith,  J.  W.  Snow,  and  C.  G.  Yates,  the  last- mentioned  dis- 
charging the  duties  of  hon.  sec. 

Freemasonry. 

Brother  Henry  S.  Wellcome  was  installed  Worshipful 
Master  of  Fidelity  Lodge  at  the  Freemason's  Hotel  on 
February  10.  The  evening  was  a  very  interesting  one,  and 
the  company  present  at  the  banquet  included  some  medical 
and  pharmaceutical  masonic  brethren.  Among  these  were- 
Dr.  Lennox  Browne,  Surgeon  Parke,  Dr.  Paul,  Mr.  Neil  S. 
Campbell,  of  Colombo,  Mr.  J.  W.  Drysdale,  Mr.  A.  W. 
Gerrard,  Mr.  R.  C.  Sudlow  (Grand  Standard  Bearer),  &c.  It 
was  mentioned  that  Brother  Wellcome  was  the  first  American 
who  had  presided  over  the  lodge,  but  that  Freemasonry  was 
cosmopolitan,  and  knew  no  distinction  of  country  or  creed. 
Brother  Wellcome  promised  to  fulfil  the  duties  and  maintain 
the  traditions  of  his  office  to  the  utmost  of  hi3  ability. 

R.  C.  Humfrey,  chemist,  Gloucester, 
wns  installed  Worshipful  Master  for  the  ensuing  year  of  the 
Cherwell  Freemasonry  Lodge  (599).

Publio  Analyst  for  Hampstead. 

The  Hampstead  Vestry,  at  its  last  meeting,  appointed  Mr. 
Bernard  Dyer,  of  17  Arkwright  Road,  Hampstead,  B  Sc., 
F.I.C.,  F.C.S,,  F.L.S.,  Hon.  Sec.  of  the  Society  of  Public 
Analysts,  the  public  analyst  for  the  borough.  The  only 
other  candidate  was  Mr.  Alfred  W.  Stokes,  F.C.S.,  F.I.C., 
who  obtained  21  votes  to  Mr.  Dyer's  33. 

Viewing  the  Body. 
The  Bill  to  amend  the  Coroners  Act  of  1887,  which  has 
been  introduced  into  the  House  of  Commons  by  Sir  W. 
Foster,  dispenses  with  the  formality  of  "  viewing  the  body  " 
unless  the  coroner  considers  it  needful  for  the  jury  to  see 
the  corpse,  or  unless  a  majority  of  the  jury,  after  having 
heard  the  evidence,  express  a  desire  to  do  so  before  consider- 
ing their  verdict.  The  coroner  would,  if  the  measure  became 
law,  be  the  only  person  required  to  view  the  body  after  the 
present  fashion.  The  Bill  also  enacts  that  persons  charged 
with  murder  or  manslaughter  can  be  brought  to  an  inquest 
at  the  written  request  of  the  coroner. 

What  More  did  he  Want? 

A  Sheffield  registrar  has  refused  to  accept  a  medical 
certificate  to  the  effect  that  a  man  had  died  from  "  burns, 
septic  intoxication,  and  scarlet  fever,"  and  a  coroner's  jury 
has  had  to  be  summoned  to  get  over  the  difficulty.  The 
victim  was  a  young  man,  named  Cook,  who,  on  the  evening 
of  January  20,  when  pouring  paraffin  into  a  bottle,  spilled 
some  of  it  upon  his  clothes.  The  oil  soaked  through  to  his 
skin,  and  a  week  later  he  complained  of  pain  in  his  side, 
where  it  had  touched.  He  obtained  medical  aid,  but  the 
pain  increasing,  he,  on  February  18,  went  into  the  Sheffield 
Public  Hospital.  He  then  had  a  large  superficial  wound  on 
the  body,  near  where  his  strap  had  passed  round  him,  and 
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■where  the  paraffin  had  been.  On  Sunday,  scarlet  fever  de- 
veloped itself,  and  he  was  removed  to  the  Fever  Hospital. 
There  he  rapidly  sank,  and  died  the  same  night.  At  the 
inquest  the  medical  ollicer  stated  that  the  wound  had  in- 
flamed, and  blood-poisoning  had  set  in ;  that,  finally,  scarlet 
fever  had  supervened  and  carried  him  off.  He  gave  the 
certificate  referred  to,  and  the  registrar  refused  to  accept  it. 
The  Coroner  exempted  the  jury  from  the  unpleasant  duty  of 
entering  the  Fever  Hospital  to  view  the  body,  and  accepted 
evidence  of  identification  from  a  brother  of  the  deceased. 
The  jury  found  "  that  the  deceased  died  from  collapse] 
caused  by  a  wound  that  had  been  brought  on  by  paraffin 
■being  spilt  on  his  clothing,  and  scarlet  fever  supervening." 

An  Erratic  Chemist  and  Druggist. 

Mr.  James  Berry  must  not  be  taken  as  representative 
of  the  chemists  and  druggists  of  Sheffield.  It  is  about 
five  months  since  he  took  to  the  business  which  Mr.  Alcock 
■carried  on  at  165  Broomhall  Street,  and  soon  after  entering 
into  possession  he  had  an  illness,  the  cause  of  which  was 
variously  stated.  On  several  occasions  since,  his  shop  has 
been  closed  for  a  day,  and  people  came  to  regard  him  as  a 
somewhat  erratic  tradesman.  As  he  was  unmarried,  and 
kept  no  servant,  his  domestic  affairs  were  looked  after  by 
Mrs.  Annie  Nelson,  a  neighbour.  He  did  not  appear  on 
Friday  morning,  and  she  endeavoured  to  arouse  him  ;  failing, 
the  house  was  broken  into.  Mrs.  Nelson  went  upstairs,  and 
found  Berry  lying  across  his  bed,  dead.  By  the  bed  was  a 
bottle  which  had  contained  poison.  Mr.  Hallam,  surgeon, 
was  instructed  to  make  a  post-mortem  examination  of  the 
body,  and  at  the  inquest,  on  Monday,  he  said  he  found  ex- 
tensive disease  of  the  liver,  kidneys,  and  heart.  There  were 
•evident  symptoms  that  Berry  had  been  addicted  to  intoxi- 
cating drink,  but  the  actual  cause  of  death  was  congestive 
apoplexy.    A  verdict  to  that  effect  was  returned. 

Liverpool  Pharmaceutical  Students'  Association. 

At  the  meeting  held  on  Thursday,  February  18,  Mr.  T.  S. 
Wokes  occupied  the  chair  in  the  unavoidable  absence  of  the 
President.  Mi6s  E.  M.  Wood  read  a  most  interesting  and 
profitable  paper  on  "  British  Orchids,"  illustrating  her  re- 
marks by  some  excellent  paintings  of  her  own.  The  examples 
shown  conveyed  a  much  clearer  impression  of  the  flower  to 
the  mind  than  could  have  been  produced  by  dried  specimens 
of  these  flowers,  in  which  the  colours  are  so  fleeting. 

The  Sanitas  Company. 

The  fifteenth  ordinary  general  meeting  of  the  Sanitas 
Company  (Limited)  was  held  at  the  offices,  Bethnal  Green, 
on  Tuesday.  Mr.  F.  H.  L.  Moll,  chairman  of  the  company, 
who  presided,  stated,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report, 
that  it  showed  a  steady  and  unbroken  improvement  in  the 
extension  of  their  sales,  and  an  increase  in  the  profits  attend- 
ing them.  The  year  1891  had  again  outstripped  its  prede- 
cessor, and  had  given  them  an  increase  of  over  7  per  cent, 
of  business.  The  fact  that  they  were  meeting  in  new  premises 
which  they  had  been  obliged  to  add  to  their  works  would 
show  that  the  business  had  outgrown  the  accommodation 
hitherto  provided  for  it.  For  the  same  reason,  they  had  been 
obliged  to  increase  their  productive  plant,  without  which 
additions  it  would  have  been  difficult  to  execute  the  demands 
upon  sanitas  which  had  been  made.  Of  course,  these  extra 
demands  had  been  essentially  the  consequence  of  the  prevail- 
ing epidemic,  necessitating  the  application  of  disinfectants. 
Sanitas,  powerful  and  efficacious  as  it  was  for  all  purposes, 
was  given  to  the  consumer,  in  its  various  preparations,  at 
such  low  prices  that  it  might,  at  a  small  outlay,  be  employed 
permanently  in  a  moderate  and  sufficient  manner.  After 
speaking  of  the  necessity  of  proper  sanitation,  and  referring 
sympathetically  to  the  sad  bereavement  that  had  fallen  upon 
the  Royal  family,  the  Chairman  observed  that  we  seemed 
again  to  be  exposed  to  an  outbreak  of  foot-and-mouth 
disease.  In  speaking  of  the  influenza  epidemic,  the  Chairman 
said  much  had  recently  been  made  of  eucalyptus  oil,  but 
sanitas  oil  was,  in  all  senses,  better  than  eucalyptus  oil.  The 
profit-and-loss  account  showed  a  total  to  the  good  of  8,1252., 
cut  of  which  an  interim  dividend  had  been  paid  of  5  per 
cent. ;  and  out  of  the  balance  they  proposed  to  declare  a 
final  dividend  of  5  per  cent.,  making  10  per  cent,  for  the 
year.  In  conclusion,  he  called  attention  to  two  new  inven- 
tions patented  by  Mr.  Eingzett,  their  managing  director, 
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which  had  been  received  with  favour,  and  had  already  led  to 
appreciable  sales— the  "Sanitas  Disinfector,"  which  auto- 
matically purified  the  air  of  sick-rooms,  &c,  and  the 
"  Sanitas  Inhaler,"  for  antiseptic  treatment  of  lung,  throat, 
and  nasal  complaints.  Mr.  Kingzett,  in  seconding  the 
report,  stated  that  the  sales  of  1891  exceeded  those  of  1883 
by  about  113  per  cent.,  and  those  of  1887  by  39  per  cent., 
and  those  of  1890  by  7  per  cent.  At  present  they  manu- 
factured and  put  into  the  market  thirty-nine  different  com- 
modities, while  fourteen  years  ago  they  dealt  only  in  one 
article.  After  some  discussion  the  report  was  unanimously 
adopted,  and  the  dividend  formally  declared.  The  proceed- 
ings closed  with  the  usual  votes  of  thanks. 

A  Conscientious  Chemist. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  I  nee.  near  Wigan,  on  February  19, 
on  the  body  of  a  man  who  had  been  crushed  between  two 
cog-wheels.  One  of  the  jury,  Mr.  Hibert  Brown  Belshaw,  a 
chemist's  assistant,  refused  on  religious  grounds  to  take  the 
usual  oath,  and  on  the  special  oath  being  read  to  him,  he 
further  refused  to  repeat  the  portion — "  Of  whose  body  I 
have  had  the  view."  He  contended  that  he  bad  not  seen 
the  body,  but  only  the  feet.  The  other  jurymen  present 
stated  that  they  had  only  seen  the  feet,  but  were  satisfied, 
and  the  Coroner  asked  Sergeant  Wilcox  to  take  Belshaw  to 
the  body,  and  to  let  him  see  every  part,  and  if  it  caused 
any  grief  to  the  deceased's  relatives,  to  explain  that  it  was 
not  his  fault.  The  Coroner  accompanied  Belshaw  to  the 
residence  of  the  deceased,  where  the  body  was  completely 
stripped  of  clothing,  so  that  "the  whole  of  the  body"  might 
be  seen.  The  inquiry  was  subsequently  proceeded  with,  and 
a  verdict  of  "  Accidental  Death  "  returned. 

As  a  Warning  to  Others. 

John  Warrington,  15,  assistant  to  Messrs.  B.  J.  Edwards 
&  Co.,  photographic  chemists,  of  Hackney,  was  before  the 
North  London  police-magistrate  on  Friday  last  charged  with 
stealing  30s.,  belonging  to  his  emplojers.  Mr.  Austin 
Edwards  said  the  prisoner  had  been  in  the  employ  of  the  firm 
for  two  years,  was  being  taught  the  business,  and  would  no 
doubt  have  occupied  a  good  position.  He  obtained  the  30s. 
from  the  cashier,  and  went  off  to  Liverpool,  with  the  inten- 
tion of  going  to  America.  Another  lad  in  the  same  employ 
had  previously  stolen  money  from  the  firm,  and  gone  to 
America  ;  and  the  firm  had  taken  him  back  again.  Conse- 
quently, there  appeared  to  be  an  impression  amongst  the 
employes  that  they  could  steal  with  impunity,  and  have  no 
punisbment.  The  firm  had  only  prosecuted  in  this  case  as  a 
warning  to  others.  The  Prisoner  :  A  man  asked  me  to  do 
it,  and  go  away  with  him  ;  but  he  went  to  Nottingham  and 
got  a  situation  and  left  me.  (Prisoner  refused  to  give  the 
name  of  the  man.)  The  prisoner  was  remanded  in  custody 
for  a  week :  and,  in  the  meantime,  Mr.  Wheatley,  of  the 
Prisoners'  Aid  Society,  will  be  asked  to  give  him  employ- 
ment. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Mayor  and  the  Teetotal 
Burgesses. 

Mr.  Alderman  Wild,  the  pharmaceutical  Mayor  of  Hyde 
(Cheshire),  appears  to  have  aroused  the  ire  of  a  certain  sec- 
tion of  the  "  unco'  guid  "  people  of  the  town.  At  a  conference 
of  Band  of  Hope  and  Sunday  School  teachers  held  the  other 
day,  he  was  alluded  to  by  a  reverend  speaker  (Sparke3  by 
name,  althoagh  he  seems  to  have  been  quite  aflame  on  this 
particular  occasion)  as  "an  out-and-out  bad  Methodist,"  "a 
terrible  disgrace  to  the  town,"  and  so  forth  ;  and  all  because 
his  Worship  has  dared  to  attend  a  banquet  of  the  licensed 
victuallers  of  the  town.  The  leading  local  paper  takes  up 
the  cudgels  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor. 

Dam9gos  for  the  Loss  of  a  Daughter. 
Robert  Hindle,  a  druggist's  cellarman  at  Blackburn,  ob- 
tained, in  the  Preston  Sheriff's  Court  list  Friday,  a  verdict, 
carrying  1252.  damages,  against  W.  J.  Newsholme,  commer- 
cial traveller,  of  Bradford.  During  a  visit  to  Blackburn, 
Newsholme,  a  married  man  with  a  family,  met  Hindle's 
daughter,  and  as  a  result  of  their  intimacy  a  child  was  born, 
and  the  mother  of  the  child  afterwards  died.  The  1252. 
represents  the  amount  at  which  the  jury  assessed  the 
damages  sustained  by  Hindle  through  the  loss  of  Lis 
daughter,  who  wa9  a  weaver,  eamiog  21s  per  weak. 
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Early  Closing  at  Worthing. 

The  following  Worthing  chemists — Messrs.  Walton  Aston, 
H  J.  Berry,  Arthur  B.  Oortis,  W.  Frost,  W.  J.  Gulliver,  and 
R.  J.  Macdermott — have  decided  to  close  their  respective 
establishments  at  five  o'clock  on  Wednesdays  until  further 
notice.  A  number  of  representatives  of  other  trades  have 
also  agreed  to  co  operate  with  a  view  to  early  closing  be- 
coming general. 

A  Coroner  on  Poisons-bottles. 

On  Monday,  Mr.  S.  Brighouse,  county  coroner,  held  an 
inquest  at  Ince,  near  Wigan,  on  the  body  of  a  woman 
named  Alice  Knight,  the  wife  of  a  puddler.  The  deceased 
was  being  nursed  in  her  confinement  by  her  mother-in-law, 
•who  gave  her  a  dose  from  a  bottle  of  eye-water  instead  of 
castor  oil.  The  patient  became  ill,  and  died.  The  dcctor 
informed  the  coroner  that  he  had  examined  the  eye-water 
and  found  that  it  contained  atropine,  1  grain  of  which  was 
sufficient  to  cause  death.  The  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said 
these  fatalities  were  frequent  iD  the  county,  and  it  had  been 
suggested  to  him  at  previous  inquiries  by  medical  men  that 
the  Legislature  should  compel  poisons  to  be  told  in  bottles 
of  a  peculiar  character  and  shape,  and  it  had  been  further 
suggested  that  tbe  bottles  should  be  fluted  and  broad  in  the 
base,  and  of  a  blue  colour.  He  must  admit  that  if  tbe  public 
mind  could  be  educated  to  the  fact  that  a  certain  bottle  was 
connected  with  poison  it  would  tend  very  much  to  lessen  the 
number  of  these  inquiries.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
death  from  misadventure,  and  added  that  they  quite 
agreed  with  the  Coroner's  suggestion. 

Still  Booming. 

The  committee  of  management  of  the  Civil  Service  Supply 
Association  (Limit- d)  report  that  in  the  half-year  ended 
December  31,  1891,  goods  were  bought  to  the  amount  of 
813,184?  and  sold  to  the  amount  of  940,296?.  The  stock  in 
hand  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  valued  at  298,093?.  The 
total  gro>s  income  was  124  693/.,  and  tbe  working  expenses 
were  96,227?.,  being  at  the  rate  of  10?.  4s.  8d.  per  cent,  on 
the  amount  of  sales.  The  net  bxlance  of  protit  for  the 
half-year  amounts  to  24,215?. 

They  Advertise  in  this  Paper. 

The  shareholders  of  Brunner,  Mond  Ic  Co.  (Limited)  held 
their  half-yearly  meeting  on  Monday,  Mr  John  T.  Brunner, 
M.P.,  in  the  chair.

The  annual  meeting  of  shareholders  of  the  Jeyes'  Sanitary 
Compounds  Company  (Limited)  was  held  at  the  company's 
registered  offices,  43  Cannon  Street,  London,  on  Tuesday, 
February  16  The  accounts  showed  very  satisfactory  pro- 
gress, and  the  chairman  reported  that  the  sales  of  the 
company's  preparations  were  very  far  in  advance  of  previous 
years.  After  making  ample  provision  for  bad  and  doubtful 
debts,  and  placing  substantial  amounts  to  reserve,  a  dividend 
of  10  per  cent,  was  declared  for  the  past  year. 

Shop  Hours  Bill. 
Sir  John  Lubbock's  Shop  Hours  Regulation  Act,  which 
prohibits  the  employment  in  shops  of  persons  under 
18  years  of  age.  expires  year  by  year  unless  renewed  by  the 
Expiring  Laws  Continuance  Act.  Ic  has  been  in  force  since 
1886,  but  there  have  been  very  few  actions  in  respect  of  it. 
On  Wednesday  in  the  House  of  Commons  Mr.  Provand  asked 
the  House  to  read  a  second  time  and  refer  to  a  select  com- 
mittee a  Bill  which  aims  to  provide  for  women  of  all  ages  the 
protection  now  limited  to  young  persons.  Mr.  Baumann 
seconded  the  motion,  which  was  supported  by  Sir  John  Lub- 
bock and  maDy  other  members,  but  was  warmly  opposed  by 
the  Home  Secretary,  but  not  on  behalf  of  the  Government. 
Mr.  Matthews*  principal  argument  was  that  if  the  Bill  became 
law  the  tendency  would  be  to  displace  women  from  the  occupa- 


tions in  which  they  were  now  engaged.  Probably,  he  argued, 
male  foreigners  would  take  their  place.  Sir  John  Lubbock  once- 
again  related  to  the  House  the  canvas  of  the  trade  in  regard 
to  compnlsoiy  shop  hours  regulation  which  had  been  made 
by  this  journal.  Ultimately  the  Bill  was  ordered  to  be  read 
a  second  lime  by  175  votes  against  152,  and  was  referred  to 
a  select  committee. 

An  Insect-destroyer  in  Trouble. 
A  shabby-genteel  individual  appeared  at  the  Sheffield 
Town  Hall  on  Wednesday,  before  the  stipendiary  magistrate, 
charged  with  two  offences — stealing  some  mohair  laces  and 
obtaining  money  by  false  pretences.  When  locked  up  he  told 
the  inspector  that  his  name  was  "Dr.  Fljflucker,"  but  he 
now  said  it  was  Charles  William  Crawford.  On  Tuesday, 
when  under  the  influence  of  drink,  he  called  at  the  shop  of  a 
grocer  in  Bramall  Lane,  and  asked  the  daughter  if  she  would 
take  an  agency  for  the  sale  of  vermin-powders.  She  replied 
in  the  negative,  and,  while  her  back  was  turned,  he  picked 
up  some  laces  from  the  counter  and  put  them  in  his  bag. 
He  told  the  stipendary  that  he  did  not  know  what  had  be- 
come of  the  laces,  or  that  he  had  picked  them  up.  With  re- 
gard to  the  other  charge,  Francis  Rhodes,  grocer,  Hermitage 
Street,  stated  that  on  November  25  the  prisoner  called  and 
asked  him  to  be  agent  for  the  sale  of  Crawford's  mice- 
powders.  He  promised  to  pay  him  5.?.  per  month,  supply 
show-cards  and  a  glass  case  in  which  to  keep  the  powders. 
He  induced  witness  to  take  three  dozen  packets  and  pay  6*. 
for  them.  No  showcards  or  anything  else  arrived  after- 
wards. The  powders  seemed  to  be  only  brickdust.  The 
Prisoner:  Have  you  analysed  them?  Witness:  No,  sir. — 
Have  you  tried  to  destroy  anything  with  them  ?  No.  The 
Stipendiary  :  What  will  they  destroy  ?  The  prisoner:  Well, 
small  insects — bugs  and  fleas.  It  is  not  powerful  enough  to- 
destroy  vermin.    Sentenced  to  twentjone  days' hard  labour 
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Ex-Druggist  Brownrigg. 

William  Brownrigg,  who  was  convicted  of  obtaining  goods 
by  false  pretences,  has  been  sentenced  by  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice  to  eighteen  months'  imprisonment. 

Irish  Aerated  Watsrs. 

By  a  return  furnished  by  the  Harbour  Board  of  Belfast,  it 
is  seen  tnac  during  the  past  year  8,819  tons  of  aerated  and 
medicinal  waters  were  exported  from  the  city. 

Accidental  Poisoning. 

An  employo  of  Messrs.  Hamilton,  Long  &  Co.,  pharmaceu- 
tical chemists,  Dublin,  named  Graham,  has  been  admitted  to 
hospital  suffering  from  the  effects  of  some  belladonna  taken 
in  mistake  ior  dandelion. 

Contract  Intelligence. 

Contracts  for  drugs,  medicines,  and  surgical  appliances 
will  be  made  on  February  27  by  tbe  Guardians  of  the  Down- 
patrick  Union,  and  on  March  4  by  the  Celbridge  Poor-law- 
Board.  Contracts  of  a  similar  nature  were  made  at  Tulla- 
more  on  Tuesday  last. 

The  Abuses  of  Dispensary  Relief. 

On  February  19  a  representative  deputation  of  Irish  dis- 
pensary-officers waited  on  the  Local  Government  Bjard  for 
the  purpose  of  submitting  a  number  of  grievances  under 
which  poor-law  officials  labour,  prinoipal  among  them  being, 
the  absence  of  superannuation  a'lowances,  and  the  abuses  of 
the  "red-ticket  '  system,  which  obliged  them  to  prescribe 
for  and  administer  to  the  ailments  of  patients  richer,  in  many 
cases,  than  themselves.  A  promise  was  given  by  the- 
authorities  to  redress  the  irregularities  complained  of. 

Two  of  a  Trad?. 

On  February  18,  at  the  Fermoy  Quarter  Sessions,  Dr. 
Patrick  Walshe,  of  Mitcheltown,  sued  Dr.  William  Buckley, 
of  Marshaltown,  for  2?.  13*.  6d.,  the  amount  being  made  up 
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as  follows  :— 5s.  for  five  leeches,  8*.  6d.  for  medicine  sup- 
plied, and  21.  2s.  for  services  for  oae  day  as  locum  tenons  for 
defendant. 

The  defendant  stated  that  the  plaintiff  said  he  would  be 
insulted  if  he  offered  him  any  payment  for  the  day  he  acted 
as  locum-tenens.  He  (defendant)  also  questioned  the  prices 
charged  for  the  medicines.  He  only  owed  for  the  leeches, 
and  as  to  the  pills  the  price  was  exorbitant.  He  told  the 
plaintiff  not  to  make  them,  as  they  were  a  special  formula, 
and,  as  the  Recorder  could  see,  the  list  price  was  only  2d.  per 
dozen. 

The  Recorder  gave  a  decree  for  11.  Is.  for  services 
rendered  by  the  plaintiff  as  locum-tcnens,  and  lis.  6d.  for 
medicine,  &c.

Gas  versus  Alum, 

At  the  Court  of  Session  Edinburgh,  on  February  17,  a 
petition  was  presented  by  the  Barrhead  Gas-Light  Company 
(Limited)  for  the  judicial  winding  up  of  the  Glasgow  Alum 
and  Ammonia  Company  (Limited),  401  West  George  Street, 
Glasgow.  The  latter  company  was  incorporated  in  October, 
1884,  and  continued  to  carry  on  business  until  recently.  The 
petitioners  are  ceditor3  of  the  company  to  the  extent  of 
3472.,  and  they  allege  that  the  company  is  insolvent,  its 
liabilities  amounting  to  11,135/.,  and  its  assets  to  7,6782. — 
unlikely  to  be  good  for  more  than  10s.  per  11.  In  another 
petition,  the  company  itself  having  voluntarily  wound  up, 
and  appointed  Thomas  Robinson,  chemical  works  manager, 
Hurlet,  and  Thomson  M'Lintock,  C.A.,  Glasgow,  to  ba 
liquidators,  prays  to  have  the  liquidation  placed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Court.  Intimation,  advertisement,  and 
service  of  the  petitions  were  ordered. 

The  Poisoned  Sugar. 

From  the  judgment  of  Lord  Stormouth  DarliDg  in  the 
Court  of  Session  on  Friday,  it  appears  that  the  Boundary 
Chemical  Company  paid  2102.  to  the  children  of  Peter 
Cramb,  who  was  poisoned  with  sugar  tainted  with  weed- 
killer. His  Lordship  has  ordered  the  railway  company  to 
pay  another  2102.  and  expenses,  the  grocers  who  sold  the 
sugar  being  assoilzied. 

"The  Manufacture  of  Carbolic  Aoid" 

formed  the  subject  of  a  lengthy  paper,  by  Mr.  Charles  T. 
Dancan,  at  the  Dundee  Assistants'  Association  last  week.  It 
was  illustrated  with  a  large  number  of  specimen?,  presented 
to  the  Association  by  Messrs.  F.  C.  Calvert  &  Co.,  showing 
the  different  stages  of  manufacture  from  the  tar-oil  of  the 
gasworks  to  the  purest  medicinal  carbolic  acid.  Specimens 
of  the  fculpho-carbolates  of  the  metals  were  also  shown. 

New  LL  D.'s. 

The  Ssnatus  Academicus  of  St.  Andrews  University  have 
resolved  to  confer  the  LL.D.  degree  upon  Professor  Michael 
Foster,  M  D..  Cambridge  University ;  Professor  Sir  George

Too  Much  Obdbe  on  the  part  of  a  servant  caused  a 
fatal  error  at  Cherbourg  last  week.  A  family  had  to  attend 
a  funeral,  and  one  of  the  sons,  a  navy  surgeon,  took  the  pre- 
caution before  leaving  to  put  a  bottle  of  cirbolic  acid 
behind  the  clock  where  already  stood  a  bottle  of  bromide  of 
potassium.  A  few  minutes  later  a  servant  while  dusting 
saw  the  bottle  of  poison  and  thought  to  do  well  by  putting  it 
back  on  the  table  from  which  the  surgeon  had  taken  it.  Not 
long  after  a  lady  aged  50  had  a  nervous  attack.  A  relation, 
who  had  come  to  Cherboarg  for  the  funeral,  snatched  up 
the  carbolic  acid  and  gave  the  lady  a  teaspoonful.  She  ex- 
pired ten  minutes  later  in  terrible  agony. 

A  Gbockh  Peosecuted  foe  the  Illegal  Pbactice  op 
Phabmact. — M.  Bonnard,  pharmacist,  Pontailler-eur-Saone 
(COce  d'Or),  reports  a  judgment  recently  delivered  by  the 
Correctional  Tribunal  of  Dijon  against  a  grocer  named  Lenoir 
of  that  locality  for  practising  pharmacy  illegally.  The 
prosecution  was  undertaken  by  M.  Bonnard  and  the  Syn- 
dicate of  Pharmacists  of  the  Cote  d'Or.  The  defendant  was 
condemned  to  pay  a  fine  of  20i.  and  to  insert  an  extract  from 
the  judgment  in  five  newspapers  published  in  theDepartement 
of  the  Cote  d'  Or.  The  effect  of  the  publicity  given  to  a 
judgment  of  this  kind  is  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  pharma- 
cists. It  serves  to  put  grocers  and  other  tradespeople  on 
their  guard  against  the  persuasive  travellers  who,  anxious  to 
do  business,  may  be  apt  to  talk  a  possible  customer  into 
buying  certain  pharmaceutical  preparations  by  proving  with 
fair  words  that  they  will  in  no  way  contravene  the  law. 

A  Cutting  Phabmacien. — The  pharmacists  of  Angers 
have  been  astonished  to  find  that  one  of  their  confreres  sold 
certain  medicaments  at  a  price  far  below  the  ordinary  tariff. 
He  especially  offered  antipyrin  at  a  low  price,  and  owing  to 
the  influenza  Ecare  did  a  large  business.  The  Syndicate  of 
Pharmaciens  sent  persons  to  purchase  certain  pharmaceu- 
tical products  from  the  cutting  chemist.  These  were  subjected 
to  analysis,  and  the  antipyrin,  it  is  said,  was  found  to  contain 
a  considerable  proportion  of  powdered  sugar.  In  order  to 
conform  with  French  law  the  folk  wing  means  of  proving 
the  offence  were  adopted.  A  person  called  on  the  phar- 
macist and  asked  for  several  cachets  of  antipyrin  ;  then  pre- 
tending to  be  in  too  great  a  hurry  to  wait  while  they  were 
prepared,  he  paid  for  them  and  took  a  receipt.  Tde  cachet 
were  truly  delivered,  and  the  exigencies  of  the  law  were  thu* 
complied  with.  The  leading  practitioner  and  a  pharmacist 
of  Angers  are  co-operating  to  prosecute  the  delinquent. 

"  Dangebously  Cabeless  Phabmacy  "—Referring  to  the 
paragraph  under  this  heading  in  The  Chemibt  and  Dbug- 
gist  of  February  13  relating  to  the  death  of  a  young  fireman 
caused  by  a  deplorable  error  last  week,  M.  Zaluzot  questioned 
the  Minister  of  War,  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies,  on  the 
subject.  It  transpired  that  the  young  soldier  who  adminis- 
tered the  poison  instead  of  a  purgative,  transgressed  the 
rules  of  the  garrison,  the  medicine-cupboard  being  in  charge 
of  a  sergeant,  who  was  not  present  when  the  supposed  purge 
was  taken  out.  Had  the  sergeant  been  present,  it  is  difficult 
to  believe  r  hat  the  guarantee  of  safety  would  have  been  much 
better.  "  The  right  man  in  the  right  place  "  is  an  adage  not 
obeyed  too  strictly  by  the  authorities  where  pharmacy  is 
concerned.  Under  present  army  regulations,  it  may  happen 
t  hat  by  the  whim  o  f  a  non-commissioned  offi  cer  a  young  plough- 
boy,  who  possibly  can  scarcely  read,  is  serving  out  medicine 
with  reckless  good  nature,  while  a  pharmacist  of  21,  having 
had  several  3  ears'  experience,  is  employed  in  cleaning  out  the 
stables  a  few  yards  off.  It  appears  that  a  similar  error  took 
place  at  the  Chalons  camp  in  1888,  when  a  M  de  Carayon- 
Latour  lost  his  ltfe.  M.  de  Freycinet  promised  that  attention 
should  be  given  to  the  existing  state  of  things,  and  begged 
the  Chamber  to  have  confidence  in  the  solicitude  of  the 
military  authorities. 

The  Conteol  op  Phabmacies.  —  Some  emotion  was 
caused  last  week  amongst  the  pharmacists  of  the  Departe- 
ments  of  the  Seine  and  SeineetOise  by  an  announcement 
to  the  effect  that  the  Prefect  of  Police  had  is-.ued  a  circular 
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to  the  police  commissaries  under  his  control,  instructing 
them  to  keep  a  special  supervision  over  the  pharmacies  in 
their  districts.  It  was  further  stated  that  any  chemists 
having  the  slightest  irregularity  in  their  transactions  proved 
against  them  were  to  have  their  offietnet  closed  within 
forty-eight  hours.  On  inquiry  at  the  Prefecture  of  Police, 
the  representative  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  found 
that  the  truth  had  been  much  exaggerated.  It  obtained 
credence  from  the  fact  that  the  Prefect  has  just  issued  the 
usual  annual  list  of  pharmacists  and  herbalists  under  his 
control,  as  he  is  required  to  do  in  conformity  with  the  law 
of  21  Germinal,  An  XI.  (April  11,  1803).  It  appears  that 
the  Prefect  has  not  the  right  of  prosecuting  a  pharmacist  on 
his  own  initiative,  neither  can  he  order  a  pharmacy  to  be 
closed.  The  control  of  pharmacies  in  Paris  and  suburbs  has 
no  concern  with  the  police  commissaries.  A  special  com- 
mission has  charge  of  it.  This  is  composed  of  two  professors 
of  the  School  of  Pharmacy,  a  professor  of  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine,  and  a  specially  delegated  police  commissary. 
Their  duty  is  to  visit,  at  least  once  a  year,  every  pharmacy 
and  herbalist's  shop  in  the  region  allotted  to  them.  When 
any  complaint  is  made  the  commission  makes  the  necessary 
inquiries.  If  during  these  visits  anything  irregular  should 
be  noticed  the  representative  of  the  law  at  once  takes  the 
necessary  legal  steps.  Two  points  that  always  receive  special 
attention  are  to  see  that  the  poison-cupboard  is  kept  closed 
by  a  special  key,  and  that  the  pharmacist  has  his  diploma.  As 
regards  the  herbalists,  the  principal  matter  is  t  o  see  that  they 
keep  no  stock  of  pharmaceutical  products. 


foreign  ano  Colonial  |Uios. 


A  Mournful  Jubilee. — The  one-thousandth  body  was 
cremated  in  the  crematorium  at  Gotha  (Germany)  on 
January  11,  1879.  The  first  year  of  the  establishment  of  the 
institution  the  number  of  cremations  was  18,  in  1891  it  rose 
to  162. 

A  Singular  Legacy.— The  late  Professor  Ignaz  Hoppe, 
of  Bonn,  in  his  will  bequeathed  the  whole  of  his  fortune  for 
the  maintenance  of  persons  who  would  undertake  to  take  up 
their  residence  in  his  house  in  Basel  and  spend  their  time 
there  in  the  pursuit  of  contemplative  studies  on  the  identity 
of  the  soul.  The  will  has  been  pronounced  invalid,  and  the 
money  goes  to  the  next-of-kin. 

Are  Oval  Bottles  Round?— This  question  has  been 
decided  in  a  negative  sense  (as,  indeed,  one  might  have  ex- 
pected it  would  be)  by  the  Medical  Board  of  Alsace- 
Lorraine,  which  was  asked  to  adjudicate  upon  a  case  of 
alleged  infringement  of  a  recent  German  pharmacy  regula- 
tion. That  regulation  lays  it  down  that  medicines  for  in- 
ternal use  shall  in  future  be  dispensed  in  round  bottles  only, 
an  enactment  which  some  pharmacists  had  taken  to  comprise 
tkosj  of  oval-shaped. 

German  Colonial  Pharmacy. — A  meeting  of  German 
apothekers  interested  in  colonial  questions  will  be  held  on 
March  24  next  in  Berlin  in  connection  with  the  annual  con- 
ference of  the  German  Colonial  Association.  The  agenda 
contains  the  following  subjects :— The  work  of  German 
pharmacists  in  extra-European  countries  ;  the  establishment, 
of  co-operative  colonial  pharmacies;  the  appointment  of 
pharmacists  in  colonial  hospitals,  at  scientific  stations,  and  in 
other  colonial  undertakings;  and  the  education  of  pharma- 
cists for  a  colonial  career. 

A  Valuable  Empty  Cask.— An  hotel-keeper  in  a  German 
country  town  recently  purchased  an  ancient  wine-butt  of 
extraordinary  dimensions  that  for  ages  had  lain  neglected  in 
a  cellar,  for  the  small  sum  of  20m.  The  cellar  opening 
proved  to  be  too  small  to  admit  of  the  removal  of  the 
intact  butt  [Query  :  How  did  it  get  into  the  cellar?]  and  a 
cooper  was  called  in  to  take  it  to  pieces.  The  butt  was 
found  to  be  coated  with  a  layer  of  crude  tartar  of  extra- 
ordinary thickness,  for  which  the  hotel-keeper  obtained 
'  several  hundred  marks  "  in  the  market.  The  seller  of  the 
butt  laid  claim  to  this  money,  but  the  Darmstadt  Court 
decided  against  him.  He  is  now  reported  to  have  appealed 
to  the  Superior  Court. 


Mineral  Springs  in  Yellowstone  Park. — The  Che- 
mical Laboratory  of  the  Geological  Survey  of  Washington 
has  recently  been  engaged  in  analysing  the  mineral  springs 
of  the  Yellowstone  Park,  which  are  destined,  perhaps,  to  play 
a  part  some  day  in  medical  practice.  Some  of  them  are 
probably  a  little  too  strong  for  employment  in  any  except 
very  severe  cases.  The  spring  known  as  the  Devil's  Ink-pot, 
for  instance,  contains  40  grains  of  sulphate  of  ammonia  to 
the  gallon  as  well  as  free  sulphuric  acid,  sulphuretted 
hydrogen,  and  many  other  ingredients  more  powerful  than 
savory.  Some  of  the  other  waters  contain  mnch  arsenic.  A 
mineral  spring  has  been  found  in  South-west  Missouri  which 
holds  20  grains  of  sulphate  of  zinc  to  the  gallon  and  is, 
therefore,  a  natural  emetic. 

The  Glass-bottle  Trade  in  Germany. — The  German 
glass-bottle  industry,  says  the  annual  report  of  one  of  the 
biggest  bottle-making  firms  in  the  world  (the  Gerresheimer 
glassworks),  has  been  in  a  rather  bad  way  in  1891.  Instead 
of  a  profit  of  608,841  marks,  such  as  these  works  made  in 
1890,  when  they  paid  their  shareholders  9  per  cent.,  the  net 
profit  in  1891  has  only  been  295,512  marks,  admitting  of  no 
larger  dividend  than  5  per  cent.  The  output  of  bottles, 
however,  increased  from.  47,660,000  in  1890  to  50,920,000 
in  1891.  Of  the  last-named  number  29j  millions  were 
sold  to  the  German  home  trade,  and  2l§  millions  for 
export.  The  prices  realised  declined  considerably,  the 
smaller  output  of  1890  selling  for  3,510,000  marks  and  the 
larger  one  of  1891  for  3,460,000  marks. 

Lady  Pharmacists  and  Doctors  in  Russia. — Mme. 
Carolina  Sitkiewiczowa,  the  first  Russian  lady  pharmacist 
who  has  passed  the  examination  which  will  permit  her  to 
conduct  a  pharmacy  upon  her  own  responsibility,  is  about  to 
establish  herself  in  Warsaw.  It  is  her  intention  to  engage 
lady  assistants  only.  The  number  of  women  qualifying  as 
dentists  in  Russia  considerably  exceeds  that  of  the  male 
students.  The  first  school  for  dentistry  established  at  St. 
Petersburg  in  1881  has  in  its  first  decade  produced  84  suc- 
cessful male  and  135  successful  female  students.  At  the 
second  school,  established  afterwards  in  Odessa,  the  female 
also  greatly  exceeds  the  male  element  among  the  students. 
The  medical  faculty  at  the  Russian  universities  is  not  yet 
thrown  open  to  women,  but  it  is  expected  that  it  will  be 
very  soon,  as  there  is  a  great  want  of  qualified  physicians  in 
Russia. 

Supplement  to  the  Dutch  Pharmacopoeia. — The 
Rotterdam  branch  of  the  Dutch  Pharmaceutical  Society  have 
published  a  supplement  to  the  third  edition  of  the  Dutch 
Pharmacopoeia  (Nederlandsche  Pliarmacopee,  1889).  This 
provides  several  desirable  formulae  and  instructions  which 
were  omitted  from  the  Pharmacopoeia,  such  as  instructions 
for  preparing  liquid  extract  of  cinchona  by  De  Vrij's  method, 
bichloride  of  quinine,  &c.  The  Supplement  directs  deo  dori&ed 
iodoform  to  be  made  by  mixing  1  part  of  carbolic  acid  and 
2  parts  of  peppermint  oil  with  197  parts  of  iodoform.  For- 
mulas are  given  for  iodoform  bougies,  and  the  following  is  a 
formula  for  "  pain-expeller "  (linimentum  exjnici  com- 
2)Osituni) : —

Mistake  in  Labelling.— In  the  Melbourne  County 
Court,  on  December  7,  Mr.  F.  A.  Winch,  sued  Mr.  H.  A. 
Woolnough,  chemist,  for  249Z.  damages  for  putting  wrong 
directions  on  a  bottle  of  medicine.    Plaintiff  had  been 
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prescribed  a  mixture  containing  salicylate  of  soda,  20 
grains  for  a  dose,  three  times  a  day,  in  three  tablespoonfuls 
of  water.  This  was  accurately  copied  in  the  prescription- 
book  and  properly  dispensed ;  but  an  assistant,  who  holds 
full  British  qualifications,  at  first  miscopied  the  directions 
writing  "  Three  tablespoonfuls  to  be  taken  in  water  three 
times  a  day,"  and,  instead  of  destroying  the  label  when  he 
found  his  mistake,  left  it  on  the  desk  and  wrote  another 
"  One  tablespoonful  in  three  tablespoonfuls  of  water,"  and 
so  on  ;  then,  in  the  middle  of  a  rush,  handed  the  wrong  one 
to  be  put  on  the  bottle.  A  doctor  who  was  called  for  the 
plaintiff,  admitted  he  did  not  think  the  overdose  had  pro- 
longed the  illness  in  any  way.  Another  doctor  called  for  the 
defence,  pointed  out  that  the  actual  re.-ult  of  the  mistake 
was  that  plaintiff  took  in  two  days  nine  tablespoonfuls 
instead  of  six.  The  Judge,  who  apparently  knew  from 
personal  experience  the  effects  of  the  drug,  held  that  the 
medicine  might  have  given  plaintiff  some  discomfort  for  a 
few  days,  but  that  the  claim  for  damages  had  been  greatly 
exaggerated,  and  awarded  10/.  and  costs. 


Keighley,  sued  William  Ware  Hebden,  wholesale  druggist, 
Halifax,  to  recover  the  sum  of  61.,  alleged  to  be  due  for 
wages.  Mr.  Robinson,  of  Skipton,  who  appeared  on  behalf 
of  the  plaintiff,  stated  that  the  case  was  heard  before  a  jury 
in  October  last.  However,  as  they  were  unable  to  agree  the 
case  was  discharged  without  any  verdict  being  given.  The 
plaintiff's  case  was  that  in  June  last  he  entered  the' defend- 
ant's service  as  his  traveller  for  Lancashire  on  the  under- 
standing that  a  weeks  notice  was  to  be  given  or  taken 
to  terminate  the  agreement.  He  was  to  receive  a 
salary  of  21.  per  week  as  travelling  expenses  and 
5  per  cent,  commission  if  the  business  averaged  30/.  per 
week.  On  August  15,  having  given  notice  the  previous 
week,  the  plaintiff  left,  wages,  he  alleged,  being  due  to  him 
from  July  25.  In  reply  to  Mr.  Storey,  who  appeared  for 
the  defendant,  he  admitted  that  when  engaged  by  Mr.  Heb- 
den it  was  understood  that  he  was  to  furnish  a  guarantee 
bond,  but  he  had  never  done  so.  He  also  acknowledged  that 
on  July  2,  having  been  repeatedly  asked  for  the  bond,  the 
defendant  told  him  he  was  to  stop  travelling  for  him 
until  the  bond  was  obtained.  Witness  further  stated  that 
his  application  for  a  guarantee  bond  had  been  accepted  by 
the  Ocean  and  Accident  Guarantee  Association,  and  that 
his  cheque  had  been  actually  sent  in  payment  of  the  pre- 
mium at  the  time  he  was  suspended. 

The  defendant,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Robinson,  said  he  was 
aware  of  this,  and  that  the  plaintiff  had  not  been  discharged 
but  simply  suspended. 

His  Honour,  in  giving  judgment,  said  a  more  stringent 
agreement  should  have  been  made  in  a  case  of  this  kind.  He 
gave  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  but  without  costs,  as  he  did 
not  think  plaintiff's  behaviour  had  been  altogether  in  ac- 
cordance with  what  he  undertook  to  do. 


Tbade-mabk  Law— Non-essential  Words. 

The  Schultze  Gunpowder  Company  (Limited)  applied  to 
Mr.  Justice  Chitty,  in  the  Chancery  Division,  on  February  19, 
for  rectification  of  the  register  of  trade-marks  by  removing 


therefrom  the  words  "  smokeless  powder  "  which  formed  part 
of  a  trade-mark  registered  by  the  Smokeless  Powder  Company 
(Limited).  The  respondent  company  pleaded  that  the  words 
complained  of  occurring  on  a  design  registered  as  a  trade- 
mark by  them  were  words  in  which  they  could  not  have  a 
monopoly  and  that  therefore  the  applicants  were  not  aggrieved 
persons.  They  contended  that  there  was  no  obligation  on 
them  to  disclaim  words  on  their  mark  which  were  common 
to  the  trade,  and  further  that  the  statute  expressly  provided 
that  it  was  not  necessary  for  a  firm  or  person  to  disclaim  his 
own  name. 

Mr.  Justice  Chitty  supported  this  contention  and  refused 
the  motion,  but  declined  to  give  the  respondents  costs  on  the 
ground  that  they  had  issued  a  threatening  circular  implying 
a  claim  to  the  monopoly,  and  that  when  requested  to  with- 
draw the  circular  they  had  taken  no  notice  of  the  request. 


Managing  Absenic-wobks. 

In  the  Court  of  Queen's  Bench,  on  Monday,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Day,  Mr.  Watson  Smith,  formerly  manager  of  arsenic- 
works  at  Tavistock,  brought  an  action  against  Mr.  Lay,  pro- 
prietor of  arsenic- works  at  Ockle  Tor,  Cornwall,  for  damages 
for  breach  of  an  agreement.  Mr.  Cyril  Dodd,  Q.C.,  and  Mr. 
Lewis  Coward  were  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Pollard  and 
Mr.  Hugh  Mitchell  were  for  the  defendant. 

The  plaintiff  said  that,  as  the  result  of  an  interview  with 
the  defendant,  it  was  arranged  that  he  should  become 
manager  of  the  arsenic- woiks,  to  restart  which  he  was  to 
advance  500/.,  the  security  being  a  charge  on  some  arsenic 
heaps  at  the  works.  This  would  have  been  ample  security, 
as  there  were  very  large  quantities  of  arcenis,  and  a  s;:ll 
larger  quantity  of  mondic  from  which  the  arsenic  had  not 
been  fully  extracted.  Witness  took  up  his  position  as 
manager,  but  as  he  refused  to  advance  the  money  until  he 
received  the  charge  on  the  arsenic,  he  was  discharged  at  the 
end  of  two  months.  During  the  time  he  was  manager  he 
expended  47/.  in  wages.  He  was  willing  to  find  the  money 
as  soon  as  he  was  given  the  charge. 

The  plaintiff  was  cross-examined  at  great  length,  with  the 
object  of  showing  that  he  had  evaded  the  advance  of  the 
500/.,  the  suggestion  being  that  at  the  time  he  had  not  suffi- 
cient capital  to  do  so,  and  that  he  was  relying  upon  receiving 
2,000/.  which  he  had  been  awarded  as  damages  for  false 
imprisonment  in  connection  with  a  salt  company  with  which 
he  had  been  connected.  This  suggestion  was  denied,  and 
plaintiff  said  that  if  he  had  been  unable  to  find  the  money 
he  had  made  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  Hughes,  of  the 
Coombe  Arsenic  Company  (Limited),  Callington,  for  a  loan 
of  400/.  on  his  charge  on  the  arsenic  heaps. 

The  defendant  said  that  plaintiff  never  at  any  time  asked 
for  the  charge  oa  the  arsenic  heaps,  and  that  when  he  went 
to  the  plaintiff  about  the  money  he  was  always  put  off  with 
some  excuse.  If  the  plaintiff  had  asked  for  the  charge  wit- 
ness would  have  given  him  one  at  once. 

The  Judge  said  he  had  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
plaintiff  was  never  ready  and  willing  to  advance  the  500/.  in 
consideration  of  which  he  was  to  be  the  manager  of  the 
works,  and  that  his  dismissal  as  manager  was  therefore  justi- 
fiable on  the  part  of  the  defendant,  for  whom  he  gave  a 
verdict,  with  costs. 


The  Veterinaby  Subgeons  Act. 

At  the  Hove  Police  Court  on  Monday,  John  Strand,  of 
21  Chapel  mews,  was  fined  21.  and  costs  for  taking  and 
using  the  description  "  canine  surgeon  and  veterinary  sur- 
geon," without  possessing  the  necessary  qualifications. 


Bowie's  Phosphate  Table-salt  Company. 
In  the  Queen's  I !ench  Division  on  Wednesday  Mr.  Justice 
Collins  resumed  the  hearing  of  the  case  of  Gellatly  and 
others  ?•.  Rumney  and  others.  It  was  an  action  brought  by 
Robert  Gellatly,  James  Norman,  and  Robert  Dodge,  trading 
under  the  name  of  Dodge  &  Co.,  against  Howard  Rumney 
(Solicitor),  B.  Ii.  Hedley  (a  Sequah  lecturer),  and  Geo. 
Duncan  liowie,  described  as  trading  as  Bowie's  Phosphate 
Table-salt  Company,  to  recover  56/.  9.?.,  balance  due  to 
plaintiffs  in  reBpect  of  packing-cases  and  tin  boxes  supplied 
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between  March  and  April,  1891.  Mr.  Rumney  denied  that 
he  traded  as  Bawie's  Phosphate  Table-salt  Company  with  the 
other  defendants  and  that  he  ordered  the  goods  or  authorised 
any  of  the  other  defendants  to  order  or  deliver  the  cases  and 
tin  bcx;s.  His  defence  was  that  he  simply  advanced  200/ 
to  finance  the  business  whilst  it  was  bfiDg  prepared  for  sale 
to  a  comr any  and  that  was  all  he  hud  to  do  with  Bowie's 
Phospha  e  Table-salt.  The  first  part  of  the  case  was  reported 
by  us  last-  week. 

Mr.  Herbert  Reed  was  counsel  for  the  plaintiffs;  Mr.  R  B 
Finlay,  Q.C.,  MP,  and  Mr.  Willes  Chitty  appeared  for  Mr. 
Rumney, 

Mr.  Finlay  mentioned  there  was  another  action  against 
Mr.  Rumney  arising  out  of  the  same  matter,  which  was  in 
the  list  for  hearing  before  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  and  a  jury. 
Lord  Coleridge  had  suggested  it  should  stand  over,  and  be 
taken  by  his  lordship  (Mr.  Justice  Collins)  after  the  present 
case  had  been  disposed  of. 

Mr.  Justice  Collins  said  that  could  be  settled  later  on. 

Mr.  Rumney,  in  reply  to  Mr.  Chitty,  stated  that  Mr. 
Stevens  gave  a  cheque  to  Mr.  Ells.  It  was  handed  to  witners. 
and  be  paid  Dodge  &  Co.  73/.  ouc  of  it.  He  never  received 
the  250/.  cheque  referred  to  in  Mr.  Hedley's  letter  of  Apnl  4. 
Mr.  Stevens  was  to  have  paid  him  450/ ,  but  he  paid  2001. 
only,  which  was  paid  away  directly.  Witness  did  not  know 
there  was  any  stock  at  the  Enfield  factory.  He  believed  Mr. 
Bowie  sold  it  and  took  the  money. 

Mr.  Reed  objected  to  such  statements. 

Mr.  Frederick  Ells  gave  evidence  that  he  had  known  Mr. 
Rumney  for  some  years  past.  Mr.  E.  B  Hedley  called  upon 
witness,  and  asked  him  to  introduce  him  to  Mr.  Rumney,  as 
he  had  a  good  thing  in  this  salt  business.  There  were  a 
good  many  interviews  between  Mr.  Hedley,  Mr.  Bowie,  and 
Mr.  Rumney.  Witness  was  present  when  the  arrangement 
was  come  to  for  the  advance  of  200/.  at  the  latter  end  of 
Februarr.  The  arrangement  was  that  Mr.  Rumney  would 
finance  the  undertaking  to  the  extent  of  200/.,  and  take  a 
third  of  the  profits  when  sold  to  a  svndicate.  The  salt  mean- 
while was  to  be  Edvertised  and  sold. 

To  whom  were  those  profits  to  go  ? — It  was  mentioned 
that  Mr.  Rumney  was  to  have  none  of  those.  I  was  asked 
by  Mr.  Hedley  to  be  his  secretary. 

Further  questioned  :  The  factory  was  at  Enfield,  and  the 
offices  in  the  City.  He  went  to  Enfield.  Hedley  and  he 
used  to  draw  the  cheques.  When  subscriptions  were  asked 
for  only  two  subscribers,  Mr.  Stevens  and  another,  came 
forward  with  25/.  each.  The  account  at  the  bank  was 
replenished  with  that  50/.  aud  50/.  of  Mr.  Hedley's.  Mr. 
Rumney  paid  in  cheques  making  up  220/.  from  time  to  time. 
Mr.  Bowie  managed  the  manufacturing  part  of  the  business, 
and  Mr.  Hedley  the  selling  and  advertising.  Mr.  Rodney 
took  no  part  whatever.  Hedley  sent  out  about  300/.  worth 
of  the  salt  on  sale  or  return.  Some  of  it  was  returned.  Oa 
April  1  Stevens,  Bowie,  Hedley,  and  witness  went  to  Mr. 
Rumney,  and  Mr.  Stevens  paid  over  200/.  Hedley  had 
another  cheque  from  Mr.  S  evens  for  250/.  Mr.  Rumney 
paid  the  aciounts  out  of  the  200/.  cheque.  There  were 
pressing  creditors.  After  that  Mr.  Stevens,  who  had  himself 
been  concerned  in  the  Sequah  business  took  some  part  in 
the  business.  Hedley  went  to  Luton  with  a  coach,  and  gave 
an  entertainment  to  push  the  sale  of  the  salt.  A  band  was 
made  up  by  the  artistes.  Witness  was  asked  to  sign  an 
account  for  65/, which  included  an  item  for  harness,  kc. 
Hedley  had  5/.  a  week  and  1/.  5s.  a  week  for  his  groom. 
Bowie  3/.  a  week,  whilst  witness  got  nothing.  On  April  15 
there  was  no  stock  at  Enfield.  It  had  been  taken  away,  he 
believed,  by  order  of  Bjwie  Witness  was  not  present  when 
any  agreement  of  partnership  was  drawn  up  between  Hedley, 
Bowie,  and  Rumney.  A  list  supplied  by  Mr.  Bowie  in  April 
of  book-debts  for  salt  sold  came  to  235/. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Reed  :  Witness  ceased  having  any- 
thing to  do  with  the  works  after  the  third  week  in  April, 
when  the  concern  stopped  altogether.  He  was  a  publican 
at  Enfield,  and  a  connection  of  Mr.  Rumney's  by  marriage. 
When  the  money  ran  out  the  worts  had  to  close.  He  told 
Mr.  Rumney  they  had  no  more  money  to  go  on  with.  Mr. 
Ramney  said  nothing.  He  did  not  tell  witness  to  go  down 
to  the  works  and  collect  the  books.  They  were  in  his  pos- 
session ;  tbey  came  from  the  City  office.  The  letter  and 
invoice-books  were  in  court.  Mr.  Rumney  used  to  send 
cheques  for  wages.    When  salt  was  wanted,  he  (Ells)  did 


not  know  Mr  Rumney  ordered  it.  He  understood  Hedley 
ordered  it.  The  list  of  book-debts  was  not  supplied  by 
Bowie  for  submission  to  Mr.  Rumney.  Witness  never  got 
anything  until  April  1,  when  he  was  paid  salary.  That  was 
included  in  the  wages  account.  Long  before  April  1  there 
was  not  a  shilling  in  the  bank  account.  He,  a  publican,  did 
not  act  as  secretary  to  oblige  Mr.  Rumney.  The  bank 
account  was  in  his  (Klls's)  name  and  Medley's,  at  the  latter's 
request.  Mr.  Ru-nney  suggested  he  should  write  to  Hedley 
for  Mr.  SteveDs's  cheque.  Witness  did  not  send  Mr.  Rumney 
any  bills  that  had  to  be  paid. 

By  Mr.  Finlay:  Hedley  had  promised  to  pay  200/.  into  the 
bank  account,  but  he  only  paid  in  50/ ,  and  drew  out  65/. 
immediately  after. 

Mr.  Sidney  Rumney,  a  brother  of  the  defendant,  Eaid  it 
was  untrue  that  he  witnessed  an  agreement  spoken  of  be- 
tween his  brother  Hedley  and  B:>wie. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Reed:  He  heard  Mr.  Howard 
Rumney  say  he  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  company  and  he 
believed  it  to  be  true. 

Inspector  Barnet  said  that  formerly  Hedley  used  to  lodge 
with  him  at  Enfield.  After  Hedley  came  back  from  Luton 
he  was  very  disappointed  that  the  affair  had  fallen  through, 
and  remarked  that  if  Mr.  Rumney  had  been  a  partner  it 
wou'd  never  have  happened,  as  they  could  have  got  some 
more  money. 

Cross-examined  :  Mr.  Howard  Rumney  was  a  county  coun- 
cillor. Hedley  told  witness  all  about  the  salt  from  the 
commencement. 

Mr.  George  Greenwood  said  he  was  employed  by  Mr. 
Hedley  to  work  the  sifting-machine  at  the  Enfield  factory. 

When  Mr.  Hedley  gave  him  notice  he  told  him  his  services 
would  not  be  required  any  longer,  as  Mr.  Rumney  did  not 
intend  to  advance  any  more  money  and  it  wa3  a  damned 
pity  they  had  not  made  Mr.  Rumney  a  partner. 

Mr  W.  Lough,  clerk  to  Mr.  Howard  Rumney,  stated  that 
in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  aoy  agreement  of  partner- 
ship, such  as  alleged,  would  have  come  under  his  notice.  He 
knew  of  none  such.  Witness  opened  all  the  letters  in  the 
morning. 

Other  cleiks  were  called  who  said  they  did  not  recollect 
Mr.  Masters  going  into  Mr.  Howard  Rumney's  loom  as  stated. 

Mr.  Frederick  Hall,  of  the  King's  Head,  Enfield,  spoke  to 
letting  Mr.  Hedley  the  Assembly  Rooms  in  which  to  manu- 
facture the  salt.  Hedley  had  there  a  quantity  of  salt,  and 
tins,  and  machinery.  The  stock  was  removed  by  a  man  of 
the  name  of  Jones.  There  were  several  vans,  and  it  took 
about  six  weeks  to  move. 

Mr.  Finlay  submitted  there  was  no  liability  on  the  part  of 
Mr.  Rumney.  Mr.  Hedley,  Mr.  Bowie,  and  Mr.  Rumney 
were  each  to  find  200/.,  and  Mr.  Bowit's  invention  was  to  be 
taken  as  worth  150/.  Mr.  Rumney  did  find  his  200/.,  Mr. 
Hedley  50/.,  but  drew  out  65/.  immediately  after,  and  Mr. 
Bowie  pa\d  nothing.    There  was  no  partnership. 

Mr.  Reed  pointed  out  that  his  clients  were  driven  to  Mr. 
Rumney  for  their  money,  and  he  urged  that  enough  had 
been  shown  to  make  the  Court  hold  he  was  liable  as  one  of 
three  persons  joined  in  an  undertaking  for  the  common 
advantage. 

Mr.  Justice  Collins  sa:d  he  had  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  Mr.  Rumney,  whether  he  intended  it  or  not,  had 
made  himself  liable  as  a  joint  adventr.rer  of  the  concern. 
It  was  essential  to  his  scheme  that  the  business  should  be 
kept  going  pending  its  lale  to  a  company,  and  one  of  the 
things  necessary  to  keep  it  going  was  that  the  salt  should 
be  packed  in  tins  and  distributed  through  the  country.  It 
was  impossible  to  distinguish  Mr.  Rumnej's  interest  from 
those  of  the  other  defendants.  He  (Mr.  Justice  Collins) 
regarded  the  200/.  as  lent,  not  to  the  persons,  but  to  the 
business,  and  thought  Mr.  Rumney  put  his  money  in  as  the 
others  did  in  the  hope  of  getting  an  ultimate  profit.  Judg- 
ment must  be  for  the  plaintiff  against  Mr.  Howard  Rumney 
with  costs. 


Judgment  Summonses. 

Among  the  cases  heard  at  Westminster  County  Court  on 
Tuesday,  were  several  of  some  interest  to  chemists. 

Osborne  v.  Hamlach. — The  plaintiffs  were  described  as 
dealers  in  druggists'  sundries,  of  Frith  Street,  Soho.  The 
defendant  carries  on  business  in  Charing  Cross  Road.  A

judgment  had  been  obtained  against  him  for  goods  supplied 
and  on  a  judgment  summons  an  order  for  his  committal  to' 
Holloway  was  made  on  January  19.  Toe  defendant  now 
applied  to  have  that  order  set  aside  on  the  ground  that  he 
had  a  number  of  other  debts,  and  was  absolutely  unable  to 
pay  them  all  at  occe.  If  the  order  for  his  committal  was 
set  aside  for  a  time,  he  would  do  his  best  to  pay  the  money 
The  Judge  agreed  to  suspend  the  issue  of  the  warrant  for 
one  week. 

True/it  v.  Nichol—  This  was  an  application  by  a  West -end 
firm  of  perfumers  for  the  committal  of  the  defendant.  Order 
for  payment  of  the  amount  in  a  montb,  or  committal  to 
Holloway  in  default. 

Brand  v.  Barton.—  The  plaintiffs,  Messrs.  Brand  &  Co., 
makers  of  essence  of  beef,  asked  for  the  committal  of  the 
•defendant  for  non-payment  of  a  judgment  debt.  Plaintiffs' 
representative  said  the  defendant  was  in  a  very  good  way 
of  business,  and  there  was  no  doubt  that  he  was  in  a  per- 
fectly good  position  to  pay  this  judgment  debt,  which  bad 
been  owing  now  for  a  considerable  time.  The  Judge  said 
the  defendant  had  written  a  letter,  in  which  he  stated  that 
he  was  doing  very  little  business  indeed,  and  had  a  large 
family  of  children  to  support,  and  was  totally  unable  to  pay 
the  money.  He  (the  Judge)  thought  that,  under  these  cir- 
cumstance?, he  would  not  be  justified  in  making  an  order 
against  him. 


BANKRUPTCY  REPORTS. 


Re  Eebnhard  Wilhelm  Kuhn,  St.  Marj-at-Hill,  E.C., 
and  Croydon  (also  carrying  on  a  separate  business  in 
partnership  at  Manchester),  Drysalter. 

Under  the  failure  of  this  debtor  Mr.  Hough,  Official 
Receiver,  last  Tuesday  issued  from  the  London  Bankruptcy 
Court  a  scheme  of  arrangement  that  has  been  lodged  with  a 
view  to  avoiding  bankruptcy.  It  provides  for  the  payment  of 
the  preferential  debts  and  costs  of  the  proceedings  in  cash  prior 
to  the  application  being  made  for  the  approval  of  the  Court, 
also  for  a  composition  of  10s.  in  the  pound  on  all  provable 
debts  by  four  equal  instalments  at  one,  four,  seven,  and  ten 
months  respectively  from  approval.  The  payment  of  the  com- 
position is  to  be  secured  by  depositing  sufficient  cash  for  the 
tirst  instalment  with  the  trustee  prior  to  the  hearing  of  the 
application  for  approval,  and  by  vesting  the  estate  in  the 
trustee  until  the  remaining  instalments  have  been  paid. 
The  trustee  is  to  be  Mr.  William  Henry  Pannell,  chartered 
accountant,  14  Basingball  Street,  and  he  is  to  have  power  to 
•carry  on  the  business  and  employ  the  debtor  for  that  pur- 
pose. 

In  reporting  upon  the  scheme  Mr.  Hough  states  that  the 
liabilities  expected  to  rank  for  dividend  amount  to 
2,3842.  0».  Id.,  in  addition  to  which  the  debtor  is  under 
liabilities  in  respect  of  bi3  Manchester  business  to  the  ex- 
tent of  2  1512.  6a.  4rf.,  which,  however,  he  expects,  owing  to 
arrangements  now  in  progress,  will  not  rank  aeainst  his 
estate.  The  value  of  the  assets  is  stated  at  1,2962.  4s.  2d , 
after  proviiing  for  the  preferential  claims.  Of  such  assets 
1,0722  3s.  8d.  represents  the  dsbtor's  estimate  of  the  realis- 
able value  of  his  stock-in-trade,  which  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  if  realised  by  forced  sale  it  could  only  be  done  at  a 
serious  sacrifice.  Assuming  that  the  anticipated  settlement 
with  the  Manchester  creditors  is  carried  out,  and  having  re- 
gard to  the  fact  that  a  cash  payment  of  2s.  6d.  in  the  pound 
is  to  be  made,  and  the  estate  to  be  vested  in  a  trustee  as 
security  for  the  further  instalments  of  a  composition,  the 
debtor's  proposal  appears  to  be  reasonable  and  beneficial  to 
the  general  body  of  creditors ;  but  if  the  Manchester 
creditor*  should  claim  to  come  in  and  prove  under  this 
arrangement,  the  proposal  appears  to  afford  no  adequate 
security  for  the  due  payment  of  the  future  instalments  of  the 
composition. 

The  creditors  met  on  Thursday  morning  to  consider  the 
•scheme. 

Mr.  Hough,  Official  Receiver,  suggested  that,  as  the 
•notices  and  voting-letters  had  only  been  sent  out  three  days 
before,  and  several  of  the  creditors  resided  in  Germany,  the 
meeting  ought  to  be  adjourned  in  order  to  enable  tho  cre- 


ditors to  vote  upon  the  scheme,  as  all  creditors  omitting  to 
vote  would  have  to  be  taken  as  voting  against  it. 

Mr.  Ditton,  haviDg  consulted  with  his  client,  elected  to 
take  a  short  adjournment,  and  the  meeting  was  ordered  to 
stand  over  until  March  10  next. 


Be  R.  Gent-Davis,  late  Distiller's  Chemist. 

A  summary  of  the  accounts  of  this  debtor,  who  was 
formerly  M.P.  for  Lambeth,  shows  that  the  grots  liabilities 
are  returned  at  13,2722 ,  of  whicb,  however,  not  more  than 
2,6042.  are  expected  to  rank,  and  there  is  an  estimated  sur- 
plus in  assets  of  1,4212.  The  debtor  surrendered  to  the 
proceedings  on  January  21,  and  has  recently  filed  his  state- 
ment of  affairs.  He  states  that  from  1880  to  1838  he  acted 
as  receiver  and  manager  of  his  late  uncle's  business  of  dis- 
tillers' chemists,  which  was  carried  on  at  62  St.  John  Street, 
Smithfield.  The  Official  Receiver  observes  that,  from  the 
bankrupt's  statements  on  his  preliminary  examination,  his 
household,  personal,  and  parliamentary  expenditure  for  the 
four  years  1885  to  1889  would  appear  to  have  amounted 
roughly  to  about  22,0002.

Hunt. — Thomas  Sterry  Hunt,  a  well-known  American 
scientist,  died  at  New  York  recently  at  the  age  of  66.  Mr. 
Hunt's  first  work  was  done  as  chemist  and  mineralogist  to  the 
Geological  Survey  of  Canada,  under  Sir  William  E.  Logan. 
He  remained  in  Canada  for  sixteen  years.  In  addition  to  his 
work  in  connection  with  the  survey,  he  occupied  the  chair  of 
chemistry  in  Laval  University,  and  later  he  filled  the  same 
chair  at  M'Gill  University.  He  subsequently  became  pro- 
fessor of  geology  in  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology. His  researches  on  the  equivalent  volumes  of  liquids 
and  solids,  published  shortly  after  this,  were  a  remarkable 
anticipation  of  those  of  Dumas  ;  and  he  was  the  first  to  make 
known  the  existence  of  large  deposits  of  phosphate  of  lime 
in  Canada,  and  to  call  attention  to  its  commercial  value  as  a 
fertiliser.  In  1859  he  invented  a  permanent  green  ink, 
which,  being  adopted  by  the  United  States  Government  for 
currency  purposes,  gave  the  popular  name  of  "greenback" 
to  the  issue  of  paper  money,  a  name  which  it  carries  to  this 
day.    He  was  F.R.S.  of  London  and  LL.D.  of  Cambridge.

He  married  a  Dutchwoman,  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Visser,  of 
Jagersfontein,  and  the  widow  is  now  left  with  a  family  of 
five  small  children.  On  January  30  the  funeral  took  place 
at  the  beautiful  cemetery  of  Fauresmith.  The  Dutch  service 
took  place  at  the  house  of  the  deceased,  in  accordance  with 
custom,  and  the  ritual  of  the  Church  of  England  was  per- 
formed at  the  grave.  A  large  number  of  farmers  and  other 
friends  from  all  round  the  district  attended  the  service,  and  a 
number  of  beautiful  wreaths  were  laid  on  the  grave.

ABA.LLOT  for  the  election  of  fellows  generally  brines 
out  a  good  muster  of  those  of  the  Chemical  8oolety  Who 
have  already  passed  that  somewhat  formal  ordeal.  Last 
Thursday  night  was  no  exception  to  the  rale.  Some  came  to 
stay,  but  many  to  get  their  ballot-paper,  drop  it  in  the 
basket,  and  go.  When  the  papers  were  all  counted  up,  which 
was  not  until  late  in  the  evening,  it  was  found  once  more 
that  the  black-ballers  were  in  a  minority.  Amongst  those 
who  were  elected  were  three  gentlemen  connected  with 
pharmacy — viz.,  Mr.  John  C.  Hewlett,  of  Charlotte  Street, 
E.C. ;  Mr.  J.  E.  W.  McFall,  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  and 
research-worker  for  Idris  &  Co. ;  and  Mr.  Ernest  J.  Parry, 
B.Sc,  whose  certificate  showed  that  he  was  formerly  engaged 
in  research  at  Galen  Works,  Deptford.  There  was  a  little 
business  anticipatory  of  the  annual  meeting  transacted  ; 
then  Mr.  Horace  T.  Brown  had  the  opportunity  of  stating 
the  chief  points  derived  from  his  search  for 

A  Cellulose-dissolving  Enzyme 

in  the  digestive  tract  of  certain  grain-feeding  animals. 
Physiologists  have  had  difficulty  in  accounting  for  the  fact 
that  the  pig,  horse,  and  other  animals  have  the  power, 
apparently,  of  digesting  the  cell-walls  of  grainstuffs.  If  that 
were  not  done  they  would  be  unable  to  assimilate  the 
nutritious  constituents  o£  grain.  Some  say  that  the  dissolu- 
tion of  the  cell-wall  is  due  to  the  actioa  of  a  micro-organism, 
some  ascribe  the  action  to  the  saliva,  others  to  gastric,  pan- 
creatic, or  intestinal  secretions.  The  matter  was  fit  for 
investigation,  and  Mr.  Brown  had  not  proceeded  far  on  his 
search  when  he  found  that  the  intestinal  theory  was 
groundless,  as  the  cell-walls  had  disappeared  before  the 
grain  got  that  length.  In  short,  his  search  for  a  cyto- 
hydrolyst  in  the  digestive  tract  was  entirely  negative ; 
neither  diastase  nor  the  gastric  and  pancreatic  enzymes  had 
the  least  effect  upon  the  cell- wall;  the  mechanical  action  of 
the  stomach  did  not  rub  it  off,  nor  did  the  acids  of  the 
gastric  secretions  soften  it.  These  results  compelled  him  to 
look  for  an  enzyme  in  the  grain  itself,  and  here  he  found  it 
in  barley  and  rye,  and  most  abundantly  in  oats.  Strange 
that  horses  and  Scotchmen  should  have  discovered  the 
superior  nourishing,  because  more  digestible,  properties  of 
oats — for  that  is  one  thing  that  the  "  search  "  demonstrates. 
It  will  be  necessary  to  look  into  some  of  Lawes  and  Gilbert's 
early  figures  in  regard  to  the  feeding  of  animals.  This 
discovery  of  Mr.  Brown's  upsets  some  of  their  conclusions. 

In  the  discussion  Professor  Green,  of  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy, spoke  somewhat  guardedly,  but  with  high  commen- 
dation, of  the  value  of  the  paper  to  biologists.  But  how  are 
we  to  account,  he  asked,  for  the  facility  with  which  animals 
digest  hay  and  other  fodder  ?  We  have  believed  that  that  is 
due  to  micro-organisms.  What  did  Mr.  Brown  think  1  Mr. 
Brown  replied  that  he  did  not  propose  to  upset  the  accepted 
biological  view.  His  cyto-hydrolyst  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  digestion  of  hay ;  lignified  cellulose  was  undoubtedly 
disintegrated  by  micro-organisms,  and  all  he  claimed  for  the 
new  cyto-hydrolyst  was  that  it  digested  the  peculiar  cellulose 
of  the  grain  cell-wall. 

Another  Mr.  Brown  (A  J.)  next  had  the  attention  of  the 
meeting.  His  paper  was  a  brewer's  one  essentially,  as  it 
dealt  with 

Alcoholic  Fermentation, 
upon  which  he  has  made  "  some  experiments."  These  were 
detailed  to  the  meeting,  the  notable  points  beiog  that  yeast- 
cells  multiply  in  saccharin  solutions,  such  as  worts,  up  to  a 
certain  point  only.  Thus,  if  the  supply  of  food  is  enough 
for,  say,  100  yeast-cells,  that  number  will  flourish  in  the  j 


solution,  but  if  we  put  in  150  or  200,  the  law  of  the  survival 
of  the  fittest  quickly  begins  to  exert  itself.  Mr.  A.  J.  Brown 
was  dealing  with  the  infinitely  small;  J-th  of  a  cubic 
millimetre  of  yeast  mixture  being  a  common  quantity  with 
him,  yet  this  contained  85  yeast-cells !  He  conclusively 
proved  (contrary  to  theory)  that  yeast  works  beat  in  a 
wort  charged  with  oxygen  gas,  more  alcohol  being  thus 
produced.    This  helps  to  disprove  Pasteur's  theory,  and 

Professor  Armstrong  said  it  was  an  important  discovery  in 

fact,  he  thought  the  whole  paper  was  one  of  great  value. 

The  chairman,  Professor  Tilden,  came  next  with  a  paper 
on 

Limettin, 

the  peculiar  substance  which  he  lately  discovered  in  oil  of 
limes.  He  has  now  obtained  the  substance  in  a  pure  state, 
as  pale  straw-coloured  crystals,  with  the  empirical  formula 
CnH,00„  and  melting  at  147-148°  C.  He  has  prepared  a 
di-nitro  compound  of  it,  also  dibromo-,  trichloro-,  and  chloro- 
dibromo-cDmpounds  ;  but,  strange  to  say,  three  bromine 
atoms  refused  to  combine  with  limettin.  Analysis  further 
showed  the  presence  of  two  acetyl  groups  in  the  molecule. 
Professor  Tilden  went  on  to  say  that  there  is  a  group 
C,.H4,  with  two  oxide  of  methyl  groups  in  the  molecule,  and,  he 
added,  "  there  are  three  carbon  atoms,  two  hydrogens,  and  two 
oxygens  that  I  don't  know  what  to  do  with."  This  candid 
confession  gave  the  meeting  that  touch  of  humour  which 
should  always  come  in  at  the  end,  and,  before  the  laugh  had 
time  to  die,  the  members  were  wending  their  ways  upstairs 
and  down. 


THE  PURITY  OF  EXTRACTS. 


THIS  was  the  title  of  the  paper  read  at  the  meeting  of  last 
the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association.  It  was  by  Mr. 
W.  Watson  Will,  who  was  unavoidably  absent.  The  author 
said  that  extracts  are  a  class  of  pharmaceutical  products 
readily  adulterated  with  such  substances  as  gum,  starch, 
albumen,  glucose,  and  certain  salts.  The  different  methods 
of  analysis  for  the  estimation  of  impurity  were  alluded  to, 
and  he  drew  particular  attention  to  the  presence  of  copper 
as  an  objectionable  ingredient  to  be  found  in  many  of  the 
official  extracts  sent  out  by  wholesale  houses.  The  ash 
obtained  from  many  of  these  extracts  showed  a  high  propor- 
tion of  copper,  which  undoubtedly  came  from  the  pans  used 
in  evaporating.  Mr.  Octavius  Corder  had  drawn  attention 
to  the  advantage  of  tinned  copper  pans,  and  enamelled 
vessels  had  also  been  recommended,  but  little  or  no  atten- 
tion had  been  paid  to  these  suggestions.  In  the  selection  of 
a  suitable  vessel  for  evaporation,  the  chemical  changes  under- 
gone during  the  process  should  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion, and  the  effects  of  acids  on  certain  metals  sho  uld  also 
be  remembered,  for  in  making  many  of  these  extracts 
organic  acids  are  formed.  In  Mr.  Will's  opinion,  a  copper 
utensil  should  be  the  last  resorted  to.  Silver  and  platinum 
were  the  best,  but  of  course  they  were  too  expensive.  Iron 
was  altogether  unsuitable.  Of  all  metals,  he  thought  nickel 
most  serviceable,  or  else  well-enamelled  vessels,  unaffected 
by  acids,  should  be  used. 

In  the  course  of  his  experiments  Mr.  Will  found  that  all 
the  green  extracts  contained  copper — belladonna  as  much  as 
•42  per  oent.,  and  henbane  as  much  as  -33  per  csnt.  The 
extracts  containing  the  largest  percentage  of  copper  were 
belladonna,  henbane,  ergot,  cannabis  indica,  and  cinchona  ; 
then  came  aconite,  lactuca,  conium,  pareira  and  cimicif uga ; 
and,  finally,  chamomile,  cascara,  and  taraxacum.  An  acetic 
extract  of  ipecacuanha  he  had  examined  contained  a  high 
percentage  of  copper.  In  conclusion,  Mr.  Will  said  that 
such  results  did  not  reflect  much  credit  on  dispensing 
chemists,  who  were  responsible  to  the  public  for  the  purity 
of  their  drugs. 

Discussion. 

Mr.  W.  Lloyd  Williams,  the  president,  said  that  although 
Mr.  Will's  remarks  were  brief,  they  were  to  the  point.  The 
attention  of  chemists  had  been  drawn  to  the  use  of  copper 
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vessels  by  Mr.  Corder  and  Mr.  Rutherford  Hill :  in  spite  of 
this,  copper  was  still  used,  and  would  continue  to  be  used 
until  pharmacists  drew  more  attention  to  the  subject  by  the 
writing  of  such  papers  as  the  one  to  which  they  had  listened. 
There  was  an  analogy  in  the  case  of  pepsin.  For  years  any 
kind  or  quality  of  pepsin  was  dispensed,  and  it  wa9  not  until 
repeated  attention  was  drawn  to  this  fact  that  a  reliable 
article  was  produced,  and  now  samples  were  procured  of  a 
quality  many  grades  superior  to  that  demanded  by  the 
Pharmacopoeia.  He  hoped  that  chemists  would  test  their 
extracts,  and  when  such  impurities  a3  copper  were  found,  let 
the  pharmaceutical  world  know  it.  True,  with  some  ex- 
tracts there  was  a  difficulty — with  ergot,  for  example,  which 
readily  became  acid.  This  extract  is  evaporated  in  copper 
pans,  which  are  ea-ily  acted  upon  by  the  organic  acid. 
There  were  few  samples  of  ergot  extract  that  did  not  con- 
tain copper.  There  were  many  ways  of  overcoming  the 
difficulty :—( I)  By  the  use  of  nickel  pans,  as  recommended 
by  Mr.  Will— nickel  was  not  very  expensive ;  (2)  by  using 
stoneware  pins  ;  (3)  by  using  enamelled-iron  pans — -the  chief 
objection  to  these  was  their  tendency  to  chip,  due  to  the 
unequal  expansion,  when  heited,  of  the  iron  and  enanel, 
and  when  once  chipped  they  could  not  be  renovated  ;  and 
(4)  by  the  use  of  silver  vessels,  but  these  were  expensive. 
Glucose  was  the  simplest  substance  with  which  an  extract 
might  be  adulterated,  since  this  most  resembled  the  natural 
product  of  the  plant.  It  was  curious  that,  although  copper 
was  found  in  cannabis  extract,  there  was  none  found  in 
calabar  bean  extract,  which  was  prepared  by  a  similar  pro- 
cess. He  thought  that  by  having  the  copper  pans  very 
bright,  they  were  less  liable  to  be  acted  upon.  Very  often 
the  presence  of  copper  was  a  mechanical  impurity  due  to 
scraping  the  pan. 

Mr.  Stiad,  speaking  in  reference  to  the  employment  of 
stoneware,  said  that  silicates  were  acted  upon  by  such  vege- 
table acids  as  tartaric  and  citric  Citric  acid  particularly 
would  attack  lead  silicates.  Nickel  seemed  to  be  the  best 
substance  to  employ,  and  it  was  not  expensive. 

Mr.  Sage  remarked  that  clean  and  bright  copper  vessels 
were  generally  used.  As  Mr.  Stead  had  said,  vegetable  acids 
attacked  stoneware.  The  point  about  extract  of  nux  vomica 
was  its  alkaloidal  value.  When  the  extract  was  kept  it 
would  become  hard,  and  the  mix'.ure  made  from  it  would 
vary  in  strength.  Extract  of  cannabis  did  not  seem  to  be  so 
readily  soluble  after  keeping  a  little  while  as  when  per- 
fectly fresh.  He  had  noticed  pieces  of  metallic  copper  in 
extracts. 

Mr.  McDiarmid  said  that,  in  drying  extracts,  he  had  often 
wished  for  a  more  suitable  vessel.  A  tin  vessel  would  be 
too  soft.  Copper  was  certainly  most  objectionable — not  that 
it  was  injurious  when  the  extract  contained  only  traces  of 
acid,  for  it  had  been  shown  that  copper  might  be  present  in 
small  quantities  in  food  without  being  positively  harmful, 
but  that  the  chemist  should  b3  able  to  guarantee  his  pre- 
parations absolutely  pare.  It  would  be  well  if  silver  vessels 
could  be  used,  but  silver  did  not  seem  to  be  so  plentiful  now 
as  in  the  days  of  King  Solomon.  He  would  like  to  know  if 
the  President  thought  tin  was  absolutely  insoluble. 

Mr.  Morris  said  copper  could  be  taken  oat  by  suspending 
in  the  fluid  clean,  bright  steel. 

The  President  remarked  that  the  action  of  the  organic 
acid  on  silicates  would  be  scarcely  appreciable  unless  they 
were  strong,  and  he  did  no";  think  the  amoant  of  acid  pre- 
sent, even  when  the  extract  was  being  concentrated,  was 
sufficient  to  act  upon  stoneware.  He  was  not  prepared  to 
say  if  tin  were  absolutely  insoluble.  He  was  called  upon 
some  years  ago  to  analyse  a  sample  of  soup  for  tin,  and  it 
was  not  an  easy  thing  to  do.  The  decreased  solubility  of 
cannabis  extract  by  keeping  was  due  to  oxidation  of  the 
resin.  Bael  was  a  more  troublesome  extract  to  make  even 
than  ergot. 


The  Development  of  Industrial  Chemistry  in  Ger- 
many, during  the  last  twenty  years,  writes  Professor  T.  E. 
Thorpe,  and  especially  in  those  branches  which  depend  upon 
the  higher  and  more  recondite  branches  of  the  science,  has 
been  amazing.  In  the  manufacture  of  organic  products  the 
Germans  and  Swiss  practically  command  the  markets  of  the 
world  ;  nor  is  there  the  least  indication  that  their  monopoly 
in  the  case  of  such  products  as  denand  scieutiS:  training 
and  skill  will  bs  or  cai  be  assailed  by  us  as  preseat. 


PROVINCIAL  DOINGS. 


THE  provinces  are  scoring  this  winter.  While  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  has  laid  aside  the  pharmaceutical  oars 
which  have  so  long  kept  the  London  boat's  bow  a  trifle  ahead 
of  the  provincial  craft,  the  crews  in  Birmingham,  Edinburgh, 
Liverpool,  Manchester,  Newcastle  and  elsewhere  have  doffect 
their  "  sweaters,"  showing  such  a  reserve  of  strength, 
that  it  may  take  a  lot  of  training  before  the  London  crew 
gets  back  to  it3  old  lead.  At  Birmingham  last  week  Mr. 
J.  F.  Liverseege,  F.I.C.,  read  a  useful  paper  on 

The  Accuracy  of  Chemical  Thermometers. 

One  is  always  doubtful  about  any  instrument  of  the  kind 
which  does  not  bear  the  Kew  stamp  of  accuracy,  and  Mr. 
Liverseege  is  a  wholesome  doubter.  Suspecting  some  instru- 
ments, he  tried  a  few  alongside  one  which  had  come  through 
Kew.  The  freezing-point  was  first  determined  by  putting  the 
thermomerers  in  a  test-tube  lined  with  ice,  and  reading 
them  as  soon  as  the  temperature  was  constant.  The  ice  was 
readily  obtained  by  adding  ammonium  nitrate  to  cild  water 
(5°  C  )  in  a  small  beaker,  and  stirring  with  the  test-tube.  To 
obtain  temperatures  from  5°  to  45°  C.  hot  and  cold  water  in 
suitable  proportions  was  thoroughly  mixed  in  a  beaker  and 
stirred  with  the  standard  thermometer,  and  two  others 
attached  by  elastic  bands  to  a  piece  of  wood.  The  readings 
were  taken  by  means  of  a  lens  about  every  5°  C.  For  tem- 
peratures above  45°  C.  the  thermometers  were  put  in  a 
bucket  of  water  and  gradually  heated  to  boiling  by  a  gas 
stove,  with  constant  stirring  by  a  wooden  paddle.  Each 
thermometer  was  in  turn  compared  with  the  standard,  the 
whole  of  the  mercurial  thread  being  under  water  if  possible. 
For  the  higher  temperature  a  number  of  readings  was  neces- 
sary to  obtain  concordant  results. 

Of  twelve  thermometers  submitted  to  the  test  not  one  was 
absolutely  correct.  Two  or  three  showed  errors  of  01°  to 
0  4°  too  high  or  too  low,  but  others  showed  as  much  as  2  9° 
and  3  3°  F.  of  error.  Mr.  Liverseege  also  noted  that  accuracy 
is  not  in  proportion  to  the  cost  of  the  thermometers,  for  one 
thermometer  with  a  paper  scale  was  practically  correct, 
while  three  with  "milk-glass"  scales  were  decidedly  in- 
correct, and  those  with  etched  scales  vary.  In  the  course 
of  the  discussion  Mr.  John  Barclay  referred  to  the  fact  that 
zero  on  the  thermometer  scale  gradually  got  higher,  which 
was  no  doubt  due  to  the  molecular  disturbance  of  the  glass 
with  which  the  instrument  was  made  He  feared  that  the 
standard  thermometer  which  had  been  certified  by  the  Kew 
authorities  would  require  correction  in  time.  Mr.  Alcock 
referred  to  the  delicate  thermometer  used  by  Dr.  J.oule  in 
the  determination  of  the  mechanical  equivalence  of  heat. 
This,  it  was  said,  had  been  examined  by  him  year  by  year  for 
thirty  years,  and  had  been  found  to  vary  somewhat  each 
year.  Mr.  Perry  remarked  that  chemical  thermometers 
could  be  verified  at  Kew  for  a  shilling.  At  the  same  meeting 
Mr.  H.  D.  Adcock,  of  Alcester,  read  a  long  paper  which  in- 
terested the  members  very  much.    It  was  on 

Coal  and  Cjal-gas. 

In  this  the  author  spoke  first  of  the  formation  of  coal,, 
tracing  and  proving  as  far  as  geologic  il  and  chemical  data 
permit  the  vegetable  origin  of  the  most  valuable  fuel  Nature 
nas  provided  us  with.  While  he  was  speaking  about  the 
history  of  the  use  of  coal  Mr.  Adcock  remarked  that  "  it 
seems  strange — now  that  we  have  become  so  used  to  the 
lamp  oils  of  the  day,  paraffiQ  or  petroleum,  and  knowing  as- 
we  do  that  they  are  obtained  fro  n  crude  oil,  from  springs  or 
wells  yielding  immense  quantities  both  in  America  and 
Rissia — to  think  that  only  as  far  back  as  1859  over  20,000  tons 
of  coal  were  shipped  from  Scotland  to  the  United  States  for 
preparing  kerosene."  This  led  him  to  make  some  general 
remarks  on  petroleum  and  its  uses,  after  which  he  spske  of 
the  two  kinds  of  coals,  their  properties  and  uses.  As  show- 
ing the  difference  in  effects  of  high  and  low  temperature 
upon  cannel  coal,  the  following  figures  were  quoted  as  the 
yields  arising  from  the  ton  : —

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From  this  point  the  author  gave  a  description  of  the  pro- 
cesses involved  in  the  manufacture  of  coal-gas,  also  describ- 
ing the  apparatus,  and  adding  some  statistics  regarding 
consumption.  Thus,  in  1886  it  was  estimated  that  the 
quantity  of  coal-gas  used  by  distillation  for  gas- making  in 
Great  Britain  exceeded  9,000,000  tons.  The  yearly  con- 
sumption of  gas  per  head  for  Germany  is  350  cubic  feet ;  for 
France,  560  cubic  feet ;  for  England,  2,450  cubic  feet,  and 
for  London  alone,  5,000  cubio  feet.  An  ordinary  gas-flame 
hourly  consumes  5  to  5}  cubic  feet;  lib.  of  coal  yields 
about  3\  cubic  feet  of  gas.  The  total  available  coal  in  the 
United  Kingdom  in  1870  was  computed  at  146,480  million 
tons.  In  1880  the  annual  production  was  165  million  tons, 
while  the  production  for  1889  and  1890  were  respectively,  in 
round  numbers,  177  and  182  million  tons  of  the  value  at 
the  mines  of  56,000  000Z.  and  75,000,OOOZ.  sterling. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Newcastle-on-Tyne  Chemists'  Assis- 
tants' Association  held  on  Wednesday,  Mr.  G.  F.  Merson,  the 
president,  read  a  paper  on 

Some  of  the  B.P.  Liquors. 

He  said  that  he  had  obtained  seven  samples  each  of  liquores 
arsenicalis,  strychnine,  and  morphinae  hydrochlor.,  as  well  as 
a  few  of  liquor  bismuthi  and  liquor  ammonite  acet.  fort.,  B.P. 
The  samples  were  procured  from  sources  ranging  from  the 
aristocratic  establishment  of  a  century's  existence  to  the 
latter-day  drug-store,  with  its  unqualified  proprietor.  He 
found  that  the  specific  gravity  of  the  liq.  arsenicalis, 
ranged  from  100  to  1  012,  and  while  the  B.P.  requirement  is 
1  per  cent,  of  A?.,Oa  in  the  solution,  the  samples  varied  from 
•79  to  113  per  cent.,  which  is  rather  a  serious  matter  where 
a  patient  may  be  undergoing  a  continued  course  of  arsenic. 
Only  two  of  the  samples  contained  the  exact  quantity  of 
arsenic. 

The  samples  of  liq.  rmrpbin.  hydrochlor.  gave  the  follow- 
ing instructive  figuies : —

The  sample  containing  -88  per  cent,  of  morphine  hydro- 
chlorate  was  obtained  from  a  retail  shop  in  Newcastle 
which  is  noted  for  charging  "  only  such  and  such  for  making 
up  this."  The  samples  of  liquor  strychnicae  were  all  good 
but  one,  which  contained  1  11  per  cent,  of  strychnine  and 
•186  per  cent,  of  free  acid.  Seven  samples  of  liq.  bismuthi 
yielded  7  grs.,  7  01  grs.,  6  84  grs.,  7  grs.,  5  71  grs.,  6  92  grs., 
and  7  grs.  of  bismuth  per  5ij.  Liq.  ammon.  acet.  fort.  B.P.  was 
also  examined,  the  author  remarking  that  he  liked  very  much 
Mr.  Proctor's  method  for  ascertaining  neutrality,  and  he 
thought  the  B.P.  ought  to  adopt  the  test.  Of  the  samples 
tested  he  found  that  the  sp.  gr.  varied  in  half-a  dozen  from  the 
standard  density  to  considerably  under,  and  three  only  of  the 
samples  were  absolutely  neutral. 

Messrs.  Bennet,  Kellet,  Ord,  Simpson,  Pattinson,  and 
Arrowsmith  spoke  and  commented  upon  the  remarkable 
differences  between  some  of  the  samples. 

A  Pharmacist  in  Northern  Europe. 
For  the  second  time  in  its  history  the  Edinburgh  Chemists 
Assistants' and  Apprentices'  Association  last  week  went  outside 
its  own  membership  roll  for  an  evening's  instructive  enter- 
tainment. The  venture  was  a  big  success,  the  large  hall  of 
the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  (hired  for  the  occa- 
sion) being  crowded  with  members  and  their  friends,  among 
whom  were  many  ladies,  this  being  the  first  time  that  ladies 
have  graced  an  ordinary  meeting  with  their  presence.  The 
lecturer  was  Mr.  J.  L.  Ewing,  ot  Duncan,  Flockhart  Sc  Co., 
and  he  gave  a  most  interesting  account  of  bis  psrsonal  ex- 
periences during  a  "  Holiday  Trip  to  Kassia,  Finland,  and 
Sweden."  The  lecture  was  admirably  illustrated  by  an  ex- 
tensive series  of  coloured  and  uncoloured  photographic 
views  shown  by  the  oxyhydrogen  lantern,  and  including  the 


principal  places  of  interest  in  St.  Petersburg,  Moscow,  Stock- 
holm, Helsingfors,  &c.  One  point  of  special  interest  in  the- 
lecture  was  Mr.  Ewing's  account  of  his  adventure  when- 
arrested  by  the  Russian  authorities  as  a  Nihilist  suspect.  At 
the  close  of  the  lecture  the  chairman  proposed  a  hearty  vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr.  Ewing,  which  was  awarded  with  acclama- 
tion. 

History  of  the  Official  Alkaloids. 

This  was  the  subject  upon  which  Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill,. 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  lectured- 
to  the  Glasgow  assistants  on  February  16.  In  introducing, 
the  subject  the  lecturer  gave  a  sketch  of  the  develop- 
ment of  chemical  knowledge  of  the  class  of  bodies  known 
as  alkaloids,  beginning  with  the  discovery  of  morphine  by 
Seniirner,  in  1804.  He  then  referred  to  the  memorable- 
prediction  made  by  Liebig  in  his  research  on  alcohol  and 
ether  when,  by  substituting  amidogen,  NHj,  for  hydroxyl;

he  produced  the  neutral  body  oxamide

and  was  thus  led  to  make  the  following  statement :  "  If  in 
the  oxides  of  methyl,  CfJ3,  and  ethyl,  C2H5,  the  oxides  of 
two  basic  radicles,  we  were  able  to  substitute  one  equivalent 
of  amidogen  for  oxygen,  there  cannot  be  the  slightest  doubt 
that  we  should  obtain  compounds  perfectly  similar  in  their 
behaviour  to  ammonia.  Expressed  in  a  formula,  a  compound 
CoHjNH.,  must  have  basic  properties."  He  then  pointed  out 
how  this  speculation  was  confirmed  in  the  discovery  of 
ethylamine  by  Wurtz  in  1845,  and  completed  in  the  dis- 
covery of  diethylamine  and  triethjlamine  by  Hofmann  in- 
1850.  Reference  was  then  made  to  the  statement  of  Kopp 
in  1848  as  to  the  possibility  of  artificially  producing  mor- 
phine, quinine  and  strychnine,  and  the  slow  progress  that 
had  been  made  in  this  direction,  though  the  search  had 
accidentally  led  to  the  important  discovery  of  aniline  dyes 
by  Perkin.  The  discovery  by  Ramsay  and  Dobbie  in  1878 
that  the  cinchona  alkaloids  yielded  tricarbopyridenic  acid  by 
oxidation  with  potassium  permanganate  just  as  pyridine 
does,  and  which  led  them  to  suggest  a  close  relationship- 
between  these  alkaloids  and  pyridine  was  pointed  out,  as 
well  as  the  research  of  Koiining  in  1880,  which  led  him  to 
the  conclusion  that  "  pyridine  may  be  the  nucleus  around 
which  all  the  alkaloids  ought  to  be  grouped,  like  the  aromatic 
bodies  around  benzine."  Thus  they  had  marsh-gas  or  me- 
thane, CHV  as  the  nucleus  of  the  fatty  series ;  benzine,  C6H,., 
as  the  nucleus  of  the  aromatic  series;  and  pyridine  ,C-H,N, 
as  the  nucleus  of  the  alkaloidal  series  of  organic  com- 
pounds. 

The  methods  adopted  for  the  extraction  of  alkaloids  were 
also  described,  and  the  precautions  necessary  to  avoid  altera- 
tion of  active  principles  by  dehydration,  saponification,  or 
polymensation  were  pointed  out.  The  various  solvents,  pre- 
cipitants,  and  general  and  specific  tests  for  alkaloids,  as  well 
as  the  methods  of  determining  the  molecular  weight  and 
their  empirical  and  rational  chemical  formula;,  were  briefly 
described. 

The  author  then  sketched  the  history  of  each  of  the 
official  alkaloids,  which  be  had  arranged  in  a  chronological 
series,  beginning  with  morphine,  discovered  by  8ertiirner  in 
1804,  and  concluding  with  pilocarpine,  discovered  by  Gerrard 
in  1875.  The  paper  concluded  with  a  reference  to  recent 
allegations  to  the  effect  that  the  known  alkaloids  do  not  exist 
in  the  plant  but  are  produced  by  the  process  of  extraction;, 
that  they  vary  also  under  the  influence  of  age,  cultivation^ 
and  varyingconditions  of  climate,  soil,  and  situation  ;  and  that 
changes  may  also  take  place  in  the  drug  by  keeping  after  it 
has  come  into  the  market.  These  points  were  illustrated  by 
reference  to  recent  researches,  including  Schmidt  and' 
Schiitte's  on  the  alkaloids  of  the  Solanacea;. 

Pharmacy  and  the  Microsoope. 
Some  seventy   gentlemen  interested  in  pharmaceutical 
microscopy,  including  about  thirty  old  students,  assembled 
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•on  Tuesday  night  in  the  Manchester  College  of  Pharmacy  to 
witness  an  interesting  exhibition  of  microscopes  and  of 
botanical  and  pharmaceutical  slides.  Amongst  those  present 
were  many  members  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association  and  of  the  Microscopical  Society.  Eleven 
microscopes  were  shown  by  students,  two  by  the  Messrs. 
Turner,  and  four  by  friends — viz.  "  starches  of  physostigma, 
arum,"  &c...  by  Mr.  J.  Beaton,  M.A. ;  "mosses,"  by  Mr. 
H.  G.  Willis,  M.A, ;  and  "sections  of  spines  of  echino- 
derms  and  sections  of  flowers,"  by  Mr.  Joseph  H.  Hardy. 
The  Manchester  College  of  Pharmacy  exhibit  gave  a  general 
•view  of  botanical  microscopy,  including  cells,  leaves,  stems, 
pollen,  cryptogams,  and  drugs,  such  as  cinchona,  rhubarb, 
ipecacuanha.  Other  students  showed  in  the  laboratories  the 
preparation  and  estimation  of  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  and 
■estimation  of  hydrocyanic  acid,  myrrh,  &c.

EVENING  MEETING  IN  EDINBURGH. 

fFHE  fourth  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  in  Edinburgh 
JL  on  Wednesday  night.  There  was  a  fair  attendance, 
the  chair  being  occupied  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Ewing. 

An  apology  for  absence  was  read  from  Mr.  Dott,  who  was 
unable  to  attend  on  account  of  the  serious  illness  of  his 
father.  Messrs.  Stephenson  and  Nesbit  also  apologised  for 
absence.  The  chairman,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  said  he 
was  sure  they  were  all  extremely  sorry  for  the  circumstances 
which  prevented  Mr.  Dott  from  being  present.  Their  friend 
had  their  sympathy  on  this  occasion. 

Mr.  Hill,  ass:s:ant-secretaiy,  then  read  a  paper  on 

Calamine. 

By  D.  B.  Dott. 

Several  samples  from  various  sources  were  examined. 
None  were  of  B.P.  quality,  all  of  them  containing  insoluble 
barium  sulphate,  in  quantity  varying  from  92T0  per  cent,  in 
the  worst,  to  29  17  per  cent,  in  the  beet.  Two  of  the  samples 
•contained  no  zinc  in  any  form ;  the  best  contained  66  90 
per  cent,  basic  carbonate  of  zinc.  Calcium  carbonate  was 
sometimes  present  in  considerable  quantity.  These  results 
showed  that  most  of  the  calamine  in  the  market  is  fictitious, 
as  sulphate  of  barium  is  not  naturally  associated  with  native 
calamine. 

The  Chairman  remarked  that  calamine  had  been  long 
■under  discussion  ever  since  a  paper  on  the  subject  by  Mr. 
Davies,  of  Harrogate,  had  been  published,  in  which  it  was 
held  that  commercial  calamine  was  fairly  pure.  He  was 
afraidthat  these  hopes  were  falsified  by  Mr.  Dott's  paper. 
This  powder  seemed  to  have  gone  back  some  years  ago,  but 
.now  it  had  re  appeared  again. 

Dr.  Stockman  remarked  it  was  better  to  have  a  pure  car- 
bonate of  zinc  than  a  mixture  of  substances.  What  they 
wan  ted  was  simply  a  very  fine  powder  for  dusting  over  the 
akin« 

Mr.  Boa  said  what  they  wanted  was  a  flesh  tint.  He  did 
not  suppose  there  was  any  advantage  whatever  in  calamine. 
A  pure  carbonate  of  zinc  for  dusting  purposes  would  be  prefer- 
able in  any  case. 

Mr.  Hill  said  they  wanted  some  better  reason  than  they 
had  for  having  such  an  article  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  at  all. 
As  far  as  his  experience  or  information  went,  he  could  see  no 
reasongwhatever  why  purified  carbonate  of  zinc  should  not  be 
used.  The  flest-tint  seemed  to  be  the  only  desideratum,  and 
that  could  easily  be  done  by  mixing  the  carbonate  with  a 
little  ferric  oxide. 

The  second  paper  read  was  on 

Castor  Oil. 
By  D.  B.  Dott  and  Ralph  Stockman,  M.D. 
It  occurred  to  one  of  the  authors  that  by  saponifying 
castor  oil  with  superheated  steam,  the  active  principle  might 
be  concentrated  into  the  fatty  acids,  or  possibly  into  the 
glycerine,  whereby  a  more  concentrated  preparation  would  be 
•obtained,  and  one  probably  free  from  nauseous  taste. 
They  have  found,  however,  that  the  active  principle  is  either 


entirely,  or  to  a  great  extent,  destroyed  in  the  process  of 
hydrolysis  at  300°  C.  The  physiological  experiments  have 
not  yet  been  completed. 

Dr.  Stockman  supplemented  the  paper,  giving  a  short 
account  of  his  experiments  with  the  saponified  oil  upon  a  cat. 
After  a  dose  of  10  drachms,  he  found  there  was  no  purging, 
but  only  irritation  of  the  stomach. 

Mr.  Adam  Gibson  remarked  that  Mr.  Dott  was  doing  good 
work  in  investigating  this  subject,  and  it  was  quite  possible 
something  might  come  out  of  it. 

Mr.  George  Lunan  thought  that  a  smaller  dose  of  the  oil  in 
a  capsule  was  as  good  as  a  larger  quantity.  Six  half-drachms 
in  capsules,  he  thought,  was  a  good  dose. 

Dr.  Stockman,  in  further  discussion,  said  that  medical 
men  experimented  upon  themselves  with  overdoses  ;  but  his 
idea  and  prescription  of  castor  oil  was  a  drachm  at  a  time. 

The  next  paper  was  on 

Opium  Assay. 
By   D.  B.  Dott. 

The  writer  criticised  this  process  of  Teschemacher  and 
Smith  on  the  whole  favourably,  but  suggested  the  following 
method  as  giving,  in  his  experience,  more  satisfactory 
results.  One  hundred  grains  of  powdered  opium  are  ex- 
hausted with  proof  spirit  or  methylated  spirit  of  same 
strength.  Spirit,  mixed  with  a  few  drops  solution  of  ammo- 
nium oxalate,  and  then  liquor  ammonias  added  till  the 
solution  is  very  slightly  acid.  Now  concentrate  to  one- 
third  its  volume,  allowed  to  cool,  filtered,  concentrated  to 
about  1  fluid  drachm,  transferred  to  small  flask,  30  minims 
water  and  30  minims  spirit  being  used  to  wash  the  capsule. 
Add  now  25  minims  liquor  ammonise  and  1  fl.  oz.  ether, 
mix  by  agitation  of  the  well-corked  flask,  and  set  aside  for 
eighteen  hours.  Decant  the  ether,  filter  remainder  through 
counterpoised  paper  filters,  wash  with  "  morphiated 
water,"  dry  in  water-bath,  wash  with  benzene,  dry,  weigh, 
and  titrate  with  standard  acid,  preferably  decinormal,  of 
which  1  gr.  meas.  =  -0303  gr.  crystallised  morphine. 

The  Chairman  said  this  was  a  subject  which  Mr.  Dott  had 
made  his  own,  and  probabiy  one  would  require  to  study  his 
paper  before  giving  an  opinion.  This  seemed  to  be  the 
opinion  of  the  meeting,  and  also  regarding  a 

Note  on  Nabceine. 
By  D.  B.  Dott. 

This  note  gave  results  of  one  or  two  experiments  on  solu- 
bility of  narctine  in  chloroform.  The  author  arrived  at  the 
conclusion  that  in  absolute  chloroform  narceine  is  very  nearly, 
if  not  quite,  insoluble.

The  Liquor  can  be 
had  in  imperial  pints,  and  the  Malto-carnis  in  glass  jars  con- 
taining over  a  pound. 

Messes.  W.  B.  Fobdham  &  Sons  (Limited)  have  just 
issued  their  sixth  annual  report  to  December  31.  It  states 
that  some  two  years  since  the  growth  of  the  business 
necessitated  the  erection  of  new  buildings  for  additional 
warehouse  space,  which  has  proved  of  the  greatest  benefit  to 
the  company.  The  showrooms,  and  couLting-houses,  how- 
ever, are  still  inadequate  for  tbe  growing  needs  of  tbese 
departments,  and  must  be  considerably  added  to  without 
delay.

known  au  Eau  do  Lis.  The  price  to  be  paid 
was  700?.,  200?.  down,  and  500?.  at  six  months' 
date.  Two  hundred  pounds  was  paid  to  the  plain- 
tiff, who  delivered  to  the  defendants  the  stock  he  then- 
had  in  hand.  The  action  was  brought  to  recover  the 
value  of  this  stock,  the  5002.  balance  of  the  purchase- 
money  not  being  due  at  the  date  of  the  commencement  of 
the  action.  The  defendants  counter-claimed  for  a  icscision 
of  contract,  and  in  the  alternative  they  claimed  damages  for 
misrepresentations,  stating  that  the  sale  of  the  article  did 
not  come  up  to  expectation.

Heat  3  parts  of  the  best  linseed  oil  almost  to  the 
boiling-point,  then  add  gradually,  and  with  constant  stirring, 
1  part  of  animi  resin,  which  has  previously  been  warmed 
and  reduced  to  coarse  powder.  Continue  to  heat  the  mix- 
ture until  the  animi  is  dissolved  (each  portion  should 
really  be  dissolved  before  adding  another)  and  it  acquires 
a  tarry  consistence.  Then  allow  to  cool  and  thin  with 
turpentine.

1  part  of  creosote  with  2  parts  of  unpeeled  powdered  »«>tM»f 
root,  leaving  the  mixture  stand  for  a  few  minutes,  and  tnen 
making  up  the  mass  with  water  as  an  excipient.    i? n°l  , 
this  suggestion  of  Tobisch,  his  method  had  been  tnea ai wj 
to  obtain  a  failure.     While  the  licorice  root  f«r°""^ 
absorbency,  the  mass  formed  was  very  friable,  «Jd  "OMB 
the  necessary  plasticity.    Farther,  it  was  noticed  tnat,  ou 
standing,  the  creosote  was  forced  to  the  outer  »«nMf  °'  ™ 
pilular  mass,  probably  from  a  greater  affinity  of  the  licorice- 


root  for  water  than  for  an  oily  liquid  like  creosote.  To 
obviate  these  objections,  the  following  procedure  was  adopted 
with  excellent  results :— Mix  2  parts  of  creosote  with  3  parts 
of  powdered  licorice-root,  and  when  absorption  has  taken 
place,  add  1  pait  of  powdered  soap,  and  make  up  with 
syrup.

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NOTES  FROM  NEW  BOOKS. 


A  Scientific  Siberian  Pharmacist. 
Mr.  Gho.  Kennan,  the  special  correspondent  o£  the  Century 
Magazine,  of  New  York,  who  travelled  from  one  end  of 
Siberia  to  the  other  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the 
working  of  the  Russian  exile  system,  the  condition  of  the 
Siberian  prisons,  and  the  treatment  of  the  political  and  other 
prisoners,  has  just  republished  in  book  form  his  letters  to  the 
Century  Magazine.*  While  in  Eastern  Siberia  Mr.  Kennan 
visited  the  little  town  of  Minusinsk,  the  chief  settlement  of 
a  region  popularly  known  as  the  Siberian  Italy,  but  which  he 
found  half  buried  in  Arctic  snows.  In  Minusinsk  Mr. 
Kennan  made  the  acquaintance  of  a  Mr.  M.  N.  Martidnof, 
who  gave  him  valuable  scientific  information  of  an  archfeo- 
logical  and  anthropological  nature,  and  whom  the  author 
describes  as  one  of  the  most  cultivated  gentlemen  it  was  his 
good  fortune  to  meet  upon  his  travels.  We  desire  to  in- 
troduce this  Mr.  Martiiinof  to  our  readers  in  his  character  as 
a  brother-pharmacist,  who  was  found  by  Mr.  Kennan 
"  busily  engaged  in  compounding  medicines  in  the  little  drug- 
store of  which  he  was  the  proprietor,  not  far  from  the 
Soldatof  hotel."  Mr.  Martiunof  is  a  graduate  of  Kazan 
University,  a  pharmacist,  and  a  botanist  of  considerable 
reputation  in  his  country.  He  emigrated  to  Minusinsk  in 
1874,  and,  although  dependent  for  support  upon  his  little 
drug-store,  and  closely  confined  in  it  for  ten  or  twelve  hours 
every  day,  he  yet  managed  to  find  time  to  gather  a  collection 
of  arcbteological  and  natural-history  specimens,  which  subse- 
quently became  the  foundation  of  a  most  valuable  museum, 
one  of  the  best  of  its  kind  in  Russia.  Minusinsk  is  the 
centre  of  a  district  comprising  a  great  part  of  the  Yenis6i 
valley,  once  inhabited  (as  the  remains  plentifully  sprinkled 
through  the  region  Bhow)  by  a  powerful  and  comparatively 
civilised  nation  of  Finno-Ugrian  stock.  Mr.  Martiilnof  pre- 
sented his  collections  to  the  town,  and  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Government  and  private  residents,  notably  the  late 
Prince  Alexander  Kropotkin,  they  have  been  greatly  extended. 

The  Strange  Story  of  the  Pultava  Apothecary. 

Mr.  Kennan  has  another  picture  of  a  pharmacist's  ad- 
ventures in  Siberia  which  is  much  grimmer  reading  than 
that  of  Mr.  Martiiinof.  It  is  given  as  an  illustration  of  the 
injustice  with  which  the  "  administrative  process  "  of  exile 
operates — the  process,  that  is,  of  sending  people  to  Siberia 
without  any  trial  whatever — and  of  the  perverse  stupidity  of 
Russian  officialism.  Were  it  not  that  Mr.  Kennan  gives 
chapter  and  verse  for  all  his  statements,  and  quotes  at  length 
from  official  documents  to  justify  his  assertions,  one  would 
think  the  story  to  be  a  piece  of  journalistic  extravaganza 
rather  than  a  strict  relation  of  truth.  This  is  the  story  in 
Mr.  Kennan's  own  words:  In  the  year  1879  there  was 
living  in  the  Russian  city  of  Pultava  a  poor  apothecary 
named  Schiller,  who  desired  for  some  reason  to  change  the 
location  of  his  place  of  business.  As  druggists  in  Russia  are 
not  allowed  to  migrate  from  one  town  to  another  without 
the  permission  of  the  Government,  Schiller  wrote  to  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  stating  his  desire  to  move  and  the 
reasons  for  it,  and  asking  that  he  be  authorised  to  close  his 
shop  in  Pultava  and  open  another  in  Kharkof.  Week  after 
week  passed  without  bringing  any  answer  to  his  request.  At 
last  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  happened  to  stop  in  Pultava 
for  a  day  or  two  on  one  of  his  journeys  from  St.  Petersburg 
to  the  Crimea,  and  Schiller,  regarding  this  as  a  providential 
opportunity,  attempted  to  get  an  interview  with  him  for  the 
purpose  of  presenting  his  petition  in  person.  Of  course  the 
guard  at  the  door  of  the  house  occupied  by  the  Minister 
refused  to  admit  a  poor  apothecary  with  a  paper,  and 
Schiller,  indignant  at  what  he  thought  was  an  injustice, 
wrapped  his  petition  around  a  stone  to  give  it  weight,  and 
threw  it  into  the  window  of  the  Minister's  room.  He  was  at 
once  arrested  and  imprisoned,  and,  a  few  months  later,  upon 
the  charge  of  having  behaved  in  a  disorderly  manner 
and  shown  gross  disrespect  to  the  higher  authorities,  he  was 
banished  by  administrative  process,  as  a  political  offender,  to 
the  village  of  Varnavin,  in  the  province  of  Kostroma,

This  was  not  regarded  by  the  authorities  as  a  particularly 
severe  punishment ;  but  Schiller,  finding  enforced,  residence 
in  an  unfamiliar  village  to  be  irksome  and  tedious,  and 
having  no  further  confidence  in  petitions,  changed  his  loca- 
tion between  sunset  and  dawn  without  asking  leave  of 
anybody — in  other  words,  ran  away.  About  this  time  the 
Tsar  issued  a  j'oveleinie,  or  command,  directing  that  all 
administrative  exiles  found  absent  from  their  places  of 
banishment  without  leave  should  be  sent  to  the  East- 
Siberian  province  of  Yakutsk.  When,  therefore,  a  few  months 
later  Schiller  was  re-arrested  in  a  part  of  the  empire  where 
he  had  no  right  to  be,  he  was  sent  by  etapo  to  Irkutsk,  and 
the  Governor-General  of  Eastern  Siberia  was  requested  to  put 
him  under  police  surveillance  in  some  part  of  the  territory 
named  in  the  imperial  command.  Governor-General  Anuchin, 
who  had  then  recently  come  to  Irkutsk,  and  who  had  not 
had  time,  apparently,  to  familiarise  himself  with  the  vast 
region  entrusted  to  his  care  (a  region  very  much  larger  than 
the  United  States  and  mostly  as  wild  and  unsettled  as  the 
wildest  parts  of  British  North  America),  directed  that 
Schiller  be  sent  to  the  district  town  of  Zasbiversk,  which  was 
supposed  to  be  situated  on  the  river  Indigirka,  a  few  miles 
south  of  the  Arctic  Circle.  A  century  or  a  century  and  a 
half  ago  this  town  of  Zasbiversk  was  a  place  of  considerable 
local  importance,  but  for  some  reason  it  lost  its  pre-eminence 
as  a  fur-tradiDg  centre,  fell  gradually  into  decay,  and  finally 
ceased  to  exist.  Its  location  was  still  marked  with  two 
concentric  circles  on  all  the  maps  (even  on  the  official  map 
of  the  Russian  general  staff  of  1883) ;  its  name  continued  to 
appear  annually  in  the  records  of  the  Governor-General's 
office,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  a  coterie  of  chinocniks  in 
Irkutsk  were  dividing  and  pocketing  every  year  the  money 
appropriated  for  repair  to  its  public  buildings  ;  but,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  it  had  not  contained  a  building  or  an  inhabi- 
tant for  more  than  half  a  century,  and  forest-trees  were 
growing  on  the  mound  that  marked  the  sits  of  its  ostrog. 

What  Will  they  do  with  Him? 

Poor  Schiller,  after  having  been  carried  3,000  or  4,000 
miles  up  and  down  the  rivers  L6na  and  Indigirka  in  a  vain 
search  for  a  non-existent  Arctic  town,  was  finally  brought 
back  to  Yakutsk  ;  and  a  report  was  made  to  the  Governor- 
General  that  Zashiversk,  apparently,  had  ceased  to  exist. 
The  Governor-General  thereupon  ordered  that  the  prisoner 
be  taken  to  Sredni  Kolimsk,  another  "  town  "  of  forty-five 
houses,  situated  on  the  river  Kolyma,  north  of  the  Arctic 
Circle,  3,700  miles  from  Irkutsk,  and  7,500  miles  from  the 
capital  of  the  empire.  When,  after  more  than  a  year  of 
etape  life,  the  unfortunate  druggist  from  Pultava  reached 
the  last  outpost  of  Russian  power  in  North-Eastern  Asia, 
and  was  set  at  liberty,  he  made  his  way  to  the  little  log 
church,  entered  the  belfry,  and  proceeded  to  jangle  the 
church  bells  in  a  sort  of  wild,  erratic  chime.  When  the 
people  of  the  town  ran  to  the  belfry  in  alarm  and  inquired 
what  was  the  matter,  Schiller  replied,  with  dignity,  that  he 
wished  the  whole  population  to  know  that,  by  the  grace  of 
God,  Herman  Augustovich  Schiller,  after  long  and  perilous 
wanderings,  had  reached  in  safety  the  town  of  Sredni 
KoJimsk."  Whether  the  mind  of  the  exile  had  give  way 
under  the  prolonged  strain  of  hardship  and  suffering,  or 
whether,  as  some  assert,  he  had  become  intoxicated  and 
rang  the  church  bells  merely  as  a  drunken  freak,  I  do  not 
know ;  but  the  local  police  reported  to  the  Governor-General 
that  the  political  exile  Schiller  was  disorderly  and  turbu- 
lent, and  that  he  had  caused  a  public  scandal  before  he  had 
been  in  Sredni  Kolimsk  twenty-four  hours.  Upon  this  report 
the  Governor  General  endorsed  an  order  to  remove  the 
offender  to  some  place  at  least  twelve  versts  distant  from 
the  town.  His  idea  probably  was  to  have  Schiller  sent  to 
some  small  suburban  village  in  the  general  neighbourhood 
of  Sredni  Kolimsk,  but  far  enough  away  so  that  he  could  not 
easily  get  into  the  town  to  make  a  disturbance.  Unfor- 
tunately, there  was  no  suburban  village  within  a  hundred 
versts  in  any  direction,  and  the  local  authorities,  not  knowing 
what  else  to  do,  carried  the  wretched  druggist  about  twelve 
versts  out  into  the  primeval  wilderness,  erected  a  log  cabin 
for  him,  and  left  him  there — assuring  him  cheerfully,  as  they 
bade  him  good-by,  that  "  kaknibud  "  (somehow  or  other)  he 
would  get  aloDg.    With  a  little  help  occasionally  from  wan- 
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dering  Chukchi  and  Tongus i  he  did  get  along,  catching  fish, 
gathering  berries,  and  snaring  ptarmigan  for  his  subsistence] 
and  living,  for  several  years,  the  life  of  a  continental  Crusoe! 
What  eventually  became  of  him  I  do  not  know." 

Of  course,  concludes  Mr.  Kennan,  drily,  case3  of  this  kind 
are  exceptional.  The  Russian  Government  does  not  make  a 
practice  of  sending  to  the  Arctic  regions  the  druggists  who 
wish  to  change  their  places  of  business. 

Thibetan  Remedies. 

M.  Gabriel  Bonvalot,  the  celebrated  French  explorer, 
■who,  from  1889  to  1891,  accompanied  by  Prince  Henry 
of  Orleans,  made  an  overland  journey  from  Paris  to 
Tonquin,  through  Russia,  Thibet  and  China  Proper,  has 
recently  published  an  interesting  book  on  his  travels,*  in 
which  he  records  several  facts  of  pharmaceutical  interest. 
"While  sojourning  at  the  shores  of  the  Lob  Nor,  a  lake,  or 
rather  morass,  on  the  confines  of  Asiatic  Russia,  M.  Bon- 
valot induced  bis  Tartar  hosts  to  shoot  for  him  some  wild 
camels,  of  the  species  first  made  known  to  the  civilised 
world  by  Prjevalsky,  the  same  Russian  explorer  who  first 
brought  living  specimen?  of  the  medicinal  rhubarb-plant  to 
Russia.  The  Tartars  were  firmly  of  opinion  that  the  Euro- 
peans required  the  camel-skins  for  the  purpose  of  extracting 
valuable  remedies  from  them,  that  being  the  only  reason  they 
could  assign  for  the  European  preference  for  the  skins  of  the 
rare  wild  over  the  plentiful  domesticated  animal.  In  crossing 
the  Thibet  mountains,  the  expedition  suffered  greatly  from 
cold  (the  temperature  racged  lrom  18°  to  40°  below  zero),  and 
for  the  swellings  and  carbuncles  caused  thereby  the  popular 
native  remedies  were  ointments  of  sheep-fat  mixed  with  the 
eye  of  the  sheep,  or  of  sheep-fat  fried  with  chopped  onions, 
and  plasters  made  from  the  skin  of  centipedes.  When 
nearing  Lhassa,  the  Thibetan  capital,  which  the  travellers 
were  not  permitted  to  enter,  the  party  first  noticed,  growing 
wild  along  their  line  of  march,  the  plants  from  which  one 
of  the  commercial  varieties  of  rhubarb  is  derived.  Traces 
of  this  plant  were  found  wherever  valleys  afforded  the 
slightest  shelter  to  vegetation,  and  the  travellers  concluded 
that  during  the  short  summer  in  these  high  plateaus  large 
quantities  of  the  drug  must  be  gathered  and  sold  to  the 
Chinese  merchants  who  trade  in  these  regions. 

Musk. 

M.  Bonvalot  also  has  a  good  deal  to  say  about  musk. 
While  encamping  opposite  the  Ningling  Tangla  Pass,  near 
Lhassa,  at  an  altitude  of  about  17,000  feet,  and  waiting  to 
receive  the  Dalai  Lama's  permission  to  travel  farther,  the 
explorer  shot  a  bird  of  prey  (lammergeier),  the  dead  body 
of  which  emitted  a  strong  odour  of  musk.    One  of  the 
Thibetan  lamas  (priests)  begged  for  the  liver  of  the  bird,  for 
the  purpose  of  using  it  in  the  preparation  of  some  of  his 
medicines.    At  Poioundo,  in  Eastern  Taibet,  a  camp  was 
pitched  in  a  pass  covered  with  rhododendron-bushes,  in 
which  the  travellers  saw  many  musk-deer  running  about. 
The  natives  were  eager  to  trade  musk-pods  and  the  long 
teeth  of  the  deer  with  the  travellers,  but  as  the  Thibetans 
asked  at  least  25  rupees  for  each  pod,  and  the  travellers 
found  that  nearly  all  the  pods  had  been  almost  denuded  of 
musk  and  filled  with  paper  instead,  no  business  seems  to 
have  resulted.   This  statement  disposes  of  the  assertion 
which  has  been  often  made,  that  the  musk-pods  are 
adulterated  at  the  Chinese  ports.    This  part  of  Thibet  is 
regularly  visited  by  Chinese  traders,  whose  main  object 
seems  to  be  the  purchase  of  musk.    They  give  in  exchange 
for  the  valuable  drug  a  very  inferior  tea,  which  they  bring 
from  China,  and  which  the  natives,  execrable  though  it  be, 
prefer  to  anything  else,  even  to  Indian  rupees.  Sometimes 
tobacco  is  also  given  in  exchange.    Musk,  according  to  the 
Chinese  traders,  was  very  dear,  a  good  bag  costing  at  least 
20  rupees.     Musk-deer,  nevertheless,  were  abundant  all 
along  the  travellers'  route  through  Thibet.    They  furnished 
good  sport  along  the  S6tchou  and  the  Giometchou  rivers. 

Mb.  Gosse  on  Gebabd's  Hbbbal. 

"  Gossip  in  a  Library,"!  ^  *he  title  of  a  little  book' 
published  by  Wm.   Heinemann,  in  which  Mr.  Edmund

Gosse,  following  the  example  of-  Alphonse  Karr  in  his- 
Voyage  autour  de  mon  jardin,  guides  the  reader  round 
his  library  shelves,  and  taking  down  one  ancient  tome- 
after  another,  discourses  chattily  about  some  nigh- 
forgotten  minor  poets,  dramatists,  and  novelists,  who 
flourished,  and  often  starved,  between  the  sixteenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries.  One  of  the  books  which  Mr.  Gosse 
takes  from  his  shelves  is  "  Gerard's  Herbal,  or  General 
Historie  of  Planets"  (tie!)  Our  guide  is  the  happy  pos- 
sessor of  "  the  right  edition  of  Gerard  " — i.e.,  that  of  1633 — 
with  the  title-page  complete,  and  expatiates  enthusiastically 
upon  his  treasure.  The  edition  of  1633,  says  Mr.  Gosse,  is- 
the  final  development  of  what  had  been  a  slow  growth.  In. 
1560  there  was  published  the  first  great  Herbal,  that  of  Rem- 
bertus  Dodonaeus,  a  physician  at  Mechlin,  who  wrote  in 
Dutch.  Mr.  Gosse  is  not  quite  accurate  in  this  reference. 
The  date  of  the  first  publication  of  Dodonaeus'  book  was 
1554,  and  the  author  at  that  time  was  probably  no  longer 
resident  in  Mechlin — his  duties  as  body-physician  to  the 
Emperor  Maximilian  II.  necessitating  his  presence  elsewhere. 
An  English  translation  of  Dodonasus1  book,  by  Lyte,  brought 
out  in  1578,  was  the  earliest  important  Herbal  in  English. 
A  reference  to  the  catalogue  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's- 
library,  by  the  way,  shows  that  there  are  in  that  library  only 
five  works  on  botany  and  materia  medica  of  older  date  than 
the  1633  edition  of  Gerard's  Herbal— viz.,  the  Ortus  Sanitatit,. 
de  herbis  etplantis,  of  1517;  J.  Parkinson's  Paradisi  in  sole 
paradisus  terrestris  (1629)  ;  J.  d'Aleschamp's  Eistoria. 
generalis  plantarum  (1586) ;  C.  Gesner's  "  Newe  Jewell  of 
Health  "  (1576) ;  and  "  A.  Pare,  les  ceuvres,  6me  ed."  (1607). 
According  to  the  editor  of  Gerard's  Herbal  of  1633,  Thomas 
Johnson,  Gerard  was  by  no  means  well  equipped  for  the  task 
of  compiling  a  great  Herbal.  He  knew  so  little  Latin  that 
he  imagined  Leonard  Fuchsius,  a  German  contemporary  of 
his  own,  to  be  one  of  the  ancients.  Johnson  also  accuses 
Gerard,  if  Mr.  Gosse  understands  him  aright,  with  using  Dr. 
Priest's  (an  earlier  translator  of  Dodonrcus)  manuscript 
collections  after  his  death,  without  giving  that  physician  the 
credit  of  his  labours.  When  Johnson  made  this  accusation 
Gerard  had  been  dead  twenty-six  years,  which  probably 
accounts  for  the  fact  that  the  statement  has  never  been 
challenged.

OUR  TEXT. 

It  is  necessary  nowadays  not  only  to  possess  a  greater  amount  of  informa- 
tion than  our  nnce3tors,  but  to  turn  it  1 3  better  account;  and  it  is 
quite  impossible  to  derive  special  information  from  general  publica- 
tions. Hence  the  utility  of  a  litcraturo  which  collects,  as  it  were, 
into  one  focus  the  requirements  of  its  constituents,  nnd  enables  them 
to  gain  possession  of  the  necessary  information  with  the  least  possible 
expenditure  of  time. 

The  paragraph  we  have  quoted  appeared  on  page  1  of  No.  1 
of  vol.  1  of  The  Chemist  and  Dbtjggist,  published  on 
September  15,  1859.  They  were  written  by  "  the  first  editor 
of  this  journal,"  whose  death  we  record  this  week.  When 
that  number  of  The  Chemist  and  Dbtjgqist  was  pub- 
lished trade  journalism  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  phrase  was 
unknown ;  but  the  idea  expressed  by  the  quotation  is  that 
which  has  made  publications  like  ours  regarded  as  essential, 
and  has  been,  at  all  events,  the  keynote  guiding  all  whose 
business  it  has  been  since  that  day  to  take  pan  in  the  con- 
duct of  this  paper. 
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Since  the  sentence  quoted  was  written,  chemist3  and 
•druggists  have  secured  for  their  title  special  legal  protec- 
tion, and  have  been  fenced  around  by  Act  of  Parliament. 
There  were  excellent,  able,  well-informed  men  amoDg  the 
chemists  and  druggists  to  whom  the  first  number  of  this 
journal  was  addressed,  and  we  are  by  no  means  disposed  to 
flatter  our  present  constituency  to  the  prejudice  of  those  who 
■first  honoured  us  with  thsir  support.  But  it  is  certain  that 
since  1868  it  has  been  ia  the  power  of  chemists  to  turn  their 
opportunities  "  to  better  account "  than  their  ancestors  could 
do.  We  believe  that  the  trade  has  made  progress  during  our 
existence,  if  not  beciuse  of  it,  but  we  certainly  do  not  think 
they  have  attained  to  a3  gcod  a  position  as  they  might  have 
acquired  if  they  had  used  their  powers  more  vigorously.  It 
is  not  too  late  now  to  act  in  the  spirit  of  our  text. 


A  GERMAN   PROFESSOR  ON 
DRUG-CULTURE. 


INDIAN 


About  three  years  ago  Dr.  Alexander  Tschirch,  then  a 
"  Privatdocent,"  or  University  coach,  in  Berlin,  and  already 
■well  known  as  an  authority  on  pharmacological  and  botanical 
subjects,  undertook  a  voyage  to  the  British  and  Dutch 
colonies  in  the  East  with  the  chief  object  of  gathering  on 
the  spot  information  concerning  those  economic  plants,  the 
products  of  which  represent  the  bulk  of  the  value  of  the 
whole  Eastern  trade.     After  his  return  to   Europe  Dr. 
Tschirch  published  several  short  notes  on  his  Indian  expe- 
riences, abstracts  of  which  we  have  upon  several  occasions 
placed  before  our  readers.    It  was  also  announced  that  the 
doctor  (who  has  since  become  professor  at  Berne  University) 
was  busy  uponthe  regulation  book  of  travels,  the  production  of 
-which  is  as  integral  a  part  of  well-conducted  modern  travel  as 
the  process  of  rumination  is  essential  to  the  digestive  functions 
of  a  well-conditioned  member  of  the  bovine  .family.  The 
doctor's  book  has  been  long  in  making  its  appearance,  bat  it 
•has  come  at  last,  and  we  hail  it  with  satisfaction  as  a  wel- 
come  contribution  to  the  historiography  of  Indian  economic 
plants.   The  professor  on  his  travels  ha3  preserved  an  open 
mind,  and  he  shows  himself  in  his  book  remarkably  and 
pleasantly  free  from  the  dogmatic  assertion  of  superiority, 
which  is  often  so  aggressive  a  feature  of  books  written  by 
scientists  upon  general  subjects.    To  describe  in  full  detail 
and  from  pergonal  observation  all,  or  even  the  majority  of, 
Indian  economic  plants,  would  be  the  task  of  a  lifetime.  It 
is  being  accomplished  by  scientists  in  British  India;  but 
Dr.  Tschirch  does  not  pretend  to  have  accomplished  anything 
of  the  kind  during  his  limited  sojourn  in  the  tropics. 
Ke  claims  for  his  book  no  further  value  than  it  actually 
does  possess — that  is,  as  an  account  of  a  trained  botanist  and 
pharmacognosist  in  his  visits  to  the  principal  producing  centres 
of  some  tropic il  products — many  of  them  staple  articles  of 
commerce,  such  as  cinchona,  coffee,  tea,  cocoa,  rice,  cloves, 
nutmegs,  and  mace,  rubber  and  pepper ;  others,  articles  of 
much  lees  money  value,  but  not  on  that  account  less  inter- 
esting to  the  pharmacist — benzoin,  for  instance,  cubebs,  car- 
damoms, citronella  oil,  and  cinnamon.    Dr.  Tschirch  himself 
expresses  his  regret  that  circumstances  prevented  him  from 
investigating,  as  he  had  wished  to  do,  the  culture  of  tobacco 
in  Sumatra,  and  that  of  indigo  and  sugar  in  Java.  Malarial 
fever,  that  most  faithful  travelling  companion  of  the  European 
in  tropical  travel,  seldom  permitted  the  author  to  work  as  he 
would  have  wished.    Another  obstacle  to  the  acquisition  of 
reliable  information  lay  in  the  ignorance  which  prevails, 


are  much  grown  in  the  residency  of  Bantam,  in  western 
Java  ;  but  although  Dr.  Tschirch  tried  as  much  as  he  could  to 
get  accurate  information  about  the  culture  of  this  drug 
during  his  sojourn  in  the  adjoining  residency,  or  province, 
no  one  could  tell  him  anything  trustworthy  about  it,  and 
Bantam  itself  he  had  no  opportunity  of  visiting.  Steadfastly 
adhering  to  the  sound  principle  of  describing  only  what  he 
actually  saw,  the  doctor  has  rigidly  excluded  all  hearsay  infor- 
mation from  his  book — a  resolve  which  must  often  have  been 
a  painful  one  to  him,  though  it  has  rendered  his  book  much 
more  reliable. 

Dr.  Tschirch,  who,  be  it  observed,  as  a  German-Swiss, 
travelled  without  any  prejudices  in  favour  of  one  of  the  two 
great  colonising  Powers  of  the  East,  the  British  and  the 
Dutch,  thus  sums  up  a  difference  in  the  planting  and  trading 
habits  of  the  two  nations  which  struck  him  most  strongly  all 
through  his  travels : — "  Both  nations  work  with  the  same 
object  of  utilising  their  colonies  to  the  greatest  advantage, 
but  they  attain  this  object  in  very  different  ways,  and  they 
work  on  totally  different  principles.    If  we  glance  through 
the  export  lists  of  the  three  principal  ports  of  the  Southern 
East— Colombo,  Singapore,  and  Batavia — our  attention  is 
immediately  attracted  by  the  stolid  steadiness  of  the  Dutch, 
and  the  almost  lightning  rapidity  of  the  changeableness  of 
the  English  colonial  modes  of  cultivation.    While  the  Dutch- 
man sticks  with  extreme  stubbornness  to  the  cultivation  of 
any  culture  he  has  once  introduced,  and  only  relinquishes  it 
with  evident  pain  and  under  incessant  doubting  of  heart, 
the  Englishman   no  sooner  begins  to  feel  doubts  of  the 
success  of  his  undertaking  than  he  is  prepared  to  relinquish  it 
immediately.    Thus,  to  give  an  instance,  the  market  varia- 
tions and  the  ever-sinking  price  of  quinine  have  not  been 
able  to  deter  the  Hollanders  from   continuing  to  plant 
cinchona  in  Java  upon  a  scale  increasing  year  by  year.  The 
action  of  the  English  in  Ceylon  is  the  precise  opposite  of  this 
mode  of  procedure.    The  first  shipments  of  Ceylon  coffee 
are  sent  to  London,  and  fetch  high  prices:  Immediately 
an  exodus  of  Anglo-Indian  planters  to  Ceylon  commences, 
everybody    wants   to    grow  coffee  and  does   grow  it. 
Result:  a  'rush  into  coffee,'  with  scamped   and  care- 
less methods  of  cultivation,   then  a  coffee-disease  de- 
clares itself.   Planter  after  planter  '  cracks  up,'  and  when 
it  is  also  found  that  the  formerly  despised  cinchona- 
culture,  into  which,  without  much  ceremony,  everyone  has 
straightway  thrown  himself,  will  not  prosper  as  it  was  ex- 
pected, tea  is  taken  up  after  short  deliberation.    What  the 
llcniUcia  has  left  standing  of  cinchona  and  coffee  planta- 
tions is  uprooted,  and  replaced  by  tea  on  such  a  colossal 
scale  that  the  tea  export  rises  between  1877  and  1887  from 
3,500  lbs.  to  22,000,000  lbs. !    Needless  to  say  such  haste 
precludes  the  careful  selection  of  one's  soil  and  situation ; 
nor  is  it  possible  to  weed  the  forest  ground  carefully.  This 
is  the  reason  that  every  visitor  notices  at  onca  an  essential 
difference  between  the  plantations  in  the  two  islands.  In 
Ceylon  rotting  tree- trunks  and  numberless  stumps  all  through 
the  plantation,  in  Java  everything  neat  and  clean ;  the  lines 
more  carefully  drawn,  nowhere  remains  of  trees  or  stumps." 
The  superior  energy  of  the  Englishman  Dr.  Tschirch  illus- 
trates by  calling  attention  to  our  occupation  of  Singapore, 
the  entrance-gate  to  Eastern  Asia,  and  to  the  commercial 
life-and-death  struggle  between  that  port  and  Batavia, 
Singapore,  in  spite  of  its  faults  as  a  harbour,  attracts  every 
year  more  products  from  the  Malay  Archipelago.    It  is 
already  the  most  important  emporium  in  the  world  for 
pepper  and  gambier,  arid  draws  growing  supplies  of  rubber 
and  gutta-percha,  damar  gum  and  nutmegs,  benzoin  and 
rattans.   Just  as  the  harbour  of  Batavia  slowly  becomes 


especially  in  Java,  concerning  all  cultures  in  which  the 
informant  is  not  personally  interested.  Cubebs,  for  instance,  |  choked  with  sand  and  retracts  further  and  further  from  the 
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town,  so  the  export  trade  of  Batavia  runs  to  sand,  choked 
by  the  powerful  competition  of  Singapore. 

But  though  Singapore  is  very  favourably  situated,  the 
author  considers  that  if  a  European  Power  would  seize  the 
little  island  of  Pulu  Way  and  its  two  small  sister  islands, 
just  at  the  north  coast  of  Sumatra,  at  the  opening  of  the 
Straits  of  Malacca,  and  create  a  good  harbour  there,  Singa- 
pore would  be  doomed  in  its  turn.  Pulu  Way  has  immense 
coal-mines,  and  Dr.  Tschirch,  who  is  a  colonial  enthusiast, 
calls  upon  Germany  to  seize  the  group  and  lead  the  way. 
Unfortunately  for  him,  his  desire  is  not  likely  to  be  gratified. 
The  German  Government  has  had  enough  of  colonial  enter- 
prise at  present,  and  recent  information  from  the  Dutch 
Indies  states  that  the  Netherlands  Government  have  decided 
to  occupy  Pulu  Way,  and  explore  its  coal-mines,  and  that 
the  French  and  Russian  Governments  have  already  promised 
the  custom  of  their  mail-steamers  to  the  coaling-station. 
Singapore,  therefore,  may  again  take  heart  of  grace.  She 
is  saved  for  the  present.

It  is  a  crowded  4-page  circular 
headed  "  for  the  special  attention  of  the  respectable 
Licensed  Victuallers  in  the  United  Kingdom."  Mr.  Bung  is 
politely  addressed  as  "  respected  sir,"  and  he  is  first  asked  if 
he  has  considered  how  "  fearfully  "  his  trade  is  interfered 
with  by  grocers  and  druggists,  not  to  speak  of  the  "  ever- 
increasing  class  of  fools,  lunatics,  and  religious  enthusiasts 
who  would  sweep  your  trade  from  the  face  of  the  earth." 
"  We  have  not  travelled  east,  west,  north  and  south,"  says  the 
Lydia  Ann  firm,  "  for  between  forty  and  fifty  years,  but  we 
know  that  a  bar-room  is  the  place  for  discussing  the  merits 
of  anything  that  is  cheap,  useful  and  good  for  the  public 
generally."  Now,  why  not,  then,  respected  Mr.  Bung,  why 
not  use  your  bar-room  for  the  purpose  of  pushing  my  pills, 
purifiers,  dog  cakes,  and  seidlitz  powders  ?  See  here.  Mr. 
Ellis,  of  the  Combermere  Arms,  Audlem,  writes  for  14  lb. 
of  our  cough  lozsnges  ;  Mr.  Seed,  of  Freckleton,  has  sup- 
plied our  pills  to  innumerable  customers  for  over  twenty-five 
years  ;  Mr.  Fox,  of  Sheffield,  has  had  107  dozen  H-boxes  in 
one  year.  And  as  to  the  quality,  why  "  only  last  year  one  of 
the  leading  physicians  in  London  has  written  for  one  hun- 
dred boxes  of  the  headache  pills  to  introduce  into  his  own 
practice."  We  will  allow  you  half  profit  and  deliver  carriage 
free.  Don't  be  afraid  about  any  patent ;  "  there  are  no  patent 
medicines.  Mr.  Alpe,  the  barrister  of  Somerset  House, 
London,  the  greatest  living  authority  on  the  subject,  swore 
before  the  magistrates  at  Croydon,  Surrey,  that  there  were 
none."  On  the  last  page  of  the  circular  Messrs.  Bell  explain 
to  respected  Mr.  Bung  how "  the  squire  of  the  neighbour- 
hood in  which  we  reside  "  (who  is  the  Squire  of  Lydia  Ann 
Street  ?)  has  lent  them  a  most  valuable  book  of  old  pre- 
scriptions, from  which  they  prepare  a  lot  of  Government- 
stamped  medicines  which  cure  when  doctors  fail.  There  is 
a  list  of  diseases  for  which  they  are  suitable,  running  from 
asthma  to  worms,  and  the  medicines  are  all  sold  at  3s.  6d. 
per  pint.  We  do  not  think  chemists  will  be  much  alarmed  at 
Messrs.  Bell's  suggestion,  but  the  publican's  customers  would 
have  reason  to  ba  frightened  if  it  were  likely  he  would  adopt 
the  proposal. 


THE    CONDITION    OF  RUSSIAN 
PHARMACY. 

In  a  recent  issue  we  gave  some  particulars  of  that  new 
Russian  dispensing-tariff  in  which,  without  condescending  to 


argue  the  matter,  the  authorities  who  control  the  pharma- 
ceutical craft  of  the  empire  have  cut  down  the  prices  which 
the  Russian  chemists  are  permitted  to  charge  by  one-fourth 
to  one-third.  Russian  pharmacy  has  always  been  under  the 
particularly  strict  supervision  of  the  Imperial  authorities, 
who  appear  to  regard  the  business  of  the  chemist  as  predis- 
posing its  votaries  in  a  special  degree  to  political  untrust- 
worthiness.  Perhaps  the  fact  that  the  native  Russian 
element  is  in  an  exceedingly  small  minority  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical profession  has  something  to  do  with  the  rigour  with 
which  chemists  are  treated  by  the  governing  element.  At 
any  rate,  it  so  happens  that  the  enormous  majority  of 
chemists  in  business  in  Russia  are  either  of  German  or  of 
Jewish  extraction,  and  perhaps  it  is  not  unreasonable  to 
assume  that  the  Russian  authorities  would  like  to  harry  these 
unorthodox  and  despised  elements  out  of  the  business- 
altogether,  and  thus  pave  the  way  for  the  resumption  by 
true  Russians  of  that  preponderance  in  the  ranks  of  pharmacy 
from  which  the  latter  have  gradually  been  ousted.  The 
small  and  shrinking  corner  of  the  field  of  Russian  pharmacy 
occupied  by  the  true  native  element  is  best  shown  by  a 
reference  to  the  latest  official  statistics,  from  which  it 
appears  that  of  2,782  "  free  pharmacies  "  within  the  Russian 
Empire,  only  327  are  owned  by  "  true  believers  "  (the  phar- 
macy census,  like  all  other  State  matters  in  Russia,  is 
strongly  impregnated  with  the  flavour  of  the  Greek  Catholic 
State  Church),  547  by  Germans,  and  the  remaining  1,908  by 
a  motley  crowd  in  which  the  Jew  largely  predominates.  The 
sale  of  remedies  by  unqualified  men  has  recently  been  newly 
regulated,  and  the  importation  of  almost  all  foreign  pro. 
prietary  goods  (long  rendered  difficult  by  restrictions)  has 
been  altogether  prohibited.  The  last-named  measure,  it  is 
only  fair  to  say,  was  taken  at  the  reiterated  request  of  the- 
St.  Petsrsburg  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

If  in  this  country  there  should  be  any  pharmacists  anxious 
to  have  extended  to  them  a  measure  of  that  State  supervision 
and  State  control  which  flourishes  in  almost  all  continental 
realms,  they  will  do  well  to  note  carefully  the  effect  of 
protection  upon  the  business  abroad.  In  Germany,  for 
instance,  the  pharmaceutical  world  has  only  quite  recently 
been  agitated  by  a  Bill  for  the  nationalisation  of  pharmacy, 
introduced  by  the  Social-Democratic  party  in  the  Reichstag. 
It  is  true  that  at  present  the  prospects  of  the  passing  of  such 
a  Bill  are  exceedingly  remote,  but  the  mere  fact  that  the 
matter  has  been  seriously  suggested  by  a  powerful  party 
in  the  State  shows  that  the  ostentatious  protection 
by  Government  of  pharmacists  in  preference  to  other 
traders  provokes  and  imparts  strength  to  attacks  from 
which  chemists  would  have  nothing  to  fear  if  they  were  not 
brought  into  special  prominence  as  a  quasi- official  organisa- 
tion. And  while  in  Germany  the  pharmacist  is  regulated  in 
an  exceedingly  irksome  manner,  in  Russia  the  interference 
with  the  free  exercise  of  his  profession  is  simply  maddening. 
Yet,  while  the  Russian  Government  ostentatiously  poses  as 
the  special  protector  of  the  chemist,  it  does  not  in  the  least 
hesitate  to  sacrifice  him,  bag  and  baggage,  whenever  such  a 
course  seems  politic.  The  recent  reduction  of  the  Russian 
dispensing  tariff,  for  instance,  has  notoriously  been  brought 
about  chiefly  by  the  persistent  agitation  at  what  were  termed 
the  "usurious  chemists'  profits"  on  the  part  of  the  daily 
press  of  St.  Petersburg  and  Moscow.  Russian  journals  are 
not  permitted  to  discuss  such  matters  of  public  policy  as  are 
ventilated  in  the  columns  of  our  own  political  press ;  hence- 
they  are  driven  to  fill  their  space,  and  to  lash  themselves 
into  patriotic  fury  over  questions  which  in  this  country  only 
peep  out  now  and  then  in  a  half-apologetic  manner  in  the 
correspondence  columns  of  the  dailies.  Needless  to  say,  the 
great  question  of  "  chemists'  profits  "  is  a  godsend  to  a  press 
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bereft  of  the  power  of  discussing  matters  of  current  politics, 
and  the  recent  tariff-reduction  order  is  the  result.  As  it 
now  stands  the  Russian  dispensing  tariff  is  already  a  very  low 
one,  even  according  to  English  ideas  ;  but  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  to  the  Russian  pharmacist  the  cost  of  almost 
all  simple  drugs  and  galencials  is  enhanced  by  an  exceedingly 
high  Customs  tariff.  At  present  the  Russian  wholesale 
houses  are  still  compelled  to  buy  most  of  their  preparations 
abroad,  although  there  can  be  little  doubt  that 
within  a  measurable  number  of  years  Russia  will  have 
rendered  herself  independent  of  the  foreign  markets  for  all 
but  a  very  few  simple  drags.  The  giant  empire  already 
extends  over  countries  embracing  almost  every  variety  of 
climate,  and  the  growth  of  her  influence  in  South-Western 
Asia  will  ere  long  provide  Russia  with  fresh  territories  ex- 
ceptionally well  adapted  for  the  successful  culture  of 
economic  plants.  The  manner  in  which  the  Russians 
have  taken  advantage  of  the  economic  resources  of  their 
recent  Central  Asian  acquisitions  warrants  us  in  assuming 
that  they  wiU  not  be  slow  in  learning  to  utilise  the  still 
neglected  opportunities  existing  in  other  parts  of  their 
territories  ;  and  it  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the  Russian 
svstem  of  government  renders  experimental  operations, 
which  would  be  hazardous  in  countries  where  private  initia- 
tive must  be  relied  upon,  comparatively  easy.  The  proposal 
to  establish  Government  factories  of  pharmaceutical  pre- 
parations, for  instance,  to  which  we  drew  attention  recently, 
is  one  that  would  never  be  dreamed  of  anywhere  but 
in  the  country  of  the  Tsar.  And  if  pharmaceutical  factories 
can  thus  be  raised  by  Government  agency,  how  much  easier 
would  it  not  be  to  enforce  the  culture  of  medicinal  and  other 
plants  with  the  same  success  that  has  attended  the  Central 
Asian  cotton- culture  ?  , 

But  still  other  pharmacy  regulations  besides  those 
already  described  are  looming  in  Russia.  A  new  Pharma- 
copoeia has  recently  come  into  force,  and  it  is  believed  that 
the  Government  intend  to  mark  its  introduction  by  an  early 
revision  of  the  maximum  tariff  chargeable  upon  crude  drugs 
by  retail  dealers.  In  all  probability  the  same  cheapening 
process  that  prompted  the  reduction  of  the  dispensing 
charges  will  prevail  in  the  revision  of  the  crude-drug  tariff  ; 
and  it  is  by  no  means  beyond  the  range  of  possibility  that — 
even  before  the  threatened Russification  of  Dorpat University 
is  accomplished,  and  scientists  like  Dragendorff  and  Robert 
have  been  made  to  clear  the  way  for  professors  less  tainted 
with  foreign  blood — we  may  witness  in  Russia  the  inaugura- 
tion of  a  great  experiment  in  autocratic-socialistic  State 
pharmacy. 


IONS. 

In  his  last  lecture,  on  "  Fermentation,"  Professor  Armstrong 
made  the  remark  that  "  Chemists,  like  ladies,  are  often 
dominated  by  fashion,  and  at  the  present  time  the  fashion- 
able hypothesis  is  that  when  hydrochloric  acid  dissolves  in 
water  it  falls  to  pieces  into  ions."  This  applies  to  other 
substances  than  hydrochloric  acid.  The  ion-hypothesis  was 
advanced  as  a  ready  explanation  of  electrolysis,  but  a  large 
number  of  chemical  phenomena  besides  electrolysis  are  now 
explained  by  it,  and,  although  Profess  Dr  Armstrong  is  very 
decided  in  his  opinion  that  the  hypothesis  is  merely  the 
fashion  for  the  moment,  it  is  worthy  of  more  than  passing 
attention.  It  will  have  been  noted  that  certain  phenomena 
of  solution  involve  the  ion-hypothesis ;  originally,  however,  it 
was  confined  to  electrolytic  decomposition,  and  the  man  who 
gave  it  birth  was  Michael  Faraday.  It  was  he  who  named 
the  surface  of  the  eleotrolyte  in  contact  with  the  positive 
electrode  anode,  that  in  contact  with  the  negative  electrode 


being  called  the  cathode.  The  elements  evolved  at  the  re- 
spective positions  he  called  ions,  the  anion,  or  that  which 
goes  up,  being  evolved  from  the  anode,  while  the  cation,  or 
that  which  goes  down,  come3  from  the  cathode.  Faraday's 
conception  of  ions  was,  therefore,  more  of  the  nature  of 
freed,  rather  than  the  free  elements,  which  is  at  present  the 
fashionable  opinion.  His  view  of  electrolysis  was  that  the 
electric  current  polarised  the  molecules  of  the  electrolyte, 
e.g.,  hydrochloric  acid,  so  that  one  set  of  atoms  (CI)  were 
charged  negatively,  and  another  set  (H)  positively.  Hence 
in  a  row  of  molecules  the  chlorine  atom  next  the  positive 
pole  was,  he  suggested,  attracted  thereto,  the  hydrogen  atom 
at  the  other  end  being  attracted  to  the  negative  pole,  all  the 
atoms  between  rearranging  themselves  into  HC1,  to  be  de- 
composed again  and  again.  This  theory  is  by  no  means  dead. 
It  is  upon  such  a  hypothesis  of  atomic  rearrangement  that 
Professor  Armstrong-,  by  analogy,  explains  the  hjdrolytic 
action  of  enzymes,  Yet  it  is  nearly  thirty-five  years  since 
Clausius  asserted  that  decomposition  precedes,  rather  than 
succeeds,  electrolysis.  His  view  was  that  the  electrolyte 
*s  first  decomposed  by  a  force  other  than  electricity,  and 
that  the  electrodes  then  attract  the  ions.  This  theory 
appears  to  have  lain  dormant  for  thirty  years,  and  its  revival 
we  owe  to  the  study  of  purely  chemical  phenomena, 
especially  those  involved  in  researches  for  an  explanation  of 
solution. 

The  development  of  Farad  ay's  theory  to  its  present  position 
can  be  traced  through  the  work  which  has  been  done  regard- 
ing the  vapour-pressures  and  freezing-points  of  solutions. 
It  is  an  accepted  law  that  the  vapour-pressure  of  water  is 
decreased  by  substances  dissolved  therein  in  proportion  to 
the  quantity  of  the  substances  dissolved.  It  is  also  agreed 
that  there  is  a  corresponding  depression  in  the  freezing- 
points  of  such  solutions ;  but  it  has  been  amply  proved  by 
experiment  that  these  laws  do  not  hold  good  for  solutions  in 
water  of  salts  which  are  electrolytes.  These  show  double  the 
depressions  which  theory  demands,  and  to  explain  this 
Arrhenius,  in  1887,  advanced  the  opinion  that  in  aqueous 
solutions  such  substances  are  already  separated  for  the 
most  part  into  ions.  Thus  the  connection  between  double- 
molecular  depression  and  the  doubling  of  the  number  of 
particles  is  obvious.  We  come,  then,  to  a  very  remarkable 
theory,  which  seems  contrary  to  all  common  experience. 
We  are  to  suppose  that  in  solutions  of  hydrochloric  acid 
hydrogen  atoms  and  chlorine  atoms  exist  side  by  side  ;  in 
solutions  of  potassium  iodide,  potassium  and  iodine  atoms 
move  together  through  the  molecules  of  water,  and  in  solu- 
tions of  zinc  sulphate  we  have  ions  of  Zn  and  SO  ,  beside  each 
other,  just  as  with  ammonium  chloride  at  high  temperatures 
we  have  dissociation  into  NH,  aud  Ci.  In  fact,  these  aqueous 
solutions  are  examples  of  dissociation.  But  why  is  it  that 
in  the  solution  of  potassium  iodide  we  find  neither  potassium 
nor  iodine  in  the  free  state,  if  they  do  exist  as  ions  ?  That 
is  a  natural  question.  Clausius  gave  the  reply  when  he  said 
that  the  individual  atoms  are  not  set  at  liberty,  but  that 
"reunion  and  decomposition  recur  continually,  each  atom 
combining  not  only  with  the  one  with  which  it  was  pre- 
viously united,  but  with  any  others  which  it  may  meet  in 
the  throng  of  atoms." 

The  theory  fits  in  very  neatly  with  Faraday's  law  of 
electrolysis,  and  it  helps  to  give  clearness  to  many  chemical 
phenomena  which  have  been  difficult  to  understand  without 
it.  A  few  of  the  more  familiar  chemical  changes  explain- 
able by  it  may  be  noted.  The  reaction  of  silver  nitrate  on 
soluble  chlorides  is  well  known.  The  addition  of  the 
nitrate  to  an  aqueous  solution  of  common  salt  is  followed  by 
the  precipitation  of  AgCl;  but  if  we  add  the  nitrate  to 
chloroform  water  (a  solution  of  trichloride  of  formyl)  there 
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is  no  precipitate.  The  explanation  of  the  difference  is  that 
chloroform  is  not  dissociated  by  water,  whereas  common  salt 
is,  and  the  ions  of  chlorine  go  into  partnership  with  the 
ions  of  silver  in  preference  to  the  ions  of  sodium.  If 
chlorates  were  dissociated  into  ions  of  the  base,  of  chlorine* 
and  of  oxygen,  we  should  have  precipitates  of  silver  chloride 
formed  similarly  ;  but  the  supposition  is  that  there  are  ions 
of  the  base  and  of  the  acid  radicle,  C103  only.  Common 
hydrochloric  acid  attacks  metals;  the  anhydrous  acid  in  the 
liquid  state  does  not,  because  in  this  condition  it  is  HC1, 
whereas  in  the  former  it  is  H  +  CI—  ie ,  hydrochloric  acid 
is  dissociated  by  water.  And  so  the  examples  might  be  multi- 
plied. We  have  other  evidences  supporting  the  theory  in 
the  colour  of  salt-solutions.  Ostwald,  in  his  Lehrbuch  der 
allgemeinen  Chemie,  states  that  "  all  salt-solutions  which 
contain  a  certain  ion  must  exhibit  the  characteristic  colour 
of  that  ion."  Thus  we  have  the  red  colour  of  aqueous  solu- 
tions of  cobalt  salts,  but  when  we  boil  a  cobalt  Ealt  with 
potassium  cyanide  the  colour  disappears,  yet  the  cobalt  is 
still  there.  Cobalt  ions  are  no  longer  present ;  instead,  we 
have  K  ions  and  ions  of  Co(CN)6.  The  use  of  certain  alkali- 
metric  indicators  is  explained  on  a  similar  basis.  An 
aqueous  solution  of  para-nitrophenol,  which  contains  a  small 
number  of  negative  ions,  C6H4.N0.,.O,  is  somewhat  coloured  ; 
but  when  addition  of  soda  causes  formation  of  the  salt 
C0H4.NO.,.ONa,  which  salt  separates  almost  wholly  into  its 
ions,  the  intense  yellow  colour  of  the  ion  C„H.,.NO.,.0  comes 
suddenly  into  view. 

Considerable  light  is  thrown  on  many  other  obscure 
chemical  phenomena  by  the  ion-hypothesis.  It  is  adding 
interest  to  the  study  of  diffusion  and  solution,  and  in  many 
other  directions  is  putting  an  entirely  new  face  upon  chemi- 
cal theory.  That  the  hypothesis  is  fashionable  may  be  a 
reasonable  pretext  for  curbing  enthusiasm  regarding  it,  but 
this  is  not  a  valid  reason  for  neglecting  it,  and  for  those 
who  wish  to  look  further  into  the  matter  we  commend  a 
perusal  of  the  chapters  on  the  subject  in  Mr.  Muir's  transla- 
tion of  Ostwald's  book,  or  a  shorter  account  in  Lothar 
Meyer's  "Outlines  of  Theoretical  Chemistry,"  a  translation 
of  which,  by  Professors  Bedson  and  Carleton  Williams,  has 
jujt  been  issued. 


COMMENTARY. 


Is  it  A  Supposition  ?— According  to  Professor  Chandler, 
of  New  York,  the  danger  of  poisoning  by  wall-paper 
coloured  by  arsenical  green  is  a  pure  delusion.  The  story 
was  started  by  a  botanist,  was  his  witty  explanation,  and  he 
adedd  that  it  was  found  impossible  to  evaporate  the  colouring 
by  ordinary  heat.  Suppose  all  the  arsenic  in  a  green- 
papered  room  entered  the  system  in  a  course  of  thirty  years 
the  quantity  could  not  have  been  more  than  1- 180th  of  a 
grain  in  twenty-four  hours— a  dose  which  puts  death  from 
this  cause  out  of  the  field.  So  Professor  Chandler  is  reported 
to  have  said,  but  he  can  have  given  little  thought  or  research 
to  the  matter  if  he  has  not  discovered  that  it  is  the  alteration 
of  the  arsenical  colouring  by  the  products  of  gas- flames 
which  results  in  a  gaseous  arsenical  compound.  This  is  the 
deleterious  body.  , 

Not  Agreed. — Matters  do  not  appear  to  be  going  very 
pleasantly  in  that  somewhat  august  body,  the  Institute  of 
Chemistry.  The  meeting  which  was  held  in  Manchester  a 
few  weeks  ago,  and  to  which  our  reporter  was  politely 
refused  admission,  was  to  consider  if  the  fellows  could  do 
something  to  wake  up  the  executive.  They  would  like  to 
get  more  of  the  hard  workers  in  chemistry  on  the  council, 
and  as  a  preliminary  to  this  a  dead  set  is  being  made  against 


some  gentlemen  who  have  been  within  the  inner  circle  for  a 
long  time ;  amongst  those  who  are  marked  for  rejection  at 
the  next  voting  is  Mr.  Carteighe.  Meanwhile  there  is  a  very 
pretty  quarrel  between  the  secretary  of  the  Institute  and 
Mr.  William  Thomson,  of  Manchester,  and  some  otheis  who 
are  with  him  in  the  demand  for  reform.  The  field  of  battle 
is  the  sober  pages  of  the  Chemical  News,  and  the  chief  point 
in  dispute  is  whether  the  Institute  is  to  be  controlled  by 
public  analysts,  or  to  represent  chemistry  as  a  whole.  Mr. 
Groves  asserts  that  the  former  is  the  intention  of  the  mal- 
contents who  have  issued  the  reform  circular,  but  to  that 
there  has  come  the  retort  that  of  fifty  signatories  only  sixteen 
are  public  analysts.  When  the  battle  is  over  it  is  expected 
that  the  Institute  will  settle  down  and  do  something  to- 
justify  its  charter.  So  far  it  has  only  managed  to  bestow 
the  letters  "  F.I.C."  upon  favoured  persons,  and  even  this 
has  cot  yet  touched  the  anticipated  market  value. 

Doses  fob  the  Senate. — The  report  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  United  States  Senate  famishes  some  very  amusing  read- 
ing. The  grateful  American  nation  seems  to  provide  all 
reasonable  necessities  for  keeping  its  eminent  senators  in  per- 
fect bodily  and  mental  health.  Last  year  among  other  pro- 
visions 2,600  quinine  pills  were  required  for  this  purpose, 
assisted,  writes  an  irreverent  press  critic,  by  several  gallons  of 
extract  of  witch  hazel,  castor  oil,  salts  of  tartar,  carbolic 
acid,  gum  camphor,  magnesia,  aqua  ammonia,  a  few  boxes 
of  witch-hazel  ointment,  3  lbs.  of  powdered  Jamaica 
ginger,  2  gallons  of  neatsfoot  oil,  5  lbs.  of  cosmoline, 
and  2  sets  of  bandages.  Thirty- eight  cases  of  Apollinaris 
water,  30  gallons  of  alcohol  "  for  Senate  cloa's-room"  (for 
cleaning  coats,  perhaps),  a  number  of  ladles  and  lemon- 
squeezers,  and  617  lbs.  of  sugar  for  making  lemonade  are  also 
among  the  items.  The  critic  is  anxiou3  about  the  senators 
whose  stomachs  are  so  constituted  that  they  cannot  take- 
lemonade.  One  member  of  a  certain  committee,  he  adds, 
drinks  his  water  direct  from  the  pitcher,  for  he  finds  it  costs 
50  cents  to  repair  the  place  where  the  enamel  had  been 
bitten  out.  Sponges  are  down  for  $349.40,  and  it  cost 
ten  dollars  to  treat  one  of  the  senators'  horses  for  "  stoma- 
titis pustatoso."  The  reporter  gets  tired  of  details  ultimately, 
and  briefly  adds  that  "  about  the  only  things  not  in  the  list  of 
purchased  articles  are  pianos  and  beer." 

Copper  in  Gbeen  Peas. — The  First  Case  of  Injury 
— The  Glasgow  sanitary  authorities  and  their  medical  wit- 
nesses raked  the  records  very  diligently,  but  in  vain,  to  find 
a  case  of  injury  resulting  from  the  use  of  preserved  peas 
which  had  been  greened  with  copper.  Tantalisingly  enough, 
the  case  has  turned  up  now  that  the  contest  is  over.  Mr. 
Appleby  King,  L.D.S  I.,  in  the  Britith  Journal  of  Dental 
Science,  February  15,  reports  the  case  of  a  patient  who  had 
been  sent  to  him  by  a  medical  man  for  the  purpose  of 
making  an  examination  of  his  mouth,  the  object  being  to 
discover  any  cause  of  severe  pains  he  had  been  suffering 
from,  and,  as  he  said,  "  giving  him  beans."  He  complained 
of  sickness,  and  pains  in  the  intestines.  The  doctor  sus- 
pected that  probably  some  copper  filling  might  be  the  cause, 
but  the  examination  did  not  support  that  suspicion.  There 
were  several  amalgam  fillings,  but  they  were  not  of  copper. 
There  was,  however,  one  large  cavity,  which  the  dentist 
"  excavated,"  and  from  which,  "among  other  matter  removed, 
was  a  perfectly  green  pea."  The  mystery  was  solved.  The 
dentist  said,  "  Now,  before  you  felt  this  attack  of  sickness 
and  pain  of  which  you  complain,  did  you  partake  of  some- 
entrue  served  with  green  peas  out  of  season  ?  "  The  reply 
was,  "  Yes  ;  but  how  on  earth  could  you  know  this  ?  "  The 
pea  was  exhibited,  and  a  small  lecture  followed,  which  led 
J  up  to  the  epigrammatic  observation,  "  It  is  peas  you  have 
I  been  suffering  from,  not  '  beans '  1 " 
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XTbe  tftvst  EWtor  of  "Ebe  Cbcmtst  ano  DruGQtst."

Wk  record  with  the  deepest  regret  the  death,  on  Saturday 
last,  February  20,  of  Major  William  Vaugban  Morgan, 
the  head  of  the  firm  of  Morgan  Brothers,  the  proprietors 
of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist. 

Major  Morgan  died  at  Grasse,  after  a  long  and  painful, 
but  intermittent,  illness.  He  had  been  to  Cannes  for 
the  winter,  and  about  a  fortnight  since  moved  to 
Grasse,  where  his  illness  took  a  more  acute  form,  and 
he  gradually  sank.  His  brother,  Mr.  0.  V.  Morgan, 
M  P.,  and  other  relatives  were  staying  at  Grasse  with 
him. 

In  1859  Messrs.  Morgan  Brothers  were  very  actively 
engaged  as  druggists' 
sundriesmen  and  mer- 
chants in  Bow  Lane, 
where  the  Mansion 
House  station  of  the 
District  Railway  now 
stands.  They  had  lately 
removed  from  Jewin 
Crescent,  and  their 
business  was  growing 
rapidly.  It  was  at  that 
time  that  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  was 
projected,  and  the  gen- 
tleman of  whom  we 
now  write  was  its  first 
editor.  Intended  at  first 
to  promote  the  business 
of  the  firm,  the  new 
journal  sprang  into  such 
rapid  popularity  that, 
in  a  very  few  months,  it 
was  run  almost  inde- 
pendently of  the  sun- 
dries business,  and  it  at 
once  became,  and  has 
ever  since  remained,  a 
perfectly  impartial 
organ  of  the  drug  trade's 
interests. 

Soon  after  The 
Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist was  established, 

a  number  of  London  chemists,  who  had  long  wanted 
to  organise  an  association  which,  it  was  believed,  might 
serve  the  trade  better  than  the  then  too  exclusive 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  approached  the  proprietors  on 
the  subject.  Finding  that  a  second  society  was  de- 
manded by  a  large  section  of  the  trade,  Mr.  Morgan 
gave  such  aid  to  the  project  as  the  publicity  of  his 
journal  could  afford,  and  in  this  and  other  ways  assisted 
materially  in  the  establishment  of  the  historic  United 
Society  of  Chemists  and  Druggists. 

The  late  Major  Morgan  withdrew  from  active  par- 
ticipation in  the  business  of  the  firm  a  good  many  jears 
ago,  but  he  never  quite  lost  the  interest  in  chemist  and 
druggist  affairs  which  he  acquired  in  the  early  days  of 


this  journal's  history  ;  and  his  cheery  inquiry  as  to  what 
was  going  on,  and  his  shrewd  comments  on  what  had 
transpired,  were  familiar  in  this  editorial  office  until 
within  two  or  three  years  ago. 

Since  his  practical  retirement  from  business,  Major 
Morgan  has  been  scarcely  less  active  than  he  was  in  his 
younger  days.  He  had  become  a  very  convinced  be- 
liever in  the  truth  of  the  homoeopathic  system  of 
medicine,  and  as  such  he  was  a  munificent  contributor 
to  the  funds  of  the  London  Homoeopathic  Hospital. 
He  was  first  elected  on  the  Board  of  Management  in 
1866,  and  in  1875  was  chosen  its  treasurer.    In  this 

capacity  he  did  wonders 
for  the  institution.  He 
inspired  his  colleagues 
with  his  own  enthu- 
siasm, and  his  lively 
interest  in  all  the  affairs 
of  the  hospital  encour- 
aged the  medical  staff 
and  even  permeated  to 
the  patients.  His  per- 
sistence in  collecting 
funds  for  the  hospital 
was  a  subject  of  good- 
natured  raillery  among 
his  friends,  who  were 
seldom  free  long  to- 
gether from  his  attacks. 
First  he  secured  money 
to  build  a  new  wiDg ; 
then  he  raised  funds  to 
establish  ahomceopathic 
convalescent  home  at 
Eastbourne ;  and  his 
last  work  was  to  raise 
30,0002.  in  order  to  re- 
build the  hospital  in  the 
most  modern  and  most 
perfecb  manner.  When 
he  undertook  that  task 
he  had  been  elected 
chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Management  in  suc- 
cession to  Lord  Ebury. 
Iq  about  a  year  Major  Morgan  had  raised  some  26.000Z. 
for  the  object  indicated,  and  in  that  sum  was  included 
2.000Z.  from  himself  and  1,000/.  from  Mrs.  Morgan.  Last 
July  Lord  Bbury,  in  the  name  of  the  committee  of 
management  and  medical  staff  generally,  invited  Major 
Morgan  to  a  grand  banquet  at  the  M6tropole  Hotel  in 
order  to  have  an  opportunity  of  commemorating  the 
success  of  the  special  effort  which  had  been  made,  and 
of  expressing  their  gratitude  to  the  ohairman  of  their 
board  for  his  abundant  labours  generally.  The  Earl  of 
Wemyss  and  March  took  the  chair  on  that  occasion,  and 
the  secretary-superintendent,  Mr.  G.  A.  Cross,  was  able 
to  announce  before  the  banquet,  was  ended  that,  as  a 
testimonial  to  their  honoured  guest,  some  hundreds 
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more  than  the  remaining  4.000Z.  required  to  provide  for  the 
work  which  he  had  undertaken  had  been  colleoted. 

Among  other  benefactions  to  the  hospital,  Major  Morgan 
endowed  a  bed  by  a  gift  of  1,0002.,  and  in  testimony  to  his 
invaluble  services,  a  ward  was  some  years  ago  named  "  The 
Vanghan  Morgan  Ward."  He  was  an  ardent  champion  of 
medioal  reforms,  took  a  foremost  place  in  the  famous  "  Odium 
Medicum  "  controversy  in  the  Times  a  few  years  ago,  and 
on  another  occasion  offered  to  St.  George's  Hospital  an 
annual  subscription  of  1.000Z.  a  year  for  five  years  on  the 
condition  that  a  fair  test  of  the  homoeopathic  system  should 
be  made  in  its  wards. 

To  those  colleagues  and  friends  whom  he  had  served  so 
well  it  is  a  melancholy  satisfaction  to  remember  that  advan- 
tage was  taken  of  the  only  time  available  for  an  expression 
of  their  thanks.  Major  Morgan  had  just  then  apparently 
recovered  from  a  severe  illness,  and  soon  after  he  was  to  be 
stricken  by  that  which  was  to  prove  fatal.  He  served  his 
generation  well,  and  his  memory  will  be  honoured  in  many 
circles. 


SCENES  FROM  EASTERN  DRUG- PLANTATIONS. 


THE  scenes  represented  in  the  following  illustrations  are 
reproduced  from  Dr.  Alexander  Tschirch's  book  "  Indische 
Heil-  und  Nutzpflanzen,  und  deren' Cultur,"  *  upon  which  we 
comment  in  another  part  of  this  issue.  The  work  contains 
no  less  than  128  illustrations,  reproduced  from  photographs, 
mostly  taken  by  the  author  himself.    The  first  view  shows

a  cinchona-  plantation  in  Java.  The  little  seedlings  in  the 
foreground  are  a  Succirubra  nursery.  When  the  time  arrives 
to  plant  out  the  seedlings  in  a  regular  plantation  two  coolies 
ca  efully  remove  the  covering  of  the  youDg  shoots,  pull  them 
out  by  the  roots,  taking  care  first  to  moisten  the  earth  round 
about,  so  that  it  shall  adhere  to  the  roots,  place  the  shoots  on 
a  tray,  and  cover  them  with  Pisang  leaves  to  protect  them. 
Two  other  coolies  carry  the  tray  as  quickly  as  possible  to  the 
plantation-ground,  where  the  seedlings  are  at  once  replanted 
under  European  supervision  The  trees  in  the  backgromd 
are  a  full-grown  plantation  of  Cincliona  Ledgeriana,  Moens. 
While  exploring  the  bark  estates  in  Western  Java,  Dr. 
Tschirch  was  disegreeably  reminded  that  living  among  the 
cinchonas  gives  no  immunity  from  fever.  On  one  occasion 
he  was  suddenly  seized  with  malaria  while  standing  under 
a  magnificent  Ledger-tree  in  Bandong,  and  had  to  ward  off 
the  attack  by  swallowirjg  compressed  quinine  tablets,  which

the  local  pharmacist  obtained  all  the  way  from  Berlin.  The 
first  illustration  on  page  309  shows  the  late  Mr.  B.  Moens,  the 
assistant- director  of  the  Java  Government  gardens,  to  whose 
indomitable  perseverance  the  cinchona  industry  in  that 
island  owes  much  of  its  present  position,  reclining  in  the 
shade  of  his  own  cinchona-tree  of  the  Ledger  variety  which 
bears  his  name.  The  plantation  is  a  typical  Javanese  Kina- 
tuin,  or  cinchona-garden. 

Gbafting. 

Great  attention  has  been  paid  in  Java  lately  to  the  inter- 
mixture of  the  cinchoDa  varieties  by  grafting.  The  first 
grafting  experiments  were  made  as  far  back  as  1866,  in 
Teysmann's  days.  Director  Van  Gorkom  afterwards  devoted 
much  time  to  the  pursuit  of  this  mode  of  culture,  and  the 
present  director  of  the  Government  gardens,  Mr.  Van 
Romunde,  believes  that  the  grafting- process  has  a  consider- 
able future,  in  proof  of  which  conviction  he  has  caused  it  to 
be  extensively  resorted  to  in  some  of  the  gardens  under  his 
care— at  Tirtasari,  for  instance.  The  grafting  of  the  slow- 
growing  Ledgers  upon  the  strong,  hardy,  and  quick-growing 
Suecirubras  has  not.up  to  the  present  time,  yielded  favourable 
results,  for  it  is  found  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  the 
cinchonidine  of  the  Succirubra  is  absorbed  by  the  Ledger- 
graft,  which  is  originally  wanting  in,  or  but  sparingly  pro- 
vided with,  this  alkaloid ;  while,  contrariwise,  the  quinine 
from  the  Ledger  passes  into  the  parent  stem,  the  result  being 
a  tree  containing  less  quinine  but  more  cinchonidine  than 
the  trunk,  a  transformation  which,  needless  to  say,  is  not  a 
desirable  one. 

Dr.  Tschirch  gives  some  striking  instances  of  what  we 
may  term  this  alkaloid-exchange.  A  Ledger  tree,  raised  from 
American  seed,  yielded  9  79  per  cent,  of  quinine ;  grafted 
upon  a  Succirubra,  the  combination  resulted  in  the  produc- 
tion of  a  bark  analysing  only  732  per  cent,  quinine,  but 
also  2-77  per  cent,  cinchonidine.  From  another  Ledger, 
yielding  in  the  natural  state  1101  per  cent,  quinine  and  no 
cinchonidine,  grafting  upon  Succirubra  produced  a  bark 
yielding  8-61  per  cent,  of  quinine  and  1  11  per  cent,  cin- 
chonidine. On  the  other  hand  the  tucoirubra  trees  become 
richer  in  quinine  by  grafting,  the  bark  of  one  tree  increasing 
its  percentage  from  1  5  to  2  7  per  cent.,  that  of  another  from 
1  5  to  165  per  cent.  The  book  contains  altogether  fifteen 
illustrations  showing  the  cultivation  and  preparation  of  cin- 
chona, while  the  tea-culture  claims  seventeen,  coffee  six,  and 
cocoa  four. 

Nux  Vomica. 

The  next  view  shows  a  full-grown  StrycJinos  tree  in  the 
Government  Gardens  at  Buitenzorg,  near  Batavia.  The  tree  is 
a  native  of  Ceylon ;  it  attains  a  height  of  about  30  feet,  and, 
notwithstanding  its  attractive  appearance  in  the  photograph, 
the  author  describes  it  as  neither  imposing  nor  beautiful — 
the  flowers,  plain,  insignificant,  of  a  yellow-green  colour,  con- 
tributing nothing  to  heighten  the  effect  of  the  tree. 

The  Tamabind. 

The  Tama/rindus  indica,  of  which  the  illustration  shows 
a  full-grown  specimen  in  a  thick  plantation  in  Java  is 
a  tree  of  very  different  appearance.  Neither  in  Java  nor 
in  Ceylon  is  it  cultivated  in  regular  gardens,  but  the  beauty 
of  its  growth  and  the  amplitude  of  its  foliage  have  brought 
it  into  favour  as  a  shade-giving  tree.  The  tamarind  appears 
at  its  best  in  the  season  when  it  is  covered  with  its  myriads 
of  delicate  flowers,  or  in  the  fruiting  period,  when  thousands 
of  long,  fawn-coloured  fruit-pods  droop  down  from 
their  long  stalks.  A  tamarind-tree  50  or  60  feet  in  height 
is  by  no  means  rare,  but  this  altitude  is  only  attained  after 
many  years,  the  tree  being  one  of  very  slow  growth.  The 
great  square  in  Batavia,  the  "  Koningsplein,"  is  shaded  by 
magnificent  avenues  of  tamarind-trees. 

Benzoin. 

The  berzoin-tree  (Styrax  Be7izoin,  Drjander)— in  Malay, 
"  Kay oo  Keminyan"— is  a  native  of  Sumatra  and  Java.  The 
tree  grows  to  a  moderate  size — the  specimen  represented  in 
the  picture  is  about  40  feet  high— its  leaves,  flowers,  and 
fruit  are  of  a  plain  grey  colour,  which  does  not  add  to  its 
dignity  or  beauty.  A  Dutch  planter  in  Java  has  established 
a  benzoin  plantation  of  70,000  trees  on  the  northern  slope 
of  the  Sftlak  volcano  ;  but,  although  he  imported  labourers 
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from  Sumatra  on  purpose,  and  the  mode  of  preparing  the 
gum  followed  in  Sumatra  is  known  in  all  particulars,  the 
culture  does  not  appear  to  flourish  very  well  in  Java. 

The  Nutmeg. 
The  last  picture  represents  a  group  of  trees  in  the  Govern- 
ment Botanical  Gardens  in  Java.  The  two  large  trees  to  the 
right  are  nutmeg-trees  {My  ristioa fragrant,  Houtt.).  The  left 
part  of  the  illustration  shows  JSlettaria  speeiosa,  and  some  of 
the  smaller  Zingiberaceas.  The  nutmeg- tree,  says  Dr.  Tschirch, 
reminds  the  European  traveller  of  the  vegetation  of  his  own 
home  more  closely  than  almost  any  other  tropical  plant.  Its 
handsome,  well-proportioned  stem,  the  elegant  pyramid  of 
its  richly-verdured  crown,  the  small  leaves — all  these 
peculiarities  makes  him  think  of  the  pear-tree  of  his  own 
gardens,  only  that  every  part  of  the  nutmeg- tree,  branch - 
formation  as  well  as  outline,  seems  more  beautiful  and 
noble.    The  average  height  of  the  tree  does  not  exceed

30  feet,  or  its  circumference  from  8  to  10  feet,  though  in  the 
wild  state  it  grows  twice  or  thiee  times  as  high.  The 
nutmeg- tree,  it  is  true,  does  not  shine  by  the  magnificence  of 
its  flowers,  which,  though  abundant,  and  of  a  pleasant 
orange  fragrance,  are  small,  unobtrusive,  and  strikingly  like 
those  of  the  hawthorn  ;  but  its  peach-sized,  oval,  pale  yellow 
fruit  peeps  kindly  through  the  verdure,  and  the  vivid  red 
arillus,  glancing  through  the  burst  fruit,  and  contrasting 
effectively  with  the  dark  brown  seed-husk,  imparts  a  strong 
and  characteristic  colour  to  the  whole.  The  tree  bears  fruit 
and  flowers  simultaneously  almost  all  the  year  through. 


Vooley't  Cyclop<cdia  of  Praotioal  Receipts  and  Collateral 
Information  in  the  Arts,  Manufactures,  Professions,  and 
Trades.  Seventh  edition.  Revised  and  greatly  enlarged. 
By  W.  North,  M.A.  (Camb.),  F.C.S.  2  vols.,  pp.  1,827. 
42j.    London :  J.  &  A  Churchill. 

In  the  course  of  its  gradual  development  through  the 
hands  of  several  editors,  Cooley  has  grown  to  much  more 
than  double  its  original  size.  It  makes  a  large  leap  in  bulk 
in  emerging  from  the  sixth  into  the  seventh  edition ;  for, 
though  only  some  thirty  pages  have  been  added,  there  is  an 
increased  superficial  area  of  some  five  or  six  square  inches 
on  each  page,  representing  a  fair-sized  volume  of  enlargement 
in  the  total.  Among  the  additions  to  the  work  the  editor 
expressly  alludes  to  chapters  on  photography,  surveying,  and 
insects  injurious  to  crops,  the  last  section  being  practically 
a  reproduction  of  Mr.  Whitehead's  official  reports  to  the 
Board  of  Agriculture.  Evidently  the  country  gentleman  and 
the  farmer  have  been  particularly  thought  of,  and  we  suppose 
a  good  many  of  these  stock  Cooley  in  their  libraries.  Its 


principal  reputation,  however,  we  presume,  is  still  as  a  refer- 
ence-companion for  the  chemist  and  druggist ;  and  as  such  in 
variety,  in  completeness,  and,  we  think,  generally  in  reliability, 
it  continues  (as  it  should  be  at  the  price)  well  ahead  of  any 
competitor.  The  pharmacy  of  the  work  has  been  brought  up 
to  date  by  Mr.  A.  W.  Gerrard.  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
has  evidently  been  found  useful  by  the  present  compilers  as 
well  as  by  their  predecessors,  but  the  recognition  of  our 
assistance  is  not  so  liberal  as  it  might  have  been  if  our  title 
had  been  a  little  more  foreign. 


Prescribing  and  Treatment  in  Diseases  of  Infants  and 
Children.  By  Philip  E.  Muskett.  Edinburgh  and 
London,  1891 :  Young  J.  Pentland.  32mo.  Pp.  xii.,293. 
6*.  6d. 

Theee  is  no  task  more  difficult  to  the  physician  than  the 
treatment  of  infants  and  children.  "  Few  practitioners," 
said  an  eminent  lecturer  the  other  day,  "  can  approach  with 
equanimity  the  bedside  of  a  sick  infant  or  young  child,  make 
with  absolutely  certainty  the  diagnosis,  forecast  with 
accuracy  the  cause,  and  lay  down  with  a  feeling  of  security 
the  lines  of  treatment  of  the  disease.  The  younger  the 
child,  the  more  doubtful  will  be  the  diagnosis,  prognosis, 
and  therapeutic  success  of  the  case."  Part  of  the  difficulty 
here  referred  to  arises  from  the  inability  of  the  little  patients 
to  express  their  feelings  in  more  definite  language  than  a  cry, 
and  an  equal  part  is  certainly  due  to  the  appalling  neglect  of 
the  diseases  of  children  in  the  medical  curriculum.  The 
helplessness  of  some  physicians  at  the  bedside  of  child- 
patients  is  one  of  the  most  painful  reflections  upon  the 
medical  education  of  to-day,  and,  in  a  certain  respect,  it  ex- 
plains why  chemists  are  so  often  called  upon  to  prescribe  for 
the  simple  ailments  of  children.  There  are  too  few  books  of 
the  compass  of  the  one  now  before  us.  It  is  in  essence  a 
pocket  manual — helpful  to  the  physician  as  a  remembrancer, 
and  useful  to  the  chemist  in  controlling  his  relations  with 
the  cases  which  are  brought  to  him  for  friendly  advice.  Mr. 
Muskett  was  formerly  senior  resident  medical  officer  of 
Sydney  Hospital,  and  he  has  had  good  opportunities  (of 
which  he  has  taken  full  advantage)  to  study  children's  com- 
plaints. His  little  volume  is  a  thoroughly  practical  work. 
In  the  first  part,  entitled  "  Dosage  and  Therapeutics,"  the 
uses  of  different  drugs  and  preparations  are  described, 
special  attention  being  given  to  doses.  Then  comes  the 
second  or  more  valuable  part  of  the  volume,  on  "  The  Treat- 
ment of  Disease  in  Infants  and  Children."  Prominence  is 
given  to  diagnosis  in  many  cases,  but  in  others  the  author 
appears  to  have  assumed  that  those  who  use  the  volume 
have  a  knowledge  of  the  diseases  which  are  described,  and 
he  therefore  confines  himself  to  notes  on  the  course  of  the 
diseases,  with  hints  as  to  precautions  and  the  care  of  the 
patients.  In  these  respects  Mr.  Muskett's  book  is  a  valuable 
aid  to  those  possessing  medical  knowledge,  while  in  the 
purely  therapeutical  department  it  is  far  ahead  of  most 
medical  works  in  rational  prescribing,  the  author  having 
given  particular  attention  to  the  pharmaceutical  soundness 
of  his  combinations.  There  is  much  in  the  book  which  we 
have  marked  for  quotation,  but  we  can  only  give  three  ex- 
cerpts at  this  time : — 

Constipation.— Halt  a  grain  sulph.  preecip.,  with  a  little  sugar,  and 
coloured  with  coohiucal,  at  bedtime.  Often  very  efficacious  in  infantile 
constipation. 

Two  and  a  half  to  5  grains  mag.  sulph.,  10  minims  syr.  zingiber.,  and  aq. 
ancthi  to  3j->  10  infant,  t.d.s.,  when  the  stools  are  hard  and  paler  than 
normal. 

For  the  constipation  of  older  children,  10  minims  of  ext.  cas.  sag.  liq. 
may  be  given  to  children  6  years  old,  onoe  or  several  times  a  day,  if 

necessary. 

Cough  (Simple).— [Six  other  varieties  are  described.] 
Two  and  a  half  minims  vin.  ipecac,  21  minims  tr.  oamph.  co.,  20  minims 
glycerlnl,  and  oq.  meuth.  pip.  to       to  infant  12  months  old,  p.r.n.  ;  in 
simple,  irritating,  dry  cough. 

Indigestion.— In  the  attacks  of  aoute  infantile  indigestion  which 
arise,  Eustaoe  Smith  recommends  that  all  food  should  be  stopped,  and 
nothing  allowed  but  cold  barloy-water.  If  the  breith  be  sour,  and  the 
tongue  ooated,  an  emetlo  of  ipecacuanha- wine  will  relieve  the  loaded 
stomach,  and  5  grains  of  pulv.  rhei  et  magnesias  will  clear  irritating 
matter,  from  the  bowels.  A  weak  poultice  of  mustard  and  flour.  1  part  of 
the  former  to  7  of  the  latter,  to  the  epigastrium  is  also  benefloial.  When 
the  acuteness  of  the  attaok  has  passed  off,  a  return  may  be  made  to  half 
milk  and  half  barley-water.

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ENGLISH  PHARMACIES  ABROAD. 


GERMANY. 

ENGLISH  pharmacies,  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  do  not 
exist  in  Germany,  as  the  regulations  of  the  German  phar- 
maceutical law  preclude  any  foreigner  from  even  buying  a 
pharmacy  or  a  licence  unless  he  has  passed  all  the  German 
examinations.  Practically  it  is  impossible  for  the  foreigner 
to  do  this,  as  it  would,  for  instance,  involve  attendance  at  a 
German  elementary  school  in  order  to  obtain  the  certificate 
which  is  required  as  a  preliminary  to  apprenticeship. 

But  it  must  not,  therefore,  be  imagined  that  no  English 
dispensing  is  done,  or  that  English-speaking  customers  are 
unknown.  Quite  the  reverse  ;  in  some  watering-places  and 
health-resorts  the  apotheker  depends  almost  entirely  upon 
the  wealthy  Englishmen]  who  spend  the  summer  months 
there. 

If  one  goes  during  the  summer  to  Homburg,  or  Baden- 


THB  ENGLISH  PHARMACY  IN  BADEN-BADEN, 

whioh  we  here  illustrate,  shows  the  elaborate  style  in  which 
it  is  fitted.  The  work  has  been  all  executed  in  pure 
Renaissance  style  in  American  walnut-wood.  The  floor 
is  in  mosaic,  and  the  ceiling  is  decorated  with  a  fine  painting, 
which  alone  cost  300Z.  The  dispensing-counters  are  topped 
with  marble,  and  the  four  dispensing-desks  seen  on  the  left 
and  in  the  background  of  the  picture  are  all  uniformly  fitted. 

As  a  kind  of  concession  to  foreign  ideas,  a  separate  room, 
also  decorated  in  the  Renaissance  style,  is  provided  for 
specialities  and  patent  articles,  another  distinct  department 
for  invalids'  requisites,  dressings,  and  the  like,  and  a  third 
for  homoeopathic  pharmacy  and  dispensing.  The  private 
office  is  also  in  a  style  uniform  with  the  Apotheke  itself. 
As  a  matter  of  course  there  are  large  store-rooms,  a  labora- 
tory, a  mineral-water  manufactory,  &c. 

In  this  pharmaoy  over  1,200  proprietary  medicines  are  kept, 
and  the  posts  at  the  four  dispensing-counters  are  filled  by 
assistants  who  not  only  are  supposed  to  be  able  to  speak

Baden,  or  Wiesbaden,  a  considerable  proportion  of  visitors 
will  be  recognised  as  English  or  American,  and  in  some 
of  these  places  the  visitor  may  enjoy  a  good  British  game  of 
cricket  or  lawn-tennis. 

A  typical  "English  "pharmacy  in  Germany  is  the  Hof- 
Apotheke  of  Baden-Baden,  called  also  "  The  English  Phar- 
macy." This  business  has  two  principals— Mr.  Rieffel  and  Dr. 
Hoffmann— a  ciroumstance  which  in  itself  is  an  indication 
that  it  is  a  very  valuable  one,  and  that  a  large  amount  of 
capital  was  required  to  purchase  it. 

Taking  a  partner  into  a  chemist's  business  in  Germany  is 
by  no  means  a  matter  of  frequent  occurrence.  Only  within 
the  last  decade  or  so  has  it  begun  to  be  occasionally 
adopted.  In  former  times  such  a  partnership  would  have 
been  regarded  as  giving  the  undertaking  a  commercial  look, 
and  would,  therefore,  have  been  injurious  to  its  prestige 
among  its  colleagues.  That  it  is  now  recognised  is,  to  a 
great  extent,  due  to  foreign  influence,  whioh  has  removed 
the  old  prejudice,  as  well  as  to  the  necessity,  if  the  foreign 
connection  of  so  large  a  business  is  to  be  kept  up,  for  the 
constant  presence  of  one  of  the  principals  in  the  business- 
premises. 


English,  but  to  have  had  practical  experience  in  English 
dispensing  as  well. 

THE  COURT  APOTHEKE  IN  WIESBADEN, 

another  pharmacy  with  an  English  reputation,  belongs  to  Mr. 
Christian  Neuss,  known  for  his  researches  on  iodoform  and 
bitter-almond  water.  The  foreign  custom  in  Wiesbaden  is  the 
more  constant  as  the  climate  is  such  as  to  permit  delicate 
patients  and  those  who  fear  the  cold  to  spend  the  whole 
year  there. 

Mr.  Neuss  produces  every  form  of  dressing  materials,  and 
also  prepares  the  various  pharmaceutical  preparations  from 
the  hot  springs— e.g.,  the  so-called  Wiesbaden  Kochbrunnen 
Salze. 

In  both  of  these  pharmacies  there  is  in  the  cellar  a  special 
division  where  all  the  tinctures,  extracts,  and  ointments  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia  are  kept,  as  well  as  the  liniments, 
which  elsewhere  in  Germany  are  unknown,  and  both  have 
labels  of  all  kinds  printed  in  English,  such  as  "  Eye  Salve," 
"  Shake  the  Bottle,"  "  For  External  Use,"  "  Poison,"  "  Not  to 
be  Taken,"  and  other  such  general  directions  and  terms.  Mr. 
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Neuss  styles  his  place  "  The  English  Dispensary,"  on  all  his 
labels,  even  the  German. 

FOBBION  PATBNT  MEDI0INB8. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  what  quantities  of  English 
patent  medicines  are  sold  in  these  businesses.  There  is  one 
drawback  associated  with  the  sale  of  these  articles — namely, 
that  a  shilling  is  about  equivalent  to  a  mark,  and  the  British 
customer  knows  what  he  pays  for  the  box  or  bottle  in 
England,  and  being  further  aware  that  many  of  these 
specialities  may  be  obtained  in  Germany  unstamped ,  thinks 
they  ought  to  be  cheaper. 

Before  the  Franco-German  war  there  was  a  good  contin- 
gent of  French  customers  in  the  pharmacies  of  the  German 
watering-places,  and  their  patronage  was  chiefly  cultivated. 
All  this,  however,  has  been  changed,  and  very  few  French 
are  now  seen  at  such  resorts.  In  the  earlier  times  it  was  a 
general  rule  to  charge  a  mark  for  what  was  priced  in  France 
at  a  franc,  and  thus  make  an  extra  profit  of  25  per  cent. 
The  same  thing  cannot  be  done  in  dealing  with  the  English 
proprietary  articles.

It  need  scarcely  be  said  that  the  German  assistant  is  not 
always  equal  to  the  demands  made  upon  his  knowledge  of 
the  foreign  language  by  customers,  and  both  parties  to  the 
transaction  are  relieved  when  it  is  satisfactorily  accomplished 
by  the  aid  of  the  dictionary  and  of  signs  indicating  the 
location  of  the  disease,  such  signs  often  playing  as  pro- 
minent a  part  as  verbal  expression. 

ITALY. 

Florence  boasts  of  two  large  and  handsome  English 
pharmacies— the  old-established  business  of  H.  Roberts 
&  Co.,  and  that  of  Henry  Groves,  the  eminent  botanist  whose

death  in  March  last  was  so  greatly  lamented  by  his  many 
English  and  Italian  friends,  and  by  the  world  of  botanical 
science. 


These  pharmacies  are  located  in  two  of  the  principal  streets 
of  Florence,  and,  in  comparison  with  the  average  English  or 
continental  shops,  are  remarkable  for  size  and  elegance. 
The  shops  are  about  twenty  feet  high,  with  arched  ceilings 
and  walls  decorated  with  that  ornamental  relief  work  in  which 
the  Italians  are  so  skilful.  The  modern  Italians  have  followed 
their  progenitors  the  Romans  in  the  style  and  substantial 
character  of  their  buildings.  Nearly  all  the  floors  are  of 
marble,  and  are  supported  by  stone  arches.  The  walls  are 
usually  three  or  four  feet  thick,  hence  the  buildings  have 
usually  a  grand,  though  rather  heavy,  appearance.  Both  of 
the  shops  referred  to  have  handsome  fronts  of  from  40  to 
50  feet  wide,  with  plate-glass  windows.  The  laboratories 
and  offices  adjoin  the  dispensing  establishment. 

Florence  is  a  favourite  winter  residence  of  English  and 
Americans.  The  city  is  particularly  pleasant  in  the  spring 
and  autumn,  and  the  Arno,  flowing  through  it  from  the 
mountains,  has  a  tendency  to  keep  the  air  cool  in  summer. 

Florence  is  noted  for  its  fine  air,  pleasant  English  and 
American  society,  and  its  splendid  shops.  It  is  also  a  centre 
of  art  and  music,  and  possesses  a  magnifient  cathedral ;  while 
another  of  its  beautiful  churches,  built  of  black  and  white 
marble,  with  panels  of  porphyry  embellished  with  floral 
designs,  is  celebrated  as  the  Westminster  Abbey  of  Italy,  and 
contains,  among  other  monuments,  the  tomb  of  Galileo. 
In  the  middle  ages,  Florence,  as  all  the  world  knows,  was 
one  of  the  wealthiest  cities  of  the  world.  Nowadays  many 
of  its  splendid  buildings  and  palaces  have  been  turned  into 
hotels,  and  very  good  modern  hotels  too — quite  as  good  as 
any  in  Rome  or  Venice. 

The  main  room  of  the  Farmacia  Roberts  is  probably 
larger  than  other  pharmacy  in  England  or  on  the  Continent, 
and  the  principal  room  in  Groves'  establishment  is  nearly  as 
large.  Both  firms  are  compelled  to  carry  a  very  varied  stock, 
including  nearly  all  the  medicines  in  general  demand  in 
England,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  English  visitors  and 
residents.  They  also  have  large  stocks  of  English  perfumes, 
soaps,  brushes,  &c. 

Messrs.  Roberts  &  Co.  have  developed  a  large  trade  in 
numerous  specialities  which  they  advertise  in  Italy.  The 
Italians  have  great  confidence  in  English  drugs  and  medi- 
cines, and  the  firm  do  business  with  the  chemists  in  all  the 
principal  towns  of  Italy  and  endeavour  to  keep  up  with  the 
times  by  procuring  all  the  new  preparations  as  they  come 
out.    The  firm  has  a  branch  establishment  in  Rome. 

PHARMACY  IN  ITALY. 

Pharmacy  in  Italy  has  made  great  progress  during  the  last 
forty  years,  since  communication  with  other  countries  has 
been  rendered  easy  ;  formerly  tamarinds  and  castor  oil  were 
ihe  two  principal  drugs  employed  iu  the  country,  while  now 
the  doctors  try  all  the  new  medicines  they  read  of  in  the 
journals. 

Recently  a  law  has  been  passed  by  the  Italian  Parliament 
requiring  that  the  formula  or  composition  of  every  medicine 
put  up  for  sale  over  the  counter  shall  be  stated  on  the  label. 
This  has  created  a  good  deal  of  work  for  the  printers,  but 
has  not  so  far  decreased  the  sale  of  Messrs.  Roberts' 
specialities.  They  complain,  however,  that  they  are  now 
often  told  that  persons  who  ask  for  their  goods  at  Italian 
pharmacies  are  assured  that  the  substitute  offered  is  made 
exactly  according  to  Messrs.  Roberts  &  Co.'s  formula,  and  is 
just  as  good  as  the  original. 

The  botanioal  collection  made  by  Mr.  Groves,  and,  lately 
presented  to  the  nation  by  Mrs.  Groves, his  widow, is  regarded 
as  a  most  valuable  acquisition  to  the  Florence  Museum.  It 
is  unusually  complete,  and  is  estimated  to  be  worth  several 
hundred  pounds. 

The  pharmacy  is  still  owned  by  Mrs.  Groves,  and  is  con- 
ducted in  the  same  way  as  it  was  by  her  husband,  under  the 
managership  of  Mr.  Fr.  Miinstermann  assisted  by  Mr. 
MacGregor,  formerly  of  Aberdeen.  Both  these  gentleman  have 
had  a  large  continental  experience,  and  are  preparing  them- 
selves for  the  higher  Italian  qualifications  in  pharmacy. 
Mr.  Miinstermann  is  a  native  of  Bremen. 

A  MILAN  PHARMACY 

In  Milan  there  is  no  pharmacy  owned  by  a  native  of  the 
British  Isles,  but  among  the  Italian  pharmacies  especially

patronised  by  the  British  residents  in  the  ancient  oity  that 
of  Zambeletti  is  specially  prominent. 


This  pharmacy,  founded  in  1820,  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant in  the  Kingdom  of  Italy.  It  owes  its  development 
to  the  late  Cavaliere  L.  Zambeletti,  an  Italian  pharmacist 
and  a  member  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
of  London,  whose  efforts  have  contributed  largely  to  the 
improvement  of  the  standard  of  pharmaceutical  examina- 
tions in  Italy.  The  clients  of  M.  Zambeletti's  pharmacy 
comprise  a  large  number  of  the  resident  foreigners,  especially 
English  and  Americans,  the  house  being  well  stocked  with 
English  and  American  specialities,  and  an  English  assistant 
being  employed  in  it.  The  British  wholesale  houses  in  England 
from  which  the  firm  of  Zambeletti  buys  are  Evans,  Lescher  & 
Webb ;  S.  Maw,  Son  &  Thompson ;  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co. ; 
Howards  &  Sons;  Duncan,  Flockbart&  Co.;  F.Newbery&Sons  ; 
and  Mr.  Henry  ;  and  the  firm  does  a  large  wholesale  business 
in  addition  to  its  retail  trade.  The  pharmacy  now  belongs  to 
the  Cavaliere  Zambeletti's  son,  a  doctor  of  chemistry,  who  has 
added  to  it  a  special  laboratory  for  chemical  analysis.  The 
direction  of  the  business  is  confided  to  Signor  R.  Montanari. 

AN  ARTISTIC  CALENDAR. 

From  the  firm  of  Zambeletti  we  have  received  a  specimen 
of  a  most  artistic  and  handsome  calendar,  with  which  the 
bouse  is  in  the  habit  of  presenting  its  customers.  This 
calendar,  of  which  we  give  a  reproduction,  is  about 
12  inches  long  by  8  inches  wide.  It  is  printed  in  colours 
on  paper  which  strikingly  resembles  an  ancient  parchment, 
and  may  be  hung  against  the  wall  by  a  broad  piece  of 
twisted  yellow  cotton,  secured  by  a  big  red  seal.  The 
calendar  bears  the  counterfeit  representation  of  Andrea  of 
Milan,  who  flourithed  in  the  twelfth  century,  and  a  legend 
in  mediaeval  Italian,  to  the  effect  that  the  establishment 
known  as  Zambeletti's,  selling  drugs,  herbs,  and  other  phar- 
maceutical goods,  under  licence  and  powers  conferred  by 
the  high  authorities  of  the  city,  and  which  establishment 
exists  in  the  good  city  of  Milan  since  1820,  near  the  Church  of 
San  Carlo,  in  Porta  Rentia,  offers  and  presents,  With  unal- 
terable devotion  and  proffer  of  service,  its  new  calendar,  to 
its  most  esteemed  and  noble  customers. 

At  the  back  of  the  calendar  are  four  red  ribbons,  each 
bearing  two  medals  at  the  end,  and  printed  respectively 
with  the  years  to  the  end  of  the  present  century,  the  names 
of  the  months  and  days,  and  the  dates.  By  pulling  the 
ribbans  into  their  proper  position  the  right  date  is  shown 
through  a  small  aperture  in  the  paper. 

The  medals  at  the  end  of  the  ribbons  are  very  artistically 
executed,  and  bear  on  the  obverse  the  legend,  "  In  Ferri 
Arseniato  Sanitas"  (arseniate  of  iron  being  a  prominent  pre- 
paration of  the  firm),  and  on  the  reverse  the  familiar  cup 


and- serpent  device.  The  same  device  is  borne  by  the  large 
vermilion  Beal  in^the  left  bottom  corner  of  the  calendar. 
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ROME. 

Rome  has  no  less  than  fou^English  pharmacies— viz  .those 
of  Messrs.  Baker  &  Co.,  Roberts  &  Co.,  and  Sinimberghi, 
Evans  &  Co. — all  old-established  houses,  and  that  of  Mr.  Wall, 
who  has  but  lately  started  business.  All  these  t  hops  rank 
among  the  finest  of  their  kind  in  the  Eternal  City.  Hie  first 
and  third  named  businesses  are  owned  exclusively  by 
Englishmen,  and  enjoy  a  first-class  Italian  as  well  as  English 
trade.  Messrs.  Baker's  place  of  business,  which  is  now 
owned  by  a  Mr.  Passarge,  is  opposite  the  Ship  Fountain,  in 
the  Piazza  di  Spagna,  the  historic  spot  where  the  Emperor 
Augustus  caused  an  artificial  lake  to  be  made  for  miniature 
naval  battles,  the  Colosseum  being  too  small  for  that  purpose. 
The  floating  population  of  Rome  is  cosmopolitan  to  a  degree, 
and  chemists'  assistants  will  find  a  knowledge  of  about 
sixteen  languages  a  useful  adjunct  to  their  pharmaceutical 
armour. 
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VARNISHES. 


N  his  Natwre  review  of  Prof.  A.  H. 
Church's  work  "  Ohemistrj  of  Paints 
and  Painting,"  Dr.  Hugo  Miiller 
makes  some  valuable  remarks  on  the 
manufacture  and  properties  of  var- 
nishes. These  apply  particularly  to 
oil-painting,  but  the  principles  enu- 
merated are  of  universal  application 
in  varnish-making.  After  pointing 
out  that  mastic-varnish  is  simply  a 
surface-varnish,  and  should  never  be 
mixed  with  oil-varnishes,  he  proceeds 
to  speak  of  fat  or  oil  varnishes, 
which  are  of  greater  importance  than 
mastic- varnish.  They  are  compounds 
of  the  harder  lesins,  such  as  amber 


and  the  different  kinds  of  copals, 
with  linseed  oil,  and  diluted  with  oil  of  turpentine.  They 
form  in  reality  the  vehicle  or  medium  for  modern  oil- 
painting,  and  consequently  furnish  ultimately  the  matrix 
in  which  the  particles  of  the  colour  are  embedded  and 
held  together.  Next  to  the  stability  of  the  colours,  it  is 
then  the  durability  of  this  varnish  medium,  in  combina- 
tion with  dry  linseed  oil,  on  which  the  permanency  of 
the  oil-painting  mainly  depends.  On  the  assumption  that 
the  valuable  qualities  of  the  hard  resins  are  maintained  in 
the  varnishes  derived  from  them,  it  is  understood  that 
artists'  varnishes  are  prepared  only  from  the  hardest  and 
most  tenacious  kinds  of  resins.  Unfortunately,  these  are  the 
most  unmanageable  and  the  least  soluble,  and  require  the 
highest  degree  of  heat  to  bring  them  into  fusion  for  the  pur- 
pose of  effecting  the  combination  with  the  linseed  oil  and  oil 
of  turpentine  in  the  process  of  making  varnish.  Even  the 
most  powerful  solvents,  such  as  acetone,  ether,  benzene, 
chloroform,  aniline,  and  phenol,  have  only  a  limited  solvent 
action  upon  amber  or  the  harder  semi-fossil  kinds  of  copal ; 
and  their  solution  can  only  be  effected  after  they  have  under- 
gone a  profound  change  by  fusion  or  otherwise.  In  opposition 
to  what  is  generally  stated,  neither  amber  nor  the  semi- 
fossil  hard  copals  are  fusible  in  the  ordinary  sense  of  the 
word ;  for  they  require  to  be  kept  at  a  high  temperature,  in 
suitable  vessels,  for  a  considerable  time  before  they  become 
gradually  liquefied  by  the  action  of  the  heavy  oily  products 
of  their  own  decomposition.  Amber  and  copal,  when  thus 
once  melted,  are  completely  changed ;  they  are  now  fusible 
at  a  low  temperature  ;  they  have  become  readily  soluble  in 
ordinary  solvents,  and  miscible  with  heated  linseed  oil ;  but 
at  the  same  time  the  original  hardness  of  the  resins  is  greatly 
reduced,  and  the  colour  has  become  of  a  more  or  less  dark 
tint. 

It  remains  to  be  proved  whether  much  is  gained  by  using 
the  very  hardest  resins,  instead  of  softer  and  more  tractable 
kinds  which  yield  lighter-coloured  varnishes ;  and  this  is  a 
subject  which,  in  Dr.  Muller's  opinion,  deserves  investiga- 
tion. Varnish-making  is  still  a  secret  trade ;  and  the  nature 
of  varnishes,  more  than  any  other  artists'  materials, 
is  involved  in  much  obscurity.  There  are  no  chemical 
methods  known  for  ascertaining  the  nature  or  proportion  of 
the  ingredients  used  in  their  preparation,  and  as  time  is  the 
most  important  factor  in  proving  the  quality  of  varnishes, 
direct  practical  experimental  tests  may  be  misleading. 

A  new  process  for  making  varnish,  said  to  be  in  use  on  the 
Continent,  consists  in  heating  the  resins  with  the  solvents  in 
autoclaves  under  high  pressure ;  and  there  are  also  processes 
recommended  which  seem  especially  adapted  for  those  who 
wish  to  make  their  own  varnishes  on  a  small  scale.  These 
latter  depend  on  the  peculiar  change  which  the  hard  copals 
undergo  when  exposed  for  some  time,  in  a  state  of  very  fine 
powder,  to  the  action  of  hot  air,  whereby  the  resin  is 
rendered  more  soluble  without  becoming  much  discoloured. 
Prof.  Church  describes  such  a  process,  in  which  the  finely- 
powdered  resin,  after  having  been  exposed  for  some  time  to 
the  action  of  air  at  a  temperature  of  220°  C,  is  first  dissolved 
in  chloroform,  then  mixed  with  oil  of  turpentine,  and  after 
the  chloroform  has  been  distilled  off,  the  resulting  solution 
is  gradually!  incorporated  with  the  drying  linseed  oil. 
Although  220°  C.  is  repeatedly  mentioned  as  the  temperature 


to  which  the  powdered  resins  have  to  be  exposed,  Dr.  Miiller 
suggests  that  this  must  be  a  mistake.  Neither  amber  nor  the 
copals  will  endure  this  temperature  for  any  time  without 
melting  and  becoming  of  a  dark-brown  colour,  or  otherwise 
decomposed. 

On  the  other  hand,  Dr.  Miiller  has  found  that  the  various 
kinds  of  copal,  which,  by  exposure  in  a  finely-powdered 
condition  for  some  weeks  to  the  action  of  hot  air  in  a  steam 
closet,  have  become  readily  soluble  in  chloroform  or  acetone, 
are  nevertheless  almost  entirely  precipitated  again  on  adding 
oil  of  turpentine  or  benzene  to  such  a  solution,  and  no  amount 
of  digestion  either  with  or  without  linseed  oil,  will  redissolve 
them.  Amber  thus  treated  behaves  in  a  similar  manner,  but 
the  amount  rendered  soluble  in  chloroform  or  acetone  is 
much  smaller.  It  would,  then,  appear  that  this  matter  re- 
quires some  further  elucidation  before  this  new  process  can 
be  made  readily  available. 

There  are  no  special  tests  for  ascertaining  the  quality  of  a 
varnish.  Spreading  a  thin  layer  on  a  sheet  of  glass,  and 
then  observing  the  character  of  the  film  produced  on  drying, 
seems  all  that  can  be  done.  It  ought  to  become  dry  to  the 
touch  within  eight  or  ten  hours,  and  not  become  fissured 
even  when  exposed  to  sunshine  during  a  year;  nor  should  the 
surface  become  dull  through  the  appearance  of  "bloom," 
caused  by  the  minute  exudation  of  solid  fatty  acids  origin- 
ating from  the  linseed  oil  employed  in  its  preparation. 

As  the  drying  of  the  solution  of  resins  in  a  volatile  solvent 
depends  solely  on  the  volatilisation  of  the  solvent,  this 
process  is  accompanied  by  a  shrinkage  of  the  body  of  the 
varnish  which  sets  up  a  tendency  to  breaking-up  of  the 
surface.  Linseed  oil,  on  the  other  hand,  becomes  dry  or 
solid  in  consequence  of  combining  with  a  large  quantity  of 
oxygen,  and  this  is  attended  by  an  increase  in  bulk.  It 
follows  that  as  long  as  a  sufficient  proportion  of  oil  is  in 
combination  with  the  resin  the  tendency  to  crack  is  compen- 
sated; but  if  the  artist,  from  habit  or  other  reasons,  uses 
with  his  colours  a  medium  deficient  in  oil,  he  encounters  the 
risk  of  the  body  of  his  paintings  becoming  fissured  in  the 
course  of  time,  and  readily  subject  to  the  destructive  action 
of  the  atmosphere. 

There  is  still  much  to  be  learned  with  regard  to  the  che- 
mical processes  involved  in  the  so-called  drying  of  linseed 
oil,  and  this  subject  deserves  a  thorough  re-investigation 
in  the  light  and  with  the  means  of  modern  chemical 
research.  It  is,  for  instance,  a  well-known  fact  that  linseed 
oil  under  certain  conditions  becomes  itself  a  most  powerful 
oxidiser — so  much  so  that  canvas  or  paper  soaked  with  it 
will  become  destroyed  in  the  course  of  time ;  and  it  seems 
that  this  effect  is  especially  marked  when  oil  of  turpentine 
has  been  used  along  with  it.  It  is  quite  conceivable  that 
this  activity  of  linseed  oil  may  be  one  of  the  agents  at  work 
in  the  deterioration  of  oil-paintings  ;  but  whatever  dangers 
may  arise  from  this,  the  use  of  linseed  oil  cannot  be  dis- 
pensed with.  It  is  otherwise  with  oil  of  turpentine,  for 
which  a  very  much  superior  substitute  might  be  found  in 
the  higher  members  of  the  benzene  series,  which  could  now 
be  obtained  at  a  sufficiently  moderate  cost  if  a  demand  for 
them  should  arise.  These  hydrocarbons,  whilst  indifferent 
to  the  action  of  atmospheric  oxygen,  possess  greater  solvent 
power  than  any  other,  and  on  this  account  they  are  also  well 
adapted  for  the  preparation  of  varnishes.  But  for  this  latter 
purpose  a  still  more  suitable  vehicle  will  be  found  in  the 
amylic  acetate,  which  dissolves  even  the  hardest  copals 
almost  entirely  after  having  been  previously  finely  powdered 
and  kept  for  some  time  in  a  hot  closet.  In  this  way  excel- 
lent varnishes  may  be  produced.

The  professor  made  no  comment,  and  the  fellow  soon  realised 
that  he  had  made  a  mistake.  After  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
he  said,  "  Professor,  I  want  to  change  my  answer  to  that 

question."  "  It's  too  late,  Mr.  ,"  responded  the  preceptor, 

looking  at  his  watch ;  "  your  patient's  been  dead  fourteen 
minutes." 
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Jfotice  to  Retail  Buyers  ;—lt  should  be  remembered  that  the  quotations  in  this 
section  are  Invariably  the  lowest  net  cash  prices  actually  paid  for  large 
quantiites  in  bulk.  In  many  cases  allowances  have  to  be  added  before 
ordinary  prices  can  be  ascertained.  Frequently  goods  must  be  picked  and 
sorted  to  suit  the  demands  of  the  retail  trade,  causing  much  labour  and 
the  accumulation  of  rejections,  not  all  of  which  are  suitable,  even  for 
manufacturing  purposes. 

It  should  also  be  recollected  that  for  many  articles  the  range  of  quality  is 
tery  wide. 


The  Betrayal  of  Business  Secrets  in  Germany. 

On  January  7  the  German  Chemical  Society  petitioned 
the  Imperial  Government  to  introduce  a  law  making  the 
betrayal  of  manufacturers'  or  traders'  secrets  criminally 
punishable.  Count  Caprivi  replied  declining  to  entertain 
the  petition.  He  also  reminded  the  Association  that  this 
was  the  second  time  they  had  come  to  the  Government  with 
their  request — that  on  the  first  occasion  it  was  considered 
very  fully  and  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  evil  caused 
by  revealing  secrets  such  as  those  mentioned,  although  not 
denied,  was  not  sufficiently  serious  to  call  for  special  legisla- 
tion. At  the  same  time,  the  Chancellor  intimated  that  if  the 
Association  would  produce  documentary  evidence  in  support 
of  the  petition,  he  would  consider  the  evidence.  The 
Association  has  sent  a  circular  to  its  members  asking  their 
co-operation  in  the  compilation  of  the  necessary  proofs. 

How  Things  Change ! 

At  Philadelphia,  last  month,  Professor  Maisch,  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  College  there,  made  some  remarks  on  Alex- 
andria senna  as  illustrating  changes  in  the  character  of 
articles  of  commerce.  Thirty  and  more  years  ago  the 
Alexandria  senna  of  commerce  consisted  of  the  leaflets  of 
Cassia  acutifolia  mixed  with  the  leaves  of  Gynanohum  Argliel 
in  varying  proportions;  the  latter  were,  in  later  years, 
sometimes  entirely  absent.  The  political  complications  in 
the  Soudan  caused  a  scarcity  of  supply  of  C.  acutifolia,  and 
for  some  time  these  leaflets  were  mixed  to  some  extent  with 
those  of  C.  obovata,  and  the  latter  were  even  offered  as  senna. 
These  had  been  used,  in  1876,  as  packing  material  for 
Egyptian  goods  sent  to  the  Centennial  Exhibition;  they 
were  regarded  in  Egypt  as  of  little  medicinal  value.  Recently 
the  professor  procured  from  wholesale  druggists  as  Alex- 
andria senna  an  article  consisting  of  small  leaflets  of 
C.  elongata  mixed  with  a  very  small  proportion  of  C.  acuti- 
folia and  0.  obovata ;  arghel  leaves  were  absent,  C.  pubescent 
also  had  not  been  observed.  A  very  handsome  and  clean 
specimen  of  C.  acutifolia  almost  free  from  impurities,  had 
been  procured  from  Dr.  C.  A.  Heinitsch. 

A  Handsome  Investment. 

At  the  cinchona  sales  this  week  a  parcel  of  about 
14,000  lbs.  original  Officinalis  bark  from  Ceylon  was  offered 
for  sale,  and  bought  in  at  l\d.  per  lb. — only  Id.  per  lb.  being 
offered  for  it.  After  the  sales  this  consignment  was  sold, 
we  are  informed,  at  l±d.  per  lb.  It  was  imported  in  Sep- 
tember, 1886,  when  the  unit  was  about  3J<i.,  and  bark  was 
worth  about  2_  times  as  much  as  now.

Acid  (Citbio). — The  long-expected  rise  has  come  at  last, 
and  prices  have  gone  up  Id.  per  lb.  since  last  week,  the 
leading  English  maker*  having  raised  their  quotations  from 
Is.  4<Z.  to  Is.  <\\d. ;  and,  to-day,  to  1*.  bd.  per  lb.  on  the 
spot. 


Acid  (Tartaric).— Still  dull  and  declining— Ud.  per  lb. 
for  English,  and  ll$d.  per  lb.  for  foreign,  are  theneareit 
quotations. 

Alcohol.— Best  German  potato  spirit,  both  upon  the  spot 
and  for  early  delivery,  is  quoted  at  127d.  per  proof  gallon 
in  bond  ;  methylating  spirit  at  lQ  ld.  per  proof  gallon. 

Angostura  Bark— The  extreme  slowness  of  the  market, 
and  the  absence  of  all  prospeots  of  improvement,  have 
caused  the  holders  of  stock  in  New  York  to  put  up  a  large 
quantity  of  bark  at  auction.  About  10,000  lbs.  of  this  sold 
at  the  equivalent  ot  16s.  per  cwt. ;  there  is  a  lot  more  on 
offer. 

Anise. — The  scarcity  in  star  anise,  which  has  prevailed 
for  some  time,  will  be  relieved  to  some  extent  by  the  arrival 
of  100  cases  from  Hongkong  per  Peninsular.  Another 
280  boxes  are  due  in  Havre  and  Hamburg.  The  last  re- 
ported transaction  on  the  spot  had  been  at  107*.  6d.  per  cwt. 
Mail  reports  from  China,  dated  January  21,  say  that  the 
markets  at  the  ports  are  bare  of  stock,  the  last  30  piculs 
having  been  bought  up  at  a  considerable  advance. 

Arrowroot  has  further  advanced,  362  barrels  St.  Vincent 
selling  at  auction  at  Z\d.  to  3fd.  for  medium  to  fair,  and 
3$d.  to  Hd.  per  lb.  for  good  quality. 

Balsam  (Peru). — A  recent  report  from  New  York  states 
that  the  whole  of  the  available  stock  of  Peruvian  balsam  in  that 
market  has  been  bought  up  by  a  local  speculator,  who  asks 
the  parity  of  from  5*.  Id.  to  5s.  IQd.  per  lb.,  according  to 
quality.  There  are,  however,  several  holders  who  have  not 
been  willing  to  sell  to  this  speculator,  and  wdo  still  offer 
below  his  prices. 

Borax. — The  makers  have  advanced  their  quotations  by 
about  10s.  for  crystals,  and  now  quote  29s.  per  cwt.  for  these 
and  30s.  for  powder.  There  is  little  or  nothing  in  the 
second  hand. 

Buchu. — There  has  been  another  arrival  of  16  packages 
from  Cape  Town. 

Chlorate  of  Potash. — The  Union  price  has  again  been 
raised  to  6$d.  per  lb.,  and  it  is  said  that  the  whole  of  the 
output  until  June  has  been  sold.  Yesterday  business  was 
done  at  6$d.  to  6%d.  per  lb.  here.

African  Babk.— The  large  quantity  of  552  bales,  together 
about  30  tons,  the  packages  being  very  light  ones,  realised 
from  3d.  to  4d  for  fair  rather  broken  quill,  and  2d.  to  3d.

Oil  (Peppermint). — The  firmness  in  Japanese  oil,  to 
which  we  called  attention  the  other  day,  has  this  week  in- 
creased considerably — the  price  is  now  from  4s.  9d.  to  5s.  3d. 
per  lb.  on  the  spot.  The  agents  for  one  of  the  principal 
brands  are  said  to  have  withdrawn  from  the  market  for 
the  moment,  and  similar  news  comes  from  Hamburg. 

Oils  (Essential). — The  principal  agents  agree  that  prices 
are  dearer  in  Italy  and  that  balance  of  opinion  seems  to 
incline  towards  a  further  rise.  Lemon  is  quoted  at  from  9s.  6d. 
to  lis.  per  lb.  f.o.b.,  Bergamot  at  from  10s.  6d.  to  12s.  6d.  per  lb. 
Cassia  oil  is  also  firmer.  Sales  of  fair  to  good  quality  have 
been  made  on  the  spot  this  week  at  3s.  <\d.  to  3s.  6d.  per  lb. 

Opium. — The  London  market  has  remained  dull,  though 
some  holders  have  withdrawn  their  parcels  on  account  of 
Smyrna  telegrams  announcing  an  advance  in  that  city. 
Persian  opium  is  quoted  here  at  8s.  6d.  per  lb.  for  fine 
quality.  News  from  Smyrna,  dated  February  12,  states  that 
during  the  week  closing  on  that  day  190  baskets  opium  were 
sold,  the  whole  of  this,  with  the  exception  of  3  baskets, 
being  old  and  new  talequale.  The  whole  of  this  was  taken 
(as  already  announced  in  our  telegram)  for  American 
account.  Since  then  another  40  baskets  have  been  taken  for 
the  same  buyers.  The  prices  paid  were  6s.  lOd.  to  6s.  lid. 
f.o.b.  for  new  current  manufacturing,  7s.  lid.  for 
old  ditto,  and  8s.  2d.  f.o.b.  for  new  Yerli  opium.  The 
stock  in  Smyrna  is  estimated  at  836  cases.  The  reports  of 
the  growing  crop  remain  good. 

Pepper. — The  market  has  declined  on  the  spot  and  for 
arrival,  both  for  white  and  black  pepper,  and  there  is  great 
pressure  to  sell,  especially  in  white  pepper  for  shipment.  At 
auction  dusty  black  Atchin  sold  at  2\d.  to  2\d. ;  and  Singa- 
pore (mostly  without  reserve),  at  3\d.  per  lb.  White 
Penang,  common  old  to  good  fair,  brought  Q&d.  to  4$rf. ; 
white  Singapore,  dull  to  fine  heavy  bold,  b±d.  to  6\d.  per 
lb. 

Pimento. — The  demand  improved  somewhat  at  the  end  of 
last  week,  and  sales  of  about  1,100  bags  were  reported  at 
2\d.  to  3^(2.  on  the  spot,  according  to  quality.  At  auction 
711  bags  were  offered.  The  demand  was  rather  poor,  and 
only  220  bags  sold  at  from  2\d.  for  low,  to  3d.  for  fair 
quality. 

Quicksilver. — The  market  is  very  firm.  On  Monday  the 
principal  importers,  who  are  said  to  have  placed  a  consider- 
able quantity  previously,  raised  their  price  from  11.  to 
11.  2s.  6d.  per  bottle.  S3cond-hand  owners  do  not  appear  to 
offer  below  that  figure  at  present.  The  Oalicia  has  brought 
5,000  bottles  from  Huelva  this  week. 

Quinine. — After  having  been  very  languid,  with  buyers, 
but  no  sellers,  at  Q\d.  per  oz.  for  German  brands  all  through 
the  week,  the  position  improved  somewhat  to-day,  when 
some  thousands  of  ounces  (second-hand)  were  taken  on  the 
spot  at  Q\d.  per  oz. 

Salicin. — Dropping  to  pieces.  The  manufacturers  still 
ask  7s.  per  lb.,  but  less  would,  no  doubt,  be  accepted. 

Shellac. — The  week  closed  with  a  quiet  but  steady  market, 
both  on  the  spot  and  for  delivery.  Very  little  business  was 
reported  in  either  position.    In  anticipation  of  the  "heavy 
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supplies  declared  for  auction  on  Tuesday  the  spot-market 
showed  very  little  animation.  At  auction  no  less  than 
1,197  cases  were  offered,  of  which  only  494  sold,  the  demand 
being  very  slack,  at  a  decline  of  2s.  on  Orange  lac  as  com- 
pared with  the  last  sales.  Garnet  lac  was  rather  steady,  but 
for  Button  there  was  no  demand,  although  what  was  offered 
was  held  for  high  limits.  The  following  prices  were  paid :

Turmkbio. — Fine  Madras  finger  is  still  very  scarce.  The 
prices  asked  are  from  28s.  to  34s.  per  cwt.,  according  to  de- 
scription. At  auction  450  bags  Cochin  root  in  split  bulbs 
were  offered,  and  nearly  all  bought  in,  a  few  bags  only 
selling  at  9s.  to  9s.  6d.  per  cwt.  for  damaged  bulbs.  Thirty- 
eight  baskets  China  root,  bulb  and  finger  mixed,  were  also 
bought  in.  The  Peninsular  has  brought  1,562  bags  from 
Bombay,  and  the  Clan  Gordon  about  300. 


Thursday's  Market  News. 

42  CANNON  STREET,  E.C.,  February  25. 

A FAIR  amount  of  business  has  been  done  in  drugs  since 
our  last  report,  and  in  the  chemical  markets  there  is 
decidedly  more  life,  while  several  important  articles  have 
increased  in  price  not  inconsiderably.  Spices,  on  the  other 
hand,  and  most  of  the  drysalteries  are  generally  dull  of 
sale. 

The  principal  alterations  so  far  as  London  is 
London,  concerned  are  as  follows : — Cinchona  sold 
at  very  steady  prices  in  spite  of  the 
heavy  quantities  offered  for  auction  ;  druggists'  barks,  such 
as  flat  Calisaya  and  Guayaquil,  are  also  a  shade  dearer.  In 
Italian  essential  oils  there  has  been  a  considerable  rise, 
specially  marked  in  oil  of  lemon ;  bergamot  is  also  dearer, 
and  the  prospects  are  in  favour  of  a  further  rise ;  oil  of 
orange  likewise  better.  There  have  been  a  great  many 
inquiries  for  otto  of  rose,  but  prices  have  not  risen.  Japanese 
peppermint  oil  is  dearer.  A  good  demand  has  prevailed 
for  honey  and  beeswax,  both  of  which  show  a  tendency  to 
further  rise.  Star-anise  maintains  its  high  price,  but  arrivals 
are  coming  forward.  Lycopodium  also  dearer,  chiefly  in  con- 
sequence of  the  increased  demand  from  America.  Cod- liver  oil 
is  a  little  easier,  and  the  reports  of  the  fishing  in  Norway  are 
favourable ;  castor  oil  also  a  little  lower,  oil  of  star-anise  has 
declined  somewhat,  and  eucalyptus  shows  a  further  fall.  At 
to-day's  sales  acacia  gums  were  very  flat,  and  generally 
lower,  especially  as  regards  Amrad  and  Kurrachee;  gum 
olibanum  is  also  cheaper.  In  chemicals  we  have  to  chronicle 
a  decided  advance  in  citric  acid,  which  is  one  of  the 
particular  features  of  this  week's  market.  Quinine  has  also 
improved,  partly  in  consequence  of  the  better  reports  con- 
cerning cinchona.  Chlorate  of  potash  and  borax  are  both 
dearer;  tartaric  acid,  on  the  other  hand,  and  cream  of  tartar 
show  lower  value.  Salicine  is  again  easier,  and  mercurial 
buyers  might  possibly  make  better  terms  than  the  list  prices. 
In  other  articles  the  following  are  the  chief  alterations : — 
Chillies,  arrowroot,  and  Jamaica  ginger  higher ;  Cochin  ginger 
very  firm ;  quicksilver  has  advanced ;  antimony  is  also 
dearer ;  China  soy  is  higher  for  arrival ;  alcohol  steady,  but 
unchanged ;  turmeric,  gambier,  and  China  galls  quiet.  More 
business  has  been  done  in  indiarubber,  at  higher  prices ; 
isinglass  is  sold  at  higher  rates  for  Brazil  tongne  and  fine 
Saigon ;  other  kinds  are  mostly  easier.  There  has  been  quite 
a  collapse  in  white  pepper,  and  also  in  black ;  both  are 
being  forced  off  at  much  lower  prices ;  shellac  also  has  fallen 
in  value ;  nutmegs  and  mace  are  easier ;  and  sticklac,  glu- 
cose, and  farina  also  rule  in  buyers'  favour. 

America  Principal  features  of  the  drug  market  in 

New  York  on  February  13  were  as  follows  : — 
The  consumptive  demand  for  drugs  has  been  quite  satis- 
factory, though  there  had  been  but  little  speculative  move- 
ment aside  from  a  spurt  in  Italian  anise-seed.  A  sharp 
advance  in  the  primary  markets  induced  considerable  specu- 
lative buying  and  a  corresponding  upward  movement  in 


the  prices.  The  more  important  changes  were  :— Advanced: 
benzoic  acid,  cacao  butter,  lycopodium,  spermaceti,  anise- 
seed.    Declined  :  mercurials  and  shellac. 

Casnara  Sagrada. — Mail  advices  from  the  Pacific  Coast 
state  that  there  have  been  large  shipments,  considerably  re- 
ducing the  very  heavy  stock. 

Spermaceti. — After  sales  of  considerable  quantities  at  29s. 
the  price  has  been  advanced  by  first  hands  to  30c,  while 
second  hands  ask  32c.  to  33c. 

Liverpool  ^ne  ^°^oyllDS  news  comes  from  Liverpool : — 
"  The  market  has  been  cleared  of  chillies  at 
higher  prices ;  guinea  grains,  also,  have  risen  in  value,  and 
castor  oil  is  reported  dearer  ;  baeswax  is  said  to  be  excited 
with  considerable  business,  and  turpentine  is  higher ;  Calabar 
beans,  however,  are  dull  of  sale ;  cream  of  tartar  is  offering 
lower,  especially  for  forward  delivery,  and  quillaia-bark  is 
easier  for  the  moment. 

The  Bank  rate  remains  unchanged  at  3  per  cent.  ;  bar 
silver  is  quoted  at  ;    Mexican  Jdc liars  at  40  ,//. 

Eastern  exchanges  are  as  follows  :  Bomoay  Is.  3p<2.,  Ual- 
cutta  the  same,  Hong  Kong  2s.  lid.,  Shanghai  4s.  Q$d.  This 
is  slightly  higher  for  India  and  a  little  lower  f  jr  China  as 
compared  with  that  of  last  week. 


AoiD  (Citeio). — A  very  firm  market,  at  Is.  5d.  from  the 
makers.  The  position  to-day  is  extremely  sensitive,  and  it 
would  not  be  surprising  if  prices  were  again  advanced  in 
the  course  of  this  week.  Exports  of  citric  acid  from  this 
country  during  the  month  of  February  are  said  to  be  larger 
than  they  have  ever  been  in  any  preceding  February.  The 
course  of  the  market  is  now  believed  to  depend  very  largely 
upon  the  decision  of  one  maker.  Concentrated  juice  sold 
yesterday  at  191.  10s.,  f.o.b  ,  to-day  201.  10s.  is  asked. 

Acid  (Oxalic). — Dull,  and  offering  at  3d.  per  lb.,  both  on 
the  spot  and  for  forward  delivery. 

Acid  (Tartaric). — Very  dull,  and  apparently  without 
any  chance  of  improvement — 11;] d.  will  easily  buy  foreign. 

Anise. — Since  the  recent  business  at  107s.  6d.  per  cwt., 
110s.  is  said  to  have  been  asked  here.  For  shipment  nothing 
has  been  offering  for  some  time— 115s.  per  cwt.  c.i.f.  was  the 
quotation  some  days  ago. 

Camphor  (Crdde). — The  market  is  quiet.  Japan  has 
sold  on  the  spot  at  130s.,  and  and  also  at  127s.  6d.,  and  may 
now  be  had  at  the  latter  pries.

Cinchona.— The  prices  paid  for  Guayaquil  bark  at  the 
last  drug  sales  showed  a  slight  advance  upon  the  previous 
rates.  JIuanoco  also  brought  good  prices — Is.  2d.  to  Is  5d. 
for  stout  6ilvery.  It  is  said  that  the  demand  for  flat  Calisaya 
bark  has  shown  some  improvement  lately,  a  fair  amount  of 
business  having  been  transacted  privately  in  London  and 
Paris.  The  importations  of  bark  for  the  fortnight  ending 
February  23  were  2,438,  against  3,536  bales  in  the  corre- 
sponding fortnight  of  last  year.  India  maintains  the  lead  in 
the  supply. 

Cream  of  Tartar. — Very  slow  of  sale,  and  to  all  appear- 
ances likely  to  go  lower  still.

THE  AMSTERDAM  CINCHONA  AUCTIONS. 
(Telegram  from  our  Correspondent.) 

Amsterdam,  Thursday  Evening. 

At  to-day's  cinchona  auctions  4,780  packages  of  Java  bark, 
representing  about  510.000  oz.  sulphate  of  quinine,  were 
offered  for  sale.  With  fair  competition,  4,067  packages  sold 
at  an  average  unit  of  6|  cents,  (equal  to  l^d.  to  l^d.  per  lb.), 
being  about  equal  to  that  obtained  at  Tuesday's  London 
auctions,  and  tbe  same  as  that  at  the  Amsterdam  auctions  of 
January  21.  Considering  the  heavy  quantity  of  bark  offered, 
this  is  very  satisfactory.  The  following  prices  were  paid  :— 
Manufacturing  barks  in  chips,  broken  quill  and  long  quill 
from  15  to  36  cents.  (  =  2f d.  to  6|c?.  per  lb.) ;  ditto  root,  15 
to  30  cents.  (=  2\d.  to  5*c?.  per  ib.);  druggists'  barks,  in 
chips,  broken  quill  and  long  quill,  from  6  to  60  cents. 
( =  lc?.  to  10£c?.  per  lb.) ;  ditto  root  from  16  to  54  cents. 
(  =  2%d.  to  10c?.  per  lb.).  The  principal  buyers  were  Gustav 
Briegleb,  of  Amsterdam,  the  Brunswick  quinine  works,  and 
the  Mannheim  and  Amsterdam  works.  (Mr.  Briegleb  is  sup- 
posed to  buy  for  one  of  the  American  factories,  one  of  the 
heads  of  which  attended  the  sales.  It  is  his  purchases  that 
gave  rise  to  the  "  syndicate  of  buyers  "  report  a  few  weeks 
ago.)  

THE  SMYRNA  OPIUM  MARKET. 

{Telegram  from  Our  Correspondent.') 

Smyrna,  Wednesday  evening. 

THERE  has  been  a  fair  business  in  current  manufacturing 
opium,  but  the  prices  paid  show  no  alteration  upon  the  last 
quotations. 


The  Ontario  College  of  Pharmacy  has  been  affiliated 
with  the  Toronto  University,  and  a  committee  of  the  College 
has  been  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Senate,  to  arrange 
conditions  so  that  students  of  the  College  may  take  a  degree 
in  pharmaoy  from  the  University.  At  the  half-yearly  meet- 
ing of  the  College,  held  on  February  5,  a  resolution  was 
adopted,  recommending  the  addition  of  the  following  drugs 
to  part  2  of  the  schedule  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  Ontario : — 
Antipyrin,  antifebrin,  antikamrii,  phenacetin,  sulfonal, 
sulphuric,  nitric  and  muriatic  acids,  creosote,  iodoform, 
acetate  of  lead,  bichromate  of  potash,  prussiate  of  potash, 
and  all  salts  of  mercury  not  now  scheduled  in  part  1.  Also 
the  transference  of  cyanide  of  potassium  from  part  2  to 
part  1  of  the  schedule.  The  resolution  has  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  local  Legislature.  The  Toronto  Saturday 
Globe,  February  6,  contains  portraits  of  the  officers  and 
council,  and  exterior  and  interior  views  of  the  College. 
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tion  in  the  medical  treatment  of  animals  in  Britain,  a  new 
title  as  well  as  a  new  system  was  introduced. 

Until  the  establishment  of  St.  Bel's  school  (now  called 
the  Royal  Veterinary  College),  the  practitioners  of  animal 
medicine  and  surgery  were  called  "  farriers  " — a  corruption 
of  the  word  "  ferrier,"  or  worker  in  iron.  The  man  who  shod 
the  horse  was  often  the  most  expert  at  ascertaining  the 
cause  of  his  lameness,  whether  from  his  own  bad  shoeing  or 
otherwise,  and  so  it  came  about  that  those  who  shod  horses 
were  among  the  earliest  doctors  of  the  noble  animal. 

Among  the  most  successful  of  the  early  members  of  the 
College  were  men  who  had  begun  their  career  with  a  leather 
apron,  but  whose  fathers  or  patrons  had  recognised  in  them  the 
making  of  better  things.  Though  I,  for  one,  would  recommend 
a  judicial  separation  between  the  smithy  and  the  surgery,  I 
may  say  that  there  can  never  be  a  divorce,  inasmuch  as 
every  veterinary  surgeon  must  thoroughly  understand  the 
principles  of  shoeing  to  be  worth  his  salt  as  a  practitioner. 

That  the  modern  highly-trained  and  scientific  M.R.C.V.S. 
still  works  a  forge  in  conjunction  with  his  practice,  that 
horse-doctoring  and  horse-shoeing  have  been  associated  for 
centuries,  and  that  the  institution  of  veterinary  science  in 
this  country  necessitated  a  new  title  are,  in  my  mind,  very 
sufficient  reasons  for  jealously  guarding  the  title  "  veter- 
inary." 

Nor  is  it  an  argument  on  the  side  you  have  taken  up  to 
admit  that  as  soon  as  skilled  veterinaries  made  their  ability 
felt,  farriers  of  the  old  school  quickly  borrowed  a  title  to 
which  they  could  lay  no  claim,  and  for  the  abuse  of  which 
there  were  no  legal  penalties.    Since  the  Veterinary  Sur-

Toxicity  of  Chloroform. 

Sib, — I  am  astonished  to  see  from  the  article  on  "  Toxicity 
of  Chloroform,"  in  No.  617  of  your  paper,  that  the  line  of 
reasoning  on  which  my  research  was  based,  and  even  the 
statements  in  my  description  of  it,  have  been  misunderstood 
and  wrongly  represented  to  the  public.  I  beg  you  to  give 
publicity  to  the  following  explanation. 

In  saying  that  dilution  with  chloroform  does  not  weaken 
the  action  of  the  impurities,  of  course  I  meant  that  the 
danger  of  the  specific  action  rests  upon  that  of  the  chloro- 
form. In  order  to  ensure  the  preponderance  of  the  difference 
of  the  drugs  over  the  difference  of  individual  resistance  in 
the  animal  it  is  necessary  to  employ  the  concentrated 
residue.  Moreover,  from  certain  experiments  1  am  satisfied 
that  in  themselves  the  impurities  are  nearly,  if  not  wholly, 
innocuous. 

As  to  the  supposition  that  the  chloroform  used  by  me  in 
opposition  to  the  residues  was  not  pure,  I  think  it  strange 
that  statements  so  hazardous  as  those  by  Messrs.  Macfarlan 
&  Co.  should  be  accepted  without  comment  by  a  paper  read 
by  chemists  and  druggists  who  are  used  to  appreciate  minute 
differences  of  quality,  and  ought  to  Btart  at  a  figure  like 
"  154  per  cent,  of  bad-smelling  residue."  Further,  I  am 
unable  to  see  what  difference  the  purity  of  the  chloroform 
used  in  the  experiments  would  make  in  the  result  obtained. 
The  result  would  only  be  affected  if  the  residue  could  be 
shown  to  be  purer  than  the  chloroform,  which,  indeed,  per- 
haps may  be  done  in  Messrs.  Macfarlan's  laboratory.

Veterinary  Titles. 

Sib,— As  I  fear  that  your  article  on  "  Veterinary  Titles  " 
is  calculated  to  mislead  your  readers,  I  beg  respectfully  to 
call  your  attention  to  the  origin  of  the  word  as  used  in  this 
country. 

The  title  "  Veterinary  Surgeon  "  had  never  been  heard  of 
in  England  until  St.  Bel's  Veterinary  College  was  founded 
100  years  ago.  The  French  bad  Gallicised  the  Latin  word 
"  veterinarius,"  a  horse-doctor,  into  "  veterinaire,"  and  when 
it  wag  left  to  a  Frenchman  to  first  establish  proper  instruo- 


geons  Act  was  passed  every  opportunity  has  been  given  to 
veterinary  (?)  forge-owners  and  veterinary  forgers  of  other 
kinds  to  mend  their  ways,  and  the  council  of  the  R.C.V.S., 
now  having  accumulated  sufficient  funds,  is  fully  determined 
to  stop  the  abuse  of  a  title  which  is  dangerous  to  the  public 
and  unfair  to  men  who  have  passed  years  of  study  to  acquire 
a  position  which  is  degraded  too  often  by  all  sorts  of  pre- 
tenders to  a  knowledge  of  the  veterinary  art,  which  should 
now  take  its  place  alongside  and  not  beneath  the  sister 
professions  of  human  medicine  and  surgery. 

The  use,  then,  of  the  prefix  "  veterinary  "  over  a  forge  is 
commonly  understood  among  horsey  people  to  imply  that 
veterinary  practice  or  professional  superintendence  is  therein 
exercised  and,  in  my  opinion,  the  judge  was  well  acquainted 
with  the  fact,  or  he  would  not  have  given  the  decision  which 
you  seem  to  question.

Ergot  Imports  in  the  United  States. 

Sib, — Can  the  figures  re  ergot,  quoted  from  an  American 
journal  on  page  277  of  your  last  issue,  be  correct  ? 

Take  1890.  The  sum  expended  by  the  United  States  on 
ergot  is  100,857Z.,  or  2s.  per  lb.  (a  very  high  average)  for 
450  tons !  If  the  figures  mean  dollars,  we  get  90  tons— a 
total  which  is  far  above  the  highest  estimate  hitherto  pub- 
lished. Compare  this  with  the  imports  into  New  York  for 
1891— viz.,  88,000  lbs.,  or  36  6  English  tons  ;  add  one-ninth 
to  arrive  at  the  total  imports,  and  we  get  36  6  +  4  06,  or 
40  66  tons,  for  the  year  in  question.  If  £  at  the  top  of  the 
column  should  be  read  lbs.,  the  difficulty  disappears  and  the 
whole  paragraph  becomes  consistent  and  instructive.  The 
quantity  for  1891  is  45  tons.

Sik,— Your  modified  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Council,  held  on  Feb- 
ruary 3,  read  in  connection  with  Mr.  Boyd's  letter  published 
at  the  same  time,  makes  our  position  a  most  unpleasant  one, 

If  Mr.  Boyd's  actions  had  been  confined  to  those  described 
in  his  letter,  we  could  not  reasonably  have  found  fault,  but 
our  complaint  was  directed  against  what  we  considered  a 
breach  of  the  confidence  placed  in  him  as  a  member  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Council. 

The  letters  complained  of  were  addressed  to  those  who  had 
not  applied  to  Mr.  Boyd  for  information  either  personally  or 
by  letter,  and  they  were  used  as  an  opportunity  for  soliciting 
business.  We  have  evidence  in  our  possession  to  show  that 
these  statements  are  correct,  and  also  that  he  applied  in  this 
way  to  traders  who  never  had  any  transaction  with  his  firm. 

It  is  true  that  as  the  result  of  some  questionable  steps 
which  were  taken  previous  to  the  election  of  the  Council  in 
October  last,  Mr.  Boyd  is  the  only  representative  of  the 
chemists  and  druggists  from  Dublin,  and  consequently 
might  be  looked  upon  as  the  only  one  who  could  assist 
applicants,  and  no  effort  has  been  spared  to  take  advantage 
of  this  fact. 

Nothing  short  of  our  sense  of  the  responsibility  that  rests 
on  us  in  our  connection  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
would  have  induced  us  to  make  these  fact3  known,  and  we 
held  back  till  your  issue  of  February  20  appeared,  in  the 
hope  that  some  one  else  would  have  relieved  us  of  this  very 
painful  task.

The  Ownership  of  Prescriptions. 

Sib, — I  would  not  again  call  attention  to  the  above  did  I 
not  think  it  was  a  point  upon  which — for  once — medical 
practitioners  might  come  to  some  definite  conclusion.  There 
seems  to  be  no  law  on  the  question,  and  therefore  the  answer 
must  come  from  what  is  the  custom.  My  custom  for  the 
last  few  years  has  been  for  the  chemist  to  return  the  pre- 
scription to  me.  In  every  case  but  one  this  plan  has  worked 
satisfactorily.  I  am  aware  some  practitioners  say  that  the 
prescription  is  the  property  of  the  patient.  This  is  not  so. 
It  is  only  a  direction  to  the  chemist  to  do  so  and  so.  The 
patient  usually  conveys  it  to  the  chemist,  but  frequently  the 
practitioner  leaves  the  prescription  at  the  chemist's.  The 
fact  that  the  directions  to  the  chemist,  and  also  the  directions 
for  the  patient,  are  written  in  Latin,  shows  that  the  prescrip- 
tion is  not  for  the  patient,  for  the  average  patient  cannot 
read  Latin.  If  a  practitioner  has  any  patient  who  objects 
to  the  retention  of  the  prescription,  I  would  recommend  that 
the  words  "  to  be  returned  by  the  chemist  to  the  doctor  "  be 
printed  on  it.  This  would  put  an  end  to  all  quibbling. 

I  am  glad  to  see  that  in  Germany  the  law  has  lately  been 
made  that  a  chemist  must  not  dispense  certain  prescriptions 
on  more  than  one  occasion  without  the  express  consent  of  the 
practitioner.  When  prescribing  certain  drugs  I  write 
across  the  face  of  the  prescription  "  not  to  be  repeated."  If, 
however,  the  prescription  is  the  property  of  the  patient,  I  am 
defacing  his  goods,  and  by  bo  doing  am  liable  I 


It  will  be  seen  that  this  question  is  of  much  deeper 
moment  than  the  casual  observer  thinks.  For  instance,  if 
we  could  get  a  law  passed  prohibiting  the  sale  of  poisonous 
patent  medicines,  what  would  this  avail  if  some  patient  ob- 
tained a  prescription  containing  opium  or  morphia,  Sec.  1 
Could  not  such  a  prescription  be  made  up  time  after  time 
and  used  by  every  peison  ?  I  would  venture  to  say  that  as 
much  harm  is  done  by  the  sale  of  poisonous  medicines  by 
chemists,  and  the  unrestricted  issue  of  prescriptions  con- 
taining poisonous  drugs,  as  is  done  by  patent-medicine 
vendors. 

This  question  cannot  be  settled  by  what  is  the  custom  of  a 
few  Court,  or  "two-guinea"  practitioners.  It  is  strange 
that  in  medical  politics  we  generally  ape  at  what  is  done  by 
those  in  financially  high  places,  while  in  general  politics 
what  is  the  general  custom  and  for  the  general  good  is 
followed. 

I  hope  the  time  will  come  soon  when  this  country  will 
follow  the  example  of  Germany,  France,  Spain,  Italy,  kc , 
where  it  is  illegal  for  the  practitioner  to  dispense  (except  in 
rare  circumstances)  and  where  it  is  equally  illegal  for  the 
chemist  to  prescribe.  I  hope  we  shall  for  once  come  to  some 
practical  conclusion.  It  is  for  the  good  of  the  community 
that  this  wholesale  sowing  of  prescriptions  should  cease. 
Many  of  the  medical  charities  try  to  meet  the  difficulty  by 
having  certain  formulas,  and  naming  them  "  mist,  pect." 
"  mist.  2,"  and  so  on. 

I  would  add  that  it  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  chemist  also 
that  the  prescription  be  retained,  as  I  find  a  number  of  well- 
to-do  patients  take  the  prescription  to  the  6tore.  If  the 
chemists  are  to  provide  good  drugs,  and  if  we  are  to  put  a 
stop  to  the  present  plan  whereby  the  wholesale  chemist  takes 
upon  himself  to  post  us  up  in  the  action,  dosage,  and  price 
of  the  "  latest  novelty  "  in  therapeutics,  we  must  settle  this 
question  one  way  or  another. 

To  me  it  matters  little  what  the  odd  consultant  does. 
Rather  is  it,  "  What  are  the  28.000  practitioners  in  general 
practice  to  do,  and  will  the  chemists  back  us  up  if  we  arrive 
at  a  sound  finding  ?  "  Yours  truly,

Eegular  and  Irregular  Prescriptions. 

Sib,— In  your  last  issue  Mr.  Bell  gives  his  reasons  for 
objecting  to  one's  own  formulas  being  copied  in  the  prescrip- 
tion-book, and  states  as  the  most  prominent,  as  it  is  first, 
that  counter- prescribing  is  illegal.  I  do  not  wish  to  enter 
into  a  controversy  on  this  point,  but  I  should  like  to  point 
out  that,  unless  there  has  been  a  change  in  the  Medical  Acts 
during  the  past  few  years  which  has  escaped  my  attention, 
there  are  hundreds  of  medical  men  holding  the  diploma  of 
the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  who  regularly  practise  medi- 
cine and  attend  cases  they  are  not  licensed  to  visit  profes- 
sionally, who  know  quite  well  that  if  they  sought  to  enforce 
payment  of  their  charges  in  a  civil  court  they  would  be  non- 
suited.   Are  not  their  prescriptions  also  illegal  ? 

Although  I  know  that  two  blacks  do  not  make  white,  yet  I 
contend  that  the  prescription-book  may  be  used  for  one  as 
well  as  the  other,  inasmuch  as  it  is  only  a  record  of  the 
medicaments  supplied  taken  by  the  chemist  for  his  own 
purposes,  and  may  be  varied  in  its  record  according  to  the 
whims  and  fancies  of  its  owner.  From  a  perusal  of  the 
various  trade  journals  during  a  long  period,  I  find  some 
dispensers  think  an  entry  shruld  be  made  every  day  of  all 
repeats  whilst  others,  of  whom  I  am  one,  are  satisfied  to 
make  one  copy  suffice  for  a  number  of  repetitions ;  then, 
again,  it  may  happen  that  a  copy  of  a  prescription  is  taken 
although  the  medicine  is  charged  to  the  medical  man  at 
trade  price,  or  it  may  be  a  formula  for  a  horse-medicine.  In 
every  case,  therefore,  a  purchaser  would  do  well  to  look  it 
carefully  through  before  placing  an  estimate  on  its  record. 

With  respect  to  the  second  objection  I  can  quite  believe 
that  many  retail  chemists  do  not  like  counter-prescribing.  I 
have  had  a  great  aversion  to  it,  but  if  the  medical  men  in 
your  town  do  not  write  prescriptions  and  prefer  to  make  the 
medicine  at  their  own  surgery  whilst  the  public  are  con- 
stantly asking  to  be  supplied  with  simple  remedies,  the 
chemist  must  either  agree  to  do  this  class  of  work  or  starve, 
and  if  he  builds  up  a  good  trade  in  this  department  and 
explains  to  a  purchaser  the  true  position  of  the  case,  I  expect 
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no  man  who  objected  to  prescribing  would  buy,  and  there- 
fore there  would  be  no  sale  under  false  pretences. 

I  have  had  no  experience  which  will  enable  me  to  offer  an 
answer  to  the  third  objection,  ,b "t  as  a  clear  explanation  of 
my  views  has  been  given  it  will  be  seen  that  I  should  not 
attempt  to  mislead  anyone  with  whom  I  might  have  any 
dealings.

Sib,—  In  your  issue  of  February  20  we  notice  an  article 
by  a  Mr.  J.  C.  Hyslop,  in  which  he  says  it  is  difficult  to 
obtain  distilled-water  other  than  engine-waste  from  the 
wholesale  houses.  We  have  always  sent  out  distilled-water 
distilled  from  a  copper  still  and  condensed  through  a  zinc 
worm,  and  keep  the  still  for  that  purpose  alone ;  and  we  do 
not  find  our  customers,  "  as  a  rule,"  object  to  a  small 
price  to  cover  expenses  for  their  water  thus  obtained  at  its 
purest.

"  Something  Left  for  the  Chemist." 

Sir— Referring  to  your  paragraph  in  the  "  Commentary  " 
column  of  this  week's  issue,  I  wish  to  point  out  a  very 
palpable  error  in  the  calculation  upon  whioh  the  Sportsman's 
article  was  constructed. 

"Take  sulphate  of  quinine,  for  instance,"  reads  the  article, 
"  a  grain  is  a  dose."  This  surely  indicates  an  advanced 
grasp  of  toxicology.  "  There  would  be  eight  such  doses  in 
an  8  oz.  bottle."  -Admitted.  We  are  further  told  that  in  an 
ounce  there  are  437  grains,  and  •  that  "  a  chemist  in  a  good 
way  of  business  "  would  pay  Is.  for  these  437  grains. 

Clearly,  therefore,  he  could  make  up  fifty-four  such  8-oz. 
bottles,  each  containing  8  grains  quinine,  out  of  his  437  grains 
and  then  have  5  grains  to  spare. 

For  the  glass  bottle,  cork,  water,  solvent,  and  trouble  (to 
which  I  would  add  label,  wrapping-demy,  sealing-wax,  &c), 
the  Sportsman  allows  25  per  cent,  of  Is.,  or3<Z.,  totalling  15d  , 
for  which  sum  it  is  stated  that  the  chemist  gets  36s.  5d.,  or 
fifty-four  times  Bd.  and  5d.  over  for  the  5  grains  quinine  in 
the  balance  of  the  calculation  ;  this  indicates  that  fifty- four 
8-oz.  bottles  is  the  mode  of  sale  dealt  with. 

Herein  is  the  error.  To  the  cost  of  Is.  for  all  the  quinine 
must  be  added  the  cost  of  fifty-four  glass  bottles,  corks, 
water,  solvents,  and  trouble,  which,  at  3d.  each  (the  Sporti- 
man's  own  estimate),  totals  with  the  Is.  for  quinine  at 
14s.  6d. — not  the  cost  of  one  bottle  asd  one  operation  for  the 
437  grains ! 

Therefore  to  earn  36s.  at  this  rate  the  chemist  has  to 
expend  14s.  6d.,  which,  after  all,  does  not  leave  such  gigantic 
profit,  when  all  the  incidents  of  serving  fifty-four  customers 
are  considered. 

If  assistants  who  dispense  were  to  make  such  blunders  in 
calculating  doses  of  powerful  drugs,  where  would  the  cheap- 
medicine  loving  public  soon  find  itself  ?

Mineral-wator  Bottles, 
'  SIR,-  The  complaint  of  the  mineral- water  people  respect- 
ing the  promiscuous  use  of  mineral-water  bottles  appears  to 
be  somewhat  childish. 

If  I,  as  a  member  of  the  public,  order  a  dozen  of  lemorade, 
I  am  charged  Is.  for  the  bottles  on  the  understanding  that 
if  I  return  them,  but  not  otherwise,  the  Is.  will  be  returned 
to  me. 

If,  therefore,  I  decide  to  retain  them  they  surely  bf  come 
ray  own  property  and  I  have  a  light  to  use  them  fcr  any 
lawful  purpose  I  may  think  fit. 

Similarly  ;  if,  being  a  tradesman,  a  enstomer  bands  me  a 
mineral- water  bottle  with  a  request  to  be  strved  with  oil, 
paraffin,  or  carbolic  acid,  io  would  surely  bo  a  most  unca  led- 
iot  proceeding  on  £117  prvrt  to  question  bis  tight  vf  prorcrly 


in  such  bottle,  or  to  object  to  his  using  it,  if  he  chooses,  for 
either  of  those  liquids. 

The  mineral-waterists  have  taken  for  granted  the  idea 
that  it  is  possible  to  retain  and  maintain  ownership  of  the 
bottles  when  once  they  have  parted  with  the  possession  of 
them.  This  idea  may  be  true  enough  in  theory,  but  in  the 
case  of  such  very  portable  property  it  will  not  work  out  in 
practice.  It  is  difficult  in  the  case  of  an  umbrella ;  it  is  not 
always  easy  in  the  case  of  a  house,  or  land.  If  people  chocse 
to  lend  bottles  they  must  do  so  at  their  own  risk ;  but  why 
it  should  be  thought  necessary  for  a  bottle  which,  either 
with  or  without  contents,  is  intended  to  be  sold  for  a  pecu- 
niary consideration  in  market  overt  to  bear,  moulded  into 
its  very  substance,  the  name  of  its  first  owner,  is  a  question 
which  I  have  never  yet  known,  satisfactorily  answered.

Substitution. 

Tome  time  since  there  were  some  articles  in  an  American 
advertisers'  paper,  and  others  in  the  English  advertisers' 
paper,  commenting  on  the  unfairness  of  the  practice,  alleged 
to  be  frequent  among  chemists  and  druggists,  of  persuading 
customers  to  take  other  articles  when  they  came  to  buy 
some  advertised  medicine.  We  dealt  with  the  subject  at 
the  time  it  was  fresh,  and  in  the  January  number  of  Fame  a 
letter  was  published,  signed  "  A  Country  Chemist,"  which 
expounded  "  the  other  side."  We  have  a  letter  signed  by 
five  Bradford  chemists,  asking  us  to  reprint  that  letter  in 
Thk  Chemist  and  Druggist.  It  is  a  long  one,  however, 
and  the  arguments  are  such  as  are  obvious  to  anyone  who 
thinks  over  the  matter.  They  are  effectively  summarised 
in  the  last  paragraph  of  the  letter,  for  which  we  make 
room  : — 

I  am  not  defending  counterfeit  trade-marks  and  oolonrable  imitations. 
That  is  a  clumsy  trick,  and,  moreover,  it  only  puts  the  chemist  on  a  level 
with  patent- medicine  men.  But  I  claim  the  right  of  every  pharmacist  to 
recommend  his  own  drugs  in  preference  to,  and  in  substitution  for.  pro- 
prietary articles  of  which  he  knows  nothing.  The  trade  interest  of  the 
chemist  makes  such  a  course  a  necessity  ;  and  his  position  as  a  qualified 
man  makes  it  a  duty.  Let  us  hear  no  more  bland  denunciation  of  men 
who  exercise  no  more  than  the  right  of  every  trader  to  promote  the  sale  of 
whatever  goods  seem  most  desirable  in  his  eyes.  Strange  as  it  may  seem, 
a  man  is  not  necessarily  a  robber  because  ho  would  rather  make  a  profit 
for  himself  on  drugs  which  he  is  educated  and  lioeused  to  understand 
than  hand  over  that  profit  to  the  compounder  of  wares  whereof  he  is 
carefully  kept  from  knowing  anything  at  all.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  only 
in  this  way  that  he  fulfils  the  trust  raposcl  in  him  as  the  guarlian  o( 
public  safety  iu  the  manipulation  of  drugs.

If  a  small  pill  of  2  grains  is  desired, 
evaporate  the  ergotin  carefully  on  a  water-bath,  and  mass 
with  a  mixture  of  powdered  liquorice,  19  parts,  and  powdered 
tragacanth,  1  part.

[Squires'  "  Companion"  gives  the  information  as  to  the  first 
question  most  concisely: — "100  of  fresh  root  yield  30  of 
juice  =  8  of  extract.  100  of  root,  when  dried,  weigh  25." 
A  "  juice  "  made  as  "  Phosphorus  "  suggests  would  not  be  at 
all  like  the  fresh  article.  We  question  if  the  dried  root  has 
any  virtue  at  all.  It  has  never,  to  our  knowledge,  been 
proved  to  have.] 


234/28.  Vera  Solidaque.—PiohaMj  it  is  one  of  the 
formulae  given  on  page  716,  May  23,  1891.  Indigo  carmine 
is  the  sodium  salt  of  indigotin  sulphonic  acid  (indigo-sul- 
phate). There  is  a  note  on  its  use  in  our  issue  of  April  25, 
1891,  p.  606.  It  may  take  the  place  of  indigo-paste  in  the 
1872  ink  formula,  but  no  sulphuric  acid  should  be  added,  as 
it  simply  splits  up  the  indigo-carmine.  For  each  drachm  of 
the  acid  prescribed  use  half  an  ounce  of  glycerine. 


234/66.  Weeds.—  Common  salt,  alone  or  in  solution,  is  the 
non-poisonous  weed-killer. 


234/70.  D.  E— Take  any  common  black  ink,  and  add  to 
it  a  fourth  of  its  weight  of  gum  arabic.  Heat  to  dissolve, 
and  strain.  This  makes  a  Ticket  writing  Ink  such  as

234/25.  Cnsmetiquc. — Transparent  Cosmetic  is  made 
with  transparent  soap.

Cut  the  soap  (which  should  be  one  of  the  common  Boft  brands)  into 
shavings,  and  heat  on  a  water-bath,  along  with  the  water,  glycerine,  and 
mucilage.  Stir  constantly,  adding  water  if,  on  testing  a  little  of  the  cooled 
mass,  it  is  found  to  be  too  hard.  Then  add  thi  perfnmes  mixed  with  a 
drachm  of  spirit,  and  cast  into  sticks.

Lapsed  —  Noone-could^ive  yon  an  opinion  of  any 
value  without  having  a  copy  of  the  will  in  full  before  him. 
The  question  is,  however,  of  no  trade  interest,  and  we  can 
only  recommend  you  to  conEult  a  solicitor. 


236/13  Petroleum.-^ We  have  several  times  lately  ex- 
plained that  we  do  not  consider-  it  legal  for  a  chemist  to 
label  petroleum  jelly-not -of  the  Chesebrongh  Company's 
manufacture  as  »'  Petroleum  Jelly,  commonly  known  as 
Vaseline,"  because  the  law  gives  to  the  owner  cf  a  trade- 
mark the  right  to  the  exclusive  use  of  that  mark. 

— To  register  a  limited  company  get  a  blank 
form  from  a  law  stationer,  price  2d.  Ba  very  careful  in  de- 
scribing the  objects  of  the  company  or  you  may  easily  find  your- 
self doing  what  you  are  not  legally  entitled  to  do.  Better  see 
how  some  other  similar  business  is  described.  To  get  that 
information  you  must- pay  1.?.  at  Somerset  House  to  see  the 
memorandum  of  such  an  association.  The  fees  and  stamp- 
dutv  on  a  company  with  a  capital  of  1.500Z.  would  amount 
to  31.  10s.  You  will  gtt  at  Somerset  Housj  printed  instruc- 
tions of  what  you  are  to  report  to  them  in  future,  and  it  js 
r  ecessary,  besides,  that  you  invariably  use  the  word  "  limited  " 
(if  your  company  is  limited)  on  every  document,  and  on 
your  shop,  &c.
